There is some difficulty in deciding 
where to draw the line between

“teanliness is important not only 
for the sake of appearance but for 
vigor, health and elasticity. The par- 
ent and the teacher must set the pat- 
tern, and by careful persistence edu- 
cate the dirty little animals we call 
children to a civilized idea in regard 
to personal cleanliness. One trouble 
lies with the school rooms which are 
so often overheated and so seldom 
cleaned. 

Good ventilation is often more use- 
ful than a good superintendent. The 
ventilation needs frequent testing. 
Children and teachers are both nar- 
cotized by impure air. Experience 
abroad emphasizes the mistake of 
high temperatures in school houses 
and living rooms. The Scottish physi- 
clans keep the houses which they 
control, at 62 degrees Fahrenheit. 


The Pnglish keep theirs below 65 de- 
grees. As every one knows, our habit 


is to go to 70 degrees or over. 

A frequent source of disease and 
contamination in school houses arises 
from the use of common drinking 
cups and common towels.

The teach- 
er himself, or herself, should make 
plans to get the day’s work done at 
the proper time, “within the time 
you are paid for,” says Mr. Keyes. 

If corporal punishment comes more 
than three times a year, it means 
something wrong with the teacher's 
brain and head. 

“I was cut out to administer flog- 
gings,” said Mr. Keyes, looking down 
at his brawny form, “but in a school 
of a thousand pupils I have about 
twelve cases a year, most of them 
driven to this punishment by some 
lower teacher who has made the ini- 
tial mistake.

The new organization will “ promote 
the commerce, industry and public 
interests of Boston and New Eng- 
land.” The new body wil. be the 
“Boston Chamber of Commerce.” The | 
two organizations have long held a 
prominent place in the business af- 
fairs of the eastern states and their 
influence has been felt in shaping 
measures of city, state and national 
interest. The Chamber of Commerce 
was organized in 1865. It has a fine 
granite building and an individual 
membership of 1,000 made up of the 
principal banking and shipping 
houses. The Merchants’ Association 
was founded in 1876 and is a body 
of over 1,500 individuals representing 
all the professional mercantile and 
manufacturigg interests* of Greater 
Boston, organized for the special pur- 
pose of working for business and 
municipal development.

GRADP-CROSSING HEARING. 


' Saville street. The cost of crossing 


' by overhead bridge would be pro-! 


There was a large attendance of 
City Hall Tuesday to 
hear the arguments in the matter of 
the separation of the grades at the 
Water and Saville street crossings. 
The whole session was given 
up to the arguments before the spec- 
ial commission appointed by the 
superior court. 

The city presented a new plan for 
Water street containing some changes 
so as to do away with some of the 
cost. The difference was that it 
eliminated all new work on the east 
side and the approach to the west 
side through the Merrymount Granite 
Conrpany’s plant. 

Mr. Wheeler for the railroad pre- 
sented detail figures of their estimates 


for the Water and Saville street | 


crossings in comparison with the esti- 
mates of the city. 

The city also presented new plans 
of Saville street eliminating the 
westerly station grounds and the 
carrying through of Irving place to 
Granite street. 

City Solicitor McAnarney presented 
deeds of property along the west side 
to the tracks to the railroad company 
wherein a right was reserved to cross 
the tracks. 

Herbert T. Whitman presented a 
plan for crossing at Saville street. 
This plan called for a street starting 
fifty feet from Hancock street, on 
Saville street through the Richards 
estate, over the tracks by a 
bridge 18 feet above the tracks to 
Upland road. He gave the grades by 
his plan. It‘also provided for lower- 
ing the tracks at the railroad and 
raising the tracks over Granite street. 
Estimated cost by his plan was $87,- 
$93.10. 

This plan was practically the same 
as that presented at the first hearing 
by Carl R. Hayward. The grade 
would be from 2 to 4 percent over 
the tracks. 

John Q. A. Field argued for his 
plan for Water street. This plan 
proposed to close Water street at its 
present crossing and to cross the 
tracks beneath the tracks south of 
the present depot. He spoke of the 
importance of Quincy Adams as a 
freight terminal and of the amount of 
teaming. He believed therefore with 
heavy teaming should be kept as 
close to the ground as possible. 

The headway under the tracks 
would be 13 feet. The grades were 
easy and averaged $3 and3 1-2 percent. 
This plan gave a level grade into the 
freight yard. The grade of the rail- 
road would be raised from School 
street toward Braintree. His esti- 
mate of the cost by his plan would be 
$88,142. He gave in detail the items 
that went to make up his esitmate. 
It was the simplest and the easiest 
way for heavily loaded teams. 

John T. Cavanagh argued in favor 
of his plan presented at one of the 
early hearings. At Saville street his 
plan relocates the tracks. His rea- 
son for so doing was that this would 
leave more length of straight track 
and would be more safe for all per- 
sons, as well as easier for the engin- 
eer of the locomotive. There would 
be more room around the station for 
approaches and give better op- 
portunity for the bridge over Granite 
street and straighten the rails of the 
tracks. He also spoke of the danger 
of the present sharp curve at Granite 


street. The increase of momentum 
of heavy trains today make this a 
dangerous point. The tracks at 


Saville street are lowered 16 feet by 
the city plan transferring the danger 
point to the depot and multiplied it 
a thousand times. 

He proposed to change the Granite 
street bridge and give more head 
room under the bridge. 

At Water street he raised the track 
12 or 13 feet and by depressing the 
street, obtained the required headway. 
The raising of tracks makes a better 
grade with very littl embankment. 

At.School street a new street north 
of present street would make a bet- 
ter crossing. 

He criticised the city 
crossing at Water street. Of the dif- 
ferent grades it made on Franklin 
street between School and Water 
street and the dangerous corner at 
Water and Franklin streets. 

He considered the railroad plans the 
least that could be done for the city 
as they give nothing. The plans of 
the city were the worst that could 
be done. His own plan was the best 
in every way. 

As to the cost he had no detail or 
figures but he was of the opinion tha: 
by his plans the work could be done 
cheaper than by any other plan. 

G. B. Bates said as his plan was al- 
most identical with the city plan he 
would leave the arguments to the able 
Council of the city. 

‘A B. Worthen represented a prop- 
erty owner, the Richards property. 
We do not assume to tell the citizens 
what they ought to have, he said but 
desire some scheme that will damage 
property to the least degree. The 
Whitman plan would damage his 
property the least. 

Horace Allen counsel for Henry M. 
Faxon who he said had a double in- 
terest first as a citizen and as a 
property owner. If your board de- 
cides the best general scheme is the 
city plan he had nothing to say. 
If you decide that tracks 
remain as now he has suggestions 
to make as to Saville street but not 
at Water street. 

If tracks remain as now there are 
two ways to cross. One to go under 
and the other to go over. If left 
as now Saville street must be closed. 
The overhead bridge he considered 
too expensive. It injured and ruined 
property for the sake of having a few 
teams cross it. 

The plan of Mr. Whitman he object- 
ed to and did not think any considera- 
tion should be given it.

What is it? he 
said. A boulevard or a_ street for 
heavy traffic?

teams crossing, given by the city are 
misleating. He said the class of 
teams that used the crossing-. was 
largely express teams which go there 
to get their freight, while the pleas- 
ure riding is very small. 

We suggest if the tracks remain at 
the same grade as now Saville street 
be closed and certain changes be 
made. That Upland road be con- 
tinued as a general thoroughfare to 
Granite street. The stations should 
be opposite each other unless a foot 
bridge over the present crossing was 
built. He also suggested moving 
stations farther north on a line with

The city and citizens who have 
property and reside on these streets 
have rights that should be recognized 
and preserved. The traveling public 
who use Water street have a right to 
be considered. Would it be fair to 
take the main artery and oblige every 
person who uses this street to bend 
over and go under a bridge. The city 
has a right to ask that we be not 
compelled for economy to have our 
rights interferred with. 

The legislature in passing this act 
saw fit to say the railroad should pay 
65 percent of the cost, as it was 
responsible for the condition. 

If the Commission will approach the 
Water street problem considering the 
importance of the thoroughfare. If 
there is a way to retain this street 
they will take that street. The cost 
of the railroad and city plan only 
differs $5,000 or $6,000. 

The citizens represented by its 
principal organizations were for the 
plan prepared by the city. No where 
does that plan have a higher than 
3 5-10 percent grade. It has an aver- 
age grade of 3 percent. We do not 
blot out any ‘business firm, all of 
which with one exception, are pre- 
served and maintained. The city 
plan abolishes every grade crossing 
at Water street. It is the only plan 
that provides for all the crossings. 
We eliminate as much as possible 
the length of street the heavily load- 
ed teams have to travel. By the rail- 
road plan the spur tracks are wiped 
out of existence, but any person who 
goes to the depot from the west side 
must cross a railroad freight track. 

Have we heard from any expert 
of the railroad why we should abolish 
the present street? The grade by 
railroad plans are not as good as 
those of the city. 

Mr. McAnarney then took up the 
railroad plan, comparing it in detail 
with the city plan. 

At this point the question was 
raised as to the ruling of the Com- 
mission as to whether Saville street 
was a public or private way as it had 
an important bearing as to argument. 

City Solicitor McAnarney agreed to 
furnish evidence showing that the 
street was a public way. 

The hearing then adjourned until 
Jan. 16, at which time the evidence 
as to Saville street being a private 
or public way will be submitted.

Statistics show that Great Britain 
is the only country that sends out to 
the world, more leather footwear than 
the United States. England exports 
about nine millions of pairs of boots 
and shoes against six millions from 
this country, but it appears from the 
same statistics that our shoes profit 
the exporters eleven and a half mil- 
lions, while the British exporters get 
but ten millions. This would seem to 
indicate that the American manufac- 
turer with his machinery is the more 
skillful of the two and of course the 
most skillful in the world. The 
American shoe is made by machinery 
and the cost is the least in the world, 
although the wage of the operator is 
the highest. 

It is to be regretted that Quincy 
has not nfore skating ponds than it 
has. There are very few places with- 
in the city limits where the young 
people can enjoy the healthful sport. 
Mikcon has a fine skating pond at the 
Cunningham park but this is not 
available for Quincy young people. 
There is some skating on Butler's 
pond but this aside from being a 
small place is used as an ice pond 
and skating here is for a short period 
only. 

There is a low field between Granite 
street and the railroad track which 
with a little effort could be made an 
ideal pond. All that it would be nec- 
essary to do would be to dam up 
town brook and let the meadow over- 
flow. This pond would be equally 
handy for the young people of South 
and West Quincy as well as for Quin- 
cy centre.

These are days of national and in- 
ternational co-operation. Governors 
of every state in the Union are plan- 
ning to preserve forests, to improve 
water ways, and to protect natural 
resources. National business, civic. 
industrial and charitable bodies meet 
annually to improve conditions. The 
nations of the world join in fighting 
the Great White Plague and hold a 
Congress and Exhibit in Washington. 
World's Fairs, and Expositions are 
binding the countries of the globe in- 
to closer union. And now Europe and 
America are planning to meet in 
Washington in 1910 and discuss 
means and methods to stop the mak- 
ing of criminals. 

This meeting of the Internation- 
al Prison Congress has the backing 
of Secretary Root who has asked Con- 
gress for $50,000 to aid in showing 
the foreign delegates what this 
country has acomplished in improved 
methods of dealing with crime, es- 
pecially in the direction of juvenile 
courts, probation, child saving and 
other reformatory agencies. 

This 1910 meeting will be the eighth 
since its organization in 1871 when 
Congress passed a resolution author- 
izing President Grant to send a com- 
missioner abroad to secure the co- 
operation of European governments in 
the prevention and treatment of crime. 
E. C. Wines, the distinguished penolo- 
gist, was appointed First Commission- 
er from the United States. Since that 
first meeting in London, other Con- 
gresses have met in Stockholm, Rome, 
St. Petersburg, Paris, Brussels and 
Budapest. They have studied crim- 
inal law environment, heredity, al- 
coholism, administration of courts, 
treatment of offenders, criminal 
labor, international comity, and inter- 
national law. Secretary Root has 
realized the importance of getting at 
the real souces of crime; for modern 
penology recognizes that it is useless 
to try to stop the flood of crime at 
the mouth of the stream. It is to be 
hoped that Congress will have the 
same broad viewpoint of Secretary 
Root and grant the appropriation that 
will make the 1910 meeting in this 
country a sucecss.

As was to be expected, all soris of 
maledidictions are being heaped upon 
the heads of the state supervisors of 
taxes, for discovering $30,000,000 of 
personal property which heretofore 
has escaped taxation, and it is freely 
predicted that “the state’s interfer- 
ence in home rule” as the tax dodgers 
call it, will result in an appeal being 
made to the legislature to abotish this 
“uncalled for” and “objectionable” 
interference. 

If the legisiature fails to act favor- 
ably on this appeal, many of the mil- 
lionaires who have seen their taxes 
go up by leaps and bounds, since the 
supervisors assumed office, threaten 
to take up their legal residence in 
New Hampshire or Rhode Island, 
where as yet the local assessors do 
their work without any “interference” 
on the part of the state. 

Although the supervisors are fully 
aware of the commotion they have 
caused in the ranks of the tax dodg- 
ers, they are still calmly doing their 
work of ferreting out taxable person- 
al property, and notifying local as- 
sessors of its true worth, and how 
much it should be taxed. 

Among the cities whose treasuries 
are to be increased by this unexpect- 
ed find Lowell leads the list with a 
total of $1,441,200. This city will re- 
ceive its biggest plum through the es- 
tate of the late E. C. Swift one of the 


Malden also come in for an equal 
share of this estate. 

Somerville, as the result of an in- 
vestigation by the state supervisors 
will be enriched by nearly one fourth 
as much money as previously. 

Brookline ranks third, is next to 
Dover and Nahant, in the list of towns 
so far as resurrected taxable person- 
al property is concerned.

done so by counsel for the Common- 
wealth Tuesday. 

The commissioners were asked 
point blank to rule whether or not 
this was a public street. If the street 
is a private way the expense of abol- 
ishing it must be borne wholly by the 
railroad. If on the other hand it is 
a public street then tthe cost must be 
borne by the railroad, state and city. 

City Solicitor McAnarney claims 
that while the street has not been 
accepted and laid out by tthe city as_a 
public way that it is a public way as 
far as this hearing is concerned. 

The City Solicitor has much docu- 
mentory evidence bearing upon this 
point which the commission has 
asked him to present at the hearing 
Jan. 16. 

If the street should be declared a 
private way it would make a great 
deal of difference as to how the cross- 
ing would be abolished. It is quite 
certain that under such a condition 
the plan of the city would not be the 
one to be accepted. 

It is common knowledge among the 
citizens of Quincy that this street 
has been open for public travel for 
many years. Some of our oldest 
citizens say that as far back as they 
can remember the street was open 
for public travel. Under the old law 
a street became a public street by 
declaration and it may be possible 
that Saville street was so declared 
although that law was repealed in 
1844. 

That a crossing must be maintained 
at this point there is no question for 
there is a law which provides that a 
way open for common travel for 
twenty years can not be closed and 
no one questions but what Saville 
street comeS under that law. 

The statement made by the coun- 
sel representing the commonwealth 
that the state would not stand for as 
expensive a plan as that of the city 
brings up another important matter. 
This gentlemen also raised the point 
that all plans save that of the rail- 
road dealt with problems other than 
the abolition of the crossings the ex- 
pense of which should not be charged 
up to the abolition question. 

It would seem from what developed 
at Tuesday’s hearing that as far as 
Water street was concerned the city 
plan stood a good chance of being re- 
ported by the commission. As _ for 
Saville street it is all in the air at 
the present time as to what will be 
done, for as stated above much de- 
pends on the question of whether or 
not the street is a public street or a 
private way.

HUNTERS MUST HAVE LICENSE. 


A new duty has been thrust upon 
the City Clerk in addition to the 
manifold duties of his office.

This new 
law goes into effect on Jan. 1. Failure

Any citizen who sees a man hunt- 
ing has a right to demand that the 
hunter show his license. 

The fee for such a license is $1. 
This fee goes to the state and the 
city receives nothing for the duty im- 
posed upon it.

WELL KNOWN IN QUIN 


Col. A. J. Babcock of Springfield, 
Ill., well known to many of the older 
residents of Quincy, figures in an 
excellent reproduction of a four-gen- 
eration photograph which has recent- 
ly appeared in the St. Paul Dispatch. 
Included in the group is Col. Bab- 
cock’s daughter a resident of St. 
Paul with whom he is spending the 
winter, his grandson, Clifford R. Gra- 
ham, Manager of the San Francisco 
office of the Wells Fargo Express 
Company, and little four-year-old 
Willard L. Graham his great grand- 
son. Many of our readers will recall 
Col. Babcock’s visit to Quincy a few 
years ago and the cordial welcome 
extended to him. Although born in 
Dorchester, his career reflects credit 
on Quincy, where he spent his boy- 
hood and youth, his father being as- 
sociated at West Quincy with Solomon 
Willard, architect of Bunker Hill 
monument, St. Paul’s church, the Old 
Court House and other public build- 
ings erected during the second quart- 
er of the last century, in tthe con- 
struction of which granite was first 
used extensively as a building mater- 
ial. The iron doors of Bunker Hill 
monument are the handiwork of Col. 
Babcock’s father who was a black- 
smith and worker in iron of excep- 
tional ability. 

In early youth Col. Babcock learned 
the trade of coppersmith at the shop 
of Hunneman of Roxbury, builder of 
the crack hand engines, dear to the 
heart of fire fighters of a generation 
ago. ‘Manifesting an interest in mili- 
tary affairs he joined’ the Lowell 
Mechanic Phalanx while employed in 
that city and was also enrolled for a 
time in a military company at Con- 
cord, N. H. At the outbreak of the 
Civil war he was lieutenant in the 
Springfield company of the Seventh- 
Illinois regiment and went to the 
front with that organization, rising 
rapidly to the position of Colonel 
and taking part in the battles at Ft. 
Donelson and Corinth. Il! health in- 
terrupted after two years of active 
service a promising military career. 
Since the war he has resided at 
Springfield, Ill, a most useful and 
popular citizen. Readers of the Led- 
ger will join in wishing the Colonel a 
long measure of life that he may, 
pose a few years hence in a picture 
in which five generations are repre- 
sented.

—English papers announce thatthe 
fund for the purchase and preserva- 
tion of Glastonbury Abbey is now 
complete. Glastonbury Abbey ss one 
of the most interesting buildings in 
England According to, the legend, 
Joseph of Arimathea went thither, 
bearing the Holy Grail, and founded 
the first Christian church in Britain. 
The present abbey was built by 
Henry deBlois in 1186. A quaint 
story is told of the abbots’ kitchen. 
Some of the old abbots used to en- 
tertain so lavishly that an English 
monarch threatened the destruction of 
their wooden kitchen. So the monks 
built a stone kitchen, with walls 
several feet thick, which they thought 
would withstand assaults. The kitch- 
en exists now in a good state of 
preservation. Four oxen could be 
roasted in it at once. 


—The Committee on Billboards of 
the Massachusetts Civic League is un- 
able to report any progress worth 
mentioning as having been made dur- 
ing the past year in solving the prob- 
lem of legislative control. It declares 
this problem io have become difficult 
because conditions vary so much in 
city, town, and country. No ade- 
quate legislature bills have been of- 
fered in this state thus far. Some of 
the municipalities are showing a 
more marked initiative than the state 
legislatures. Licenses are being re- 
quired in some cities. In California 
an important legal decision has been 
handed down which was for some 
time awaited eagerly. An important 
case was that of an objectionable 
beer advertisement close to resi- 
dential property, and the California 
court ruled that the poster was sub- 
ject to restriction on the same 
grounds as an offensive noise or od- 
or. The commitvee further says that 
more progress has been made than 
appears at first sight, for there are 
more dead billboards in and around 
Boston than ever before, and some 
of the department stores and pre- 
pared food companies shave aban- 
doned billboard advertising in defer- 
ence to public opinion. The commit- 
tee has collected a great deal of ma- 
trial from all over the United States 
referring to the subject, and those 
who are interested will find it a nat- 
ural instrumentally for organized ac- 
tivity in Massachusetts to bring about 
eventuelly, the adoption of suitable 
restrictive laws.—Brookline Chroni- 
cle.

The new City Council committee 
particularly the committee on Streets 
intends to get down to business 
promptly. In years gone by it has 
been the custom of this committee to 
let petitions and orders relating to 
street matters accumulate until late 
in the year before they were acted 
upon. The result has been that 
street improvement orders are rushed 
through at the end of ithe year, when 
the money can not be expended until 
the following year. 

Councilman Moir who is the chair- 
man of this important committee

The great hue and cry o the average 
citizen is taxes, and until some means 
of reducing the rate and equalizing the 
property valuation, is devised the cry 
will continue. In Quincy, according to 
official statistics, the net increase in 
valuation for the year 1908 was $1,362, - 
713. 

At first sight one wonders why with 
this increase in valuation, the tax rate 
should still be so high. 

Although the valuation has been 
jumped, a glance at the assessors’ 
books discloses the fact that there is 
still much so-called unimproved or 
waste land listed, which requires a 
stretch of theimagination to regard it as 
such. It is very doubtful if the owners 
of such property would call it waste 
land if they were attempting to dispose 
of it. 

Would it not be well for the Mayor to 
have the City Solicitor look up the tax 
laws of Massachusetts and see if large 
parcels of land now taxed as farm or 
waste lands, should not be assessed as 
developed land, especially when such 
lands are fit for building purposes and 
furthermore front on accepted streets ? 

The reason we ask this question is be- 
cause when property owners have been 
approached with an intent to purchase 
for improvement by building houses or 
manufacturing plants, the owners will 
not sell at any price even when said 


lands are assessed onthe ‘‘farm’’ or 
‘*waste’’ basis. - 

It isa matter of common talk that 
the policy of the present Board of As- 
sessors isto raise the city valuation 
(which bythe way governs the debt 
limit) gradually, but would it not be 
well to first get after the persons 
whose property is under assessed ? 

Then again if the burden of taxes 
was equally distributed, would there be 
need of yearly increasing the valuation, 
so as to keep the tax rate down, or ex- 
tend the debt limit. This is a ques- 
tion that must be settled if Quincy is 
to occupy the place commercially she is 
entitled to. 

At the present time with over valua- 
tion in many cases and under valuation 
in others, and witba prohibitive tax 
rate the city cannot forge abead as she 
should. Itis up to the assessors to 
make an investigation, and when they 
find a person over assessed or under 
assessed to do the square thing by them 
and not wait for the next board to give 
them justice. 


JOINT INSTALLATION.

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- STATE HOUSE LETTER, 


Boston, Jan. 6, 1909. 


New conditions faced members of 
the legislature today in unusual num- 
ber. It has been a break-up of the 
traditions for the committees to be 
announced on the day of the organi- 
zation of the Senate and House. Both 
president and speaker were deter- 
mined that a good start should be 
made, and it remains to be seen 
whether there has really been any 
gain by having the committees to- 
day, instead of on Friday, as usual. 
It gives the appearance of prompt- 
ness for the committees to be given 
out thus early and it may have the 
effect of bracing up the spirit ofthe 
members so that they will keep up 
steam till the end of the session. 

President Treadway is ready to 
give reasons why he made certain ap- 
pointments. For instance, the nomi- 
nal leadership of the Senate goes with 
the chairmanship of the judiciary 
committee and it is generally recog- 
nized that Senator Potter of Worces- 
ter has exceptional qualifications for 
the position and he would have been 
a natural selection. But there are 
strong Senate _ traditions. Senator 
Spalding of Middlesex was the rank- 
ing member from last year and it 
would never have done to jump Pot- 
ter over Spalding’s head. Potter gets 
the chairmanship of mercantile af- 
fairs, a committee of which he was 
formerly House chairman, and it is 
one of the strong committees. Cowee 
of Worcester continues at the head 
of agriculture, as last year. Ross 
gets the chairmanship of labor be- 
cause he has long been the leading 
labor man in the legislature, though 
this is his first year in the Senate. 
Morse of Hssex is chairman of rail- 
roads because he was ranking mem- 
ber, Potter of Worcester coming 
second. Turtle gets the chairman- 
ship of taxation, and that is likely 
to be one of the most worked com- 
mittees. 

In the House there was some sug- 
gestion that Mr. Hobson of Palmer 
was slated for the chairmanship of 


the judiciary committee, but Mr. 
Bishop of Newton, son of Judge 
Robert R. Bishop of the superior 


court, was the ranking member. His 
record has been good and there was 
no tenable ground whereby Speaker 
Walker could promote Hobson over 
Bishop’s head. The House chairman- 
ship of railroads goes to Washburn of 
Worcester, and this is a high honor 
to the member, especially as he was 
outranked by Garcelon of Newton, 
who now stands second to him. Mel- 
len of Worcester, who entertained the 
House with some delightful reminis- 
cences of his service in 1877, gets a 
place on the committee on education, 
where he will have an opportunity 
to advocate the views which he urged 
upon the House at the close of his 
address. That address, though an in- 
novation and very likely not to be re- 
peated, was quite entertaining, for 
Mellen has a keen appreciation of the 
striking characteristics of prominent 
persons. When he was telling about 
the long and sharp contest for the 
United States Senate when George F. 
Hoar was elected over George 8. 
Boutwell, he said that the Hoar men 
did things which would not be done 
by politicians in these days, and then 
injected in a low voice, “except by 
Jerry McCarthy.” 

Today has been the last public ap- 
pearance of Curtis Guild, Jr., in his 
capacity as governor. This has been 
the immemorial custom. He is 
governor until the new governor 
takes the oath of office, but he does 
not appear at the exercises when his 
successor is inaugurated. He is in 
the executive department, shakes 
hands with the callers and makes 
himself as agreeable as an expiring 
functionary finds it in his heart to 
do, but as he is at his last gasp of- 
ficially, interest does not center in 
him as it does in the rising sun. It 
may seem a trifle heartless, but it is 
the custom and though it may be as 
heartless as the Patagonian custom 
whereby dutiful children knock their 
aged parents on the head in order 
not to have ‘to support them, yet it 
is a custom always observed, regard- 
less of the sensibilities of the depart- 
ing governor. But Gov. Guild was 
not disposed to let the occasion pass 
without saying something. When he 
had sworn in the members of the 
some very appropriate and touching 
words about the relations of the ex- 


ecutive and legislative branch and 
their mutual high esteem for each 


other, though they might differ upon 
some points. By way of farewell to 
them and to public life, he quoted the 
saying of Tiny Tim: “God bless us, 
every one.” It was something which 
has never been done before, and it 
illustrates the liking the governor has 
had for the men and the scenes of 
his official life. Certainly the liberal 
applause which followed the guber- 
natorial party up the aisle and into 
the corridor showed that his farewell 
address was appreciated. His eulogy 
of Mr. Draper as incoming governor, 
too, was fitly delivered and was a fine 
tribute of a governor to his succes- 
sor. 

It is too early to tell what will be 
the welcome given to President 
Treadway’s suggestion that commit- 
tee hearings be continued, for the 
first two months of the session, till 
three o’colck, with an hour out for 
lunch, and then that the regular ses- 
sions of Senate and House begin at 
3.15. It is a perfectly practicable 
proposition for senators and repre- 
sentatives from a distance, as Presi- 
dent Treadway is, but it is question- 
able whether the nearby legislators, 
who go home every night and con- 
stitute more than 80 percent of the 
legislature, will like the proposition. 
It is also a question whether the pub- 
lic would like to come in the after- 
noon. As President Treadway sees 
it, last session’s experiment in hold- 
ing committee hearings after the 
Senate and House sessions which be- 
gan at two o'clock in the afternoon 
was not successful, and he wants to 
save the time which is always wasted 
in the first two months of the ses- 
sion by lack of work brought in by 
the committees. It would be a bet- 
ter reform if the committees would 
get at work at once and bring in re- 
ports as soon as hearings are closed. 
Then there would not be as much 
waste of time. 

Both of the presiding officers seem 
aware of the great amount of legis- 
lation. Speaker Walker does not 
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For the Patriot. . propose to let any worthy business be 


slighted. The legislature is elected 
to do the work of the people and at- 
tend to the popular business, 
says. He was given liberal applause 


in the House when he said in his in- | 


augural address that he believed in 


the Massachusetts way, which is dif- | 


ferent from the way in Congress and 


most legislatures, whereby every pe- | 
tition, no matter how humble, must | 


be given respectful consideration and 
be acted upon. Evidently the Mas- 
sachusetts system is too well ground- 
ed to be overthrown for a long time 
yet. 

Speaker Walker, in his speech in 
the caucus which nominated him for 
speaker, asserting the wisdom and 
even the duty, at times of indepen- 
dent voting, against the party, struck 
a higher and purer note than has 
been struck in the caucuses for a 
long time. The tendency, since the 
caucus has been a republican caucus, 
has been to lay stress upon the duty 
of standing stoutly by the party. 
There has been no preaching of the 
duty of being a mugwamp, as Speaker 
Walker did today. It makes him 
more of a marked man than any other 
speaker has been in that respect for 
many years. Put this fact with what 
Mr. Cushing of Boston said truly of 
him when he made the nominating 
speech, that he had never known Mr. 
Walker to cast a single vote during 
the three years he has been associ- 
ated with him when he was influenced 
by other then the highest motives, and 
it is evident that Speaker Walker is 
a man whom the state may watch 
with some assurance that he will put 
the public welfare above party. Here 
is evidently a principle which knocks 
at the door of the republican party 
for recognition. Perhaps it concerns 
the party more than it does Speaker 
Walker whether the door is opened 
and the applicant admitted. 

President Treadway deserves well 
for his recommendation that the dis- 
graceful presence of lobbyists upon 
the floor of the Senate be stopped. 
He let his opinion be known clearly 
but he gave the Senate the alterna- 
tive of continuing its custom or of 
taking the position of the House, 
where lobbyists have been for a long 


time shut out of the corridors and 
reading rooms. There is only one 


course, in self-respect, which the 
Senate can take, and that is to accept 
President Treadway's view. Taking 
these things into account, it is seen 
that quite a hopeful beginning has 
been made. Rule.

with them when they get a notion ' 
like that. 

“One morning Pete Lancto, who 
mows ‘tthe lawn, said that he had 
seen the devil, and that he was like | 
a shaggy dog. 

“Probably it was a dog!’ I said. | 
But he told a lot of lies about smel- | 
ling brimstone and flames coming 
out of its eyes. 

“I said ‘I guess you were tenet’ 
(that’s their word for tight.)’ 

“But he hadn’t touched a drop, and 
had only been to get a salt codfish at 
the store. 

“Well, anyway, if it smelt of brim- 
stone, it wasn’t Artie.’ 

“But that idiot said, “The devil he 
can smell brimstone when he wants 
to—je pense que oui!’ 

“So I let him alone. You can't 
argue with a man who hasn't any pre- 
mises to argue from. 

“It was my work to go to the vil- 
lage for the mail. I went after sup- 
per about sunset or a little later. 

“The road curves along the side of 
Mount Phelim, which is not much of 
a mountain, but rather too big for a 
hill. When you look south it is as if 
the trees stood on each others’ heads, 
and there are wide, open spaces, like 
a park, so that you con see between 
the trunks, only by the road the un- 
derbrush is thick like a hedge. But 
on the north side of the road you 
don’t want to tumble off, for the 
Powasket runs below, hidden under 
the tops of trees, so that you only 
know it’s there from the sound. 
When I was little, I used to be afraid 
of that road, because a Canuck nurse 
girl had scared me with stories of 
bears and catamounts and Indians. 

“That was why papa had me go for 
the mail. He never could stand cow- 
ards. At first he used to sneak along 
behind me and when I got hysterical 
would saunter up as if he were just 
out for a walk, and show me how 
pretty the sunset was over toward 
Canada, or cluck for squirrels to 
come out and see what we wanted, 
or take me up into the woods a little 
to find Indian pipes like caryatides 
holding up dead leaves. So it wasn’t 
long before I grew to love the walk, 
and the sound of the wind in the 
trees, even when it was dark. I got 
quite friendly with the squirrels, and 
used tto leave littel piles of nuts as I 
went to the village and when I came 
back they would be all gone. There 
aren't many squirrels up there that 
can afford pecans and Brazilnuts. I 
supposed they wondered till their 
heads ached, why I left them around 
so carelessly. 

“But when I grew to like & at 
night, papa began to object. A good 
many times when I’ve been sitting 
on the road swinging my feet over 
the Powasket, watching the last color 
going out beyond Canada, and listen- 
ing to the owls and frogs and things, 
he has come to meet me and grum- 
bled about ‘going to extremes.’

The fact is that 
the President in “purging himself of 
contempt” as the saying is, was if 
anything more contemptuous than in 
the original dose. There is talk ap- 


ceedings and frequent reference to 
the impeachment of Andrew Johnson 
the only precedent in American his- 
tory. But the two cases are utterly 
without parallelism. Roosevelt is 
still the most popular man in the 
United States and probably more pop- 
ular today on account of this very in- 
cident than he was eight months ago 
when it took an iterated and reiter- 
ated announcement every morning 
before breakfast to prevent the coun- 
try from nominating him by force for 
a third term. The President has not 
used the Secret Service mal-prepense 
for the detection of the ingoings and 
outcomings of Senators and members 
of Congress; but, as is well known, 


he has been after undesirable citi- 
zens whether they were railroad 
presidents, trust magnates, or labor 


union boycotters and assassins. It was 
through the activity of one of the 
departments under him that the land 
frauds of Senator Mitchell of Oregon 


were discovered and that Mitchell 
was tried and condemned. The de- 
tective bureau received no instruc- 
tions to shadow Tillman of South 


Carolina and he was not shadowed 
by Government detectives of the de- 
tective bureau but certain informa- 
tion regarding his alleged specula- 
tion in Oregon land grants ‘were 
brought to the attention of the Presi- 
dent through Government postoffice 
inspectors and at the request of Sena- 
tor Hale of Maine. The information 
regarding Senator Tillman was sent 
direct to him. The President and 
Senator Tillman have not for a long 
time been on speaking terms and the 
senator has improved every oppor- 
tunity both in and out of the Senate 
to denounce and characterize Mr. 
Roosevelt in language that was nearer 
Billingsgate than parliamentary. 

The antipathy or I might say, en- 
emity between the men has become 
historic. It began two o rthree years 
ago whn after a fist fight on the Sen- 
at floor with Senator McLaurin, the 
President failed to invite Senator Till- 
man to a White House reception to 
which all of the other Senators and 
members were invited. Senator Till- 
man is a man of uncultivated ability, 
and he is well posted in national af- 
fairs, and especially in the affairs of 
the Senate committees to which he is 
assigned. He is however rough, un- 
couth, and not precisely a representa- 
tive of that legendary flower of 
chivalry, a Southern gentlemen. The 
present administration, as it is well 
known, has been after rascals, un- 
desirable citizens, and whether they 
were railroad presidents, senators, 
or jail birds, it has been the effort 
to hunt them down.

All over the country 
great corporations are taking up the 


question and are preparing some 
system among their workmen. 
Every business man knows that 


each year a certain amount must be 
charged off to depreciation. What is 
true of machinery in this respect is 
true of the individual. The cost of 
living when men can werk is a part 
of the cost of living when they can 


not work. A wage that does not 
make that possible is not a living 
wage. Every man from an economic 
standpoint dies too late or too early. 

How are we going to meet this 
condition? In England the pension 


at 70 years is five shillings a week, 
and it mated it will result in 
an annual charge of two million dol- 
lars of its national revenue. Here 
in Massachusetts we have a financial 
problem far more serious than in 
England. If we have that system 
here we will have to pay for it out of 
taxes which would double the state 
tax. 

We believe it possible to provide 
the people of Massachusetts an op- 
portunity for providing for old 
age. Deposits in Savings Banks are 
not adequate for old age. The inter- 
est is not enough to support a man 
in his old age. Financial indepen- 
dence in old age ought to be a thing 
for a man to look forward to. Some- 
thing he ought to have. 

We sant it so that charity will be 
exceptional and not general. First 
what a man earns must get the most 
that money can buy. It must be in- 
vested and managed with the great- 
est possible economy. It must be 
such a system that the smallest 
amount may be made currently from 
the earning

They must not only take care of 
the money but they must have abso- 
lute confidence in the management. 


The certainty that the institution may 
be run for the people who use _ it. 
These we have in our Savings banks. 
Here we have an institution for 
furnishing an old age annuity. 

The Savings banks that adopt the 
insurance plan may have as many 
agencies as it desires. We believe 
the time will come when there will 
be no trade union or large employer 
who will not have these agencies. 
The plan is to do this by voluntary 
act and not by compulsion. To 
reach this condition must be by ed- 
ucation. You will find a large per-

CODDINGTON DEDICATED, 


Appropriate exercises marked the 
official delivery of the new Codding- 
ton school building by the builders 
to the city. The exercises were held 


Thursday evening in the assembly 
hall at the new building. Although 


(the weather was bad a goodly num- 


ber braved the elements to be pres- 
ent. 

In the audience were many who had 
a tender spot in their hearts that 
was touched by the knowledge that 
the old building which has done ser- 
vice for so,many years had given 
place to a new and model building, 


recognized by all to be the best 
school building in the city. 

These included many former pu- 
pils and teachers. Miss Julia E. 


Underwood who for nearly 54 years 
has instilled into young minds their 
first insight into the wonders of an 


education was prominent among 
these teachers. The oldest pupil 
present perhaps was Thomas P. 


Healy of 346 Adams street who en- 
tered the school as a pupil the same 
year that Miss Underwood entered 
as a teacher. His daughter who also 
began, her education there was pres- 
ent with him. 

Seated on the platform were Mayor 
Shea, Dr. Hunting, chairman of the 
school committee, John J. O'Hara, 
Dexter E. Wadsworth, Herbert 5S. 
Parker, James F. Burke and Dr. E. 
H. Bushnell of the School Board and 
Superintendent of Schools Frank E. 
Parlin. 

Others on the platform were Dr. 
John A. Gordon and Dr. Henry C. 
Hallowell both of whom were for 
several years chairmen of the Cod- 
dington sub-Committee. Commission- 
er of Public Works Randolph Bain- 
bridge, Truant Officer Charles H. 
Johnson. Frederick W. Plummer 
master of the Woodward Institute 


Leslie L. Cleveland master of the 
High school. Rupert F. Claflin, 
James H. Elecock, Walter H. Bentley 
Master of the Coddington school. 


Charles A. Brigham, architect of the 
new building. Dennis F. Crowley 
the contractor of the building, his 
brother Cornelius Crowley the gen- 
eral foreman and Michael Crowley 
his father and John Harkins one of 
the sub-contractors. 

The decorations ‘or the occasion 
were several American flags. 

The exercises opened with two 
selections sung by the school chil- 
dren under the direction of E. Land- 
is Snyder the supervisor of music. 

Mayor William T. Shea then made 
the opening address. Glancing about 
the opening address. 

Dennis F. Crowley, the contractor 
said it was a great pleasure for him 
to have been one of the parties in 
the building and dedication. The 
building represented to him a hard 
battle from the turning of the first 
sward last April until the pupils en- 
tered the building the first of this 
month. The sub-contractors were 
nearly all local men as were most of 
the workmen. All had done their 
work in a satisfactory manner and 
everything had been harmonious. The 
plans were the simplest he ever 
worked by and the _ specifications 
were very clear. The architect was 
always on hand for any suggestions 
and was a great help. It was now a 
great pleasure for him to turn over 
the keys and the responsibility that 
went with them. 

He then handed a bunch of 17 
keys tied with blue ribbon to Com- 
missioner Bainbridge. The Com- 
missioner said this was a very pleas- 
ant duty for him although he was 
not a public speaker. He then talk- 
ed to the children and reminded them 
that it would always be to their ad- 
vantage in after life if while in 
school they took part in debates and 
learned to speak in public. He then 
handed the keys over to Dr. Hunt- 
ing chairman of the school commit- 
tee. 

Dr. Hunting said it was a great 
pleasure for him to receive the keys 
and to thank the Commissioner, the 
builders and citizens for the build- 
ing which sets a new standard for 
school buildings in Quincy. 

Here we have a hall, something no 
other building has. It will give an 
opportunity to bring all the pupils 
together. There was also a room in 
the ‘basement where he hoped some 
time to train boys to work their 
hands. 

Dr. Hunting then passed the keys 
along to Dr. E. H. Bushnell chair- 
man of the Coddington sub-commit- 
tee. 

Dr. Bushnell said the 
Quincy and children of Ward One 
were to be congratulated. The citi- 
zens never falter when it comes to 
providing school buildings. He then 
gave a brief history of the long line 
of masters from the first up to Miss 
Dearborn and Walter H. Bentley the 
present master. 

He also referred to the long ser- 
vice of Miss Underwood. At the 
mention of her name there was a 
spontaneous outburst of applause. 

Passing the keys along to Mr. 
Bentley the Master of the school Dr. 
Bushnell expressed the wish that 
the newbuilding might be an im- 
pulse to further good work. 

Mr. Bentley said all things come 
to him who waits. This was a partic- 
ularly gratifying occasion to him. 
He had watched the progress of the 
building from the very first down to 
the time it became a material fact 
and he took off his coat and helped 
fill the first tip cart.

SONG RECITAL, 


Although the weather was far from 
pleasant, Colonial hall Tuesday night 
was filled with music lovers who 
braved the elements in order to at- 
tend the song recital given by C. Pol 
Plancon.

The program was varied and 
interesting and gave Mr. Plan- 


con a chance to display his splendid 
voice to great advantage. He is so 
well known in Quincy that there is 
little need to recall the ample voice 
and style, the warmth of feeling and 
tone with which Mr. Plancon sings. 

He is first of all a dramatizing 
singer, whose voice has the qualities 
of imagination and expression that 
make his songs, no matter what they 
may be, vivid to his hearers. At all 
times he is the singing actor. 

As an illustration of this power 
one has but to take two of the songs 
sung by Mr. Plancon “Coolan Dhu” by 
Leoni and “The Two Grenadiers” by 
Schumann. 

In the first song the singer is called 
upon to interpret the part of a lover 
singing a soft plaintive strain while 
“The Two Grenadiers” has a martial 
ring, with an undercurrent of sor- 
row running through it. As the lover 
Mr. Plancon was perfect, the subtle 
tones of his voice showing his splen- 
did powers of expression. 

In “The Two Grenadiers” he was 
every inch the soldier, sorrowing be- 
cause his “leader” had been im- 
prisoned. His voice had the pathos 
and the fire that rings true, and the 
audience were fairly on edge. 

Mr. Hoffmann is a member of the 
Symphony orcehstra and is a violin- 
ist of exceptional ability. His is the 
power not merely to interest, but to 
stir and transport his hearers, to 
stimulate their emotional and win 
their musical senses. His playing of 
the Faust Fantaisie by Wieniowski 
showed his wonderful mastery of the 
violin. 

Mr. Cutter the accompanist was all 
that could be desired. Throughout 
the entire program he was in com- 
plete sympathy with the artists and 
followed each varying expression with 
a remarkable brilliancy of execution.

his private room. That little room 
has been designated as the hearing 
room for the committees on military 
affairs and the state house, as they 
are among the least worked commit- 
while their former room, No. 
242 on the floor above, is given up to 
the inheritance tax department of the 
tax commissioners’ office. The new 
law for a direct inheritance tax, which 
is largely responsible for the unearth- 
ing of about $31,000,000 of taxable 
personal property this year, has made 
necessary the employment of seven 
additional clerks, and more room had 
to be taken by this department. The 
health board was much overcrowded 
with clerks and several typewriters 
all going at once so that it was more 
like a machine shop than a quiet pri- 
vate office. As it is, the new room 
will be none too large, and there is 
complaint of crowding about all 
around. It is being more and more 
realized, too, that there was too much 
of an idea of making a grand architec- 
tural monument of the state house ex- 
tension, and too little of making it a 
working office building. Of course the 
dignity of the state capitol had to 
be recognized, but there might have 
been improvement. Now the demand 
grows for the projected east wing, to 
be followed by the west wing later, 
making an imposing front extending 
parallel with Beacon street. 

Never before has the legislature 
made such a flying start as this year. 
On the very first day the committees 
were announced. If there had been 
a contest for president or speaker, 
this would have been impossible. But 
the certainty of the election of Presi- 
dent Treadway and Speaker Walker 
left ample opportunity to make up 
the lists beforehand and they rose to 
the full height of their opportunity. 
Then the House committee on ways 
and means got at work with unpre- 
cedented celerity and had the first ap- 
propriation ‘bill, that for the salaries 
and expenses of the members of the 
legisfature and for legislative pro- 
ceedings reported on the earliest op- 
portunity ,and others followed in due 
order. Of course, in regard to the 
miscellaneous petitions, time must 
elapse for advertising them to the 
public, but everything has started in 
the most energetic way possible. 

Another favorable condition is that 
there is absolute confidence in the 
ability and character of the presiding 
officers as men who will do everything 
they can for the service of the state 


tees, 


and that they will put the public 
welfare higher than their personal 
ambition. There is a purity and 


strength in the entire administration 
this year which was never better at 
any period in the past. It can only 
be hoped that this condition will con- 
tinue to the end of the session. It 
cannot be better than now, hence the 
one aim to be kept in view is that 
there shall be no disappointment as 
the session proceeds. Speaker Walker 
displays a dexterity and familiarity 
an ease of carriage and capacity to 
dispatch ‘business quickly and accu- 
rately, which more than justifies the 
expectations of his friends. He was 
in the chair very little last session 
and the quickness with which he has 
come up to the apparent expert stand- 
ard is reassuring. President Tread- 
way necessarily carries a heavier 
load of senatorial dignity, but he cuts 
needless forms short and starts well. 

For two years, it will be remem- 
bered, the leading subject at the legis- 
lature in combative interest has been 
the merger bill ,and the prospect is 
that the subject will be up again in 
the form which it took last year, 
namely, the consolidation of the steam 
and electric interests in Berkshire 
county. The business men of the 
county, almost to the last man, favor 
the consolidation, for the New Haven 
road has given great satisfaction with 
the operation of the trolley lines and 
the citizens there feel strongly that 
the prosperity of that part of the 
state depends upon the extension of 
the same policy. At the meeting yes- 
terday of the Massachusetts state 
board of trade, they refused to ap- 
prove a motion for the appointment 
of a committee to oppose legislation 
for the consolidation of electric and 
steam lines. The action was not 
clear cut, but it, at least, showed that 
the opposition to the merger has lost 
ground and that this miscellaneous 
gathering of business men is more 
disposed to consider each proposition 
for consolidation upon its merits by 
itself, apart from the general question 
for the state. This shows that the 
Berkshire case has made an impres- 
sion and that there is more prospect 
than there was last year that some 
form of consolidation bill will be en- 

acted.

be allowed to retain the body, instead 
of delivering it up to the local authori- 
ties. If the legislature should act 
favorably wpon such a proposition it 
would enable the farmers in some 
places to lay in a good supply of deer 
meat.

Council was held Monday evening. 
Several orders introduced on inaugu- 
ration day were passed and a num- 
ber of new orders introduced. “The 
latter included an order for $50,000 
for the erection of two 
buildings and an order fixing the 
pay of city laborers at $2 per day of 
eight hours. There was also quite a 
spirited debate on the passage of the 
order requesting the Mayor to peti- 
tion the legislature to amend the City 
Charter so that the Mayor shall be 
chairman of the School Committee. 

Councilmen Freeman, Gilson and 
Russell were absent. 

PETITIONS. 

A petition was received from South 
Quincy residents to abate the smoke 
and spark nuisance from passing 1lo- 
comotives. Referred to the Executive 
Department. 

Councilman Bryant by request pre- 
sented a petition for the acceptance 
of Norfolk street.

Appropriating $500 for special and 
miscellaneous police of 1908. 

Authorizing the Clerk of Council to 
have the calendar printed. 

Authorizing the Mayor to have his 
inaugural address printed. 

Authorizing the Clerk of the Coun- 
cil to have the rules and list of Com- 
mittees printed. 

Authorizing the Mayor to have the 
annual reports printed. 

The Committee on Ordinances re- 
ported ought to pass on the order re- 
questing the Mayor to petition the 
legislature to amend the City Charter 
so as to provide that the Mayor shall 
be chairman ex-officio of the School 
Committee. 

Councilmen Richards and Nowland 
of the committee presented a minori- 
ty report that the order ought not to 
pass. 

Councilman Richards moved the 
substitution of the minority for the 
majority report. 

Councilman Walsh opposed the 
minority report. The only objection 
that developed in the Committee was 
that other changes were being advo- 
cated and it would not look well to 
go to the legislature in a piece meal 
way. 

Councilman Abele favored the min- 
ority. This move to amend the 
charter was rather sudden. There 
should be some good reason given 


before we pass such an order. All 
agree certain changes should be 
made. There should be more coopo- 


ration between the School Committee 
and the Council. If we are to make 
changes we should make those that 
will accomplish this. 

Councilman Walsh—The relations 
between the School Committee and 
Council over the Atlantic school 
were anything but pleasant. If the 
Mayor could have appeared before 
them at that time more would have 
been accomplished and more time 
saved. 

Councilman Whiton favored the 
passage of the order. The Atlantic 
school was not a circumstance to the 
High school. He did not believe he 
should be a member unless impower- 
ed to vote. There was no question 
but what the Mayor and President of 
the Council should be members of 
this board. 

Councilman Nowland. This can 
not go into effect this year. It should 
go before the people before accepted. 
The Mayor in his inaugural recom- 
mended certain changes in the 
charter. A mass meeting will be 
held this week to discuss other 
changes. This order is uncalled for. 
There is no reason to rush it through. 

Councilman Richards in reply to a 
question by Councilman Bryant said. 
My impression is that it is not justi- 
fiable or opportune at this time. It 
is singling out the School Committee. 
A committee is considering several 
changes in the charter and it seemed 
best to hold off until after the hear- 
ing on other matters. 

Councilman Bryant opposed the 
minority. This is no new question. 
He had seen a representative of the 
School Committee come before this 
body and state as chairman what the 
committee wanted but who would not 
state his individual opinion. If you 
were running a business would you 
want any department of which you 
knew nothing about? The city is a 
corporation and its head is the 
Mayor. He is the head of all de- 
partments but the School Committee. 
The School Committee has nine mem- 
bers. If he is allowed to vote it 
would make 10. If chairman all he 
does, is to preside and gets the in- 
formation he should have. He has no 
idea what they will ask for in their 
budget. He knows the city can bor- 
row so much money. All he can do 
now is to guess what amount the 
School Committee will ask for. If he 
was chairman he would know. We 
want to see how we can divide the 
money. Knowing all these facts he 
can make his budget understanding- 
ly. There can be no politics in it. He 
sometimes thought there was more 
politics in the School Committee than 
in the Council. The School Commit- 
tee can make its rules just as the 
Council does. 

We do not want this matter divided 
The Mayor recommends this change 
in his inagural so that he can be in 
touch with every department. It is 
not taking any power from the School 
Committee. What we want is for the 
Mayor to sit with them and know 
what is going on. It is merely a 
business proposition. 

Look over the members of that 
committee who are trying to amend 
the charter. How many are intimate- 
ly acquainted with the ins and outs 
of the charter? If we take the 
charter as it really is there would be 
need of but very little revision. He 
could not see any obpection to al- 
lowing the Mayor to preside. 

Councilman Cherrington was hard- 
ly prepared to say how he would 
vote. There had been only one meet- 
ing for discussion. He did not wish 
to see the matter killed but would like 
to have it go over to another meeting. 
The Charter says all departments shall 
report to the Executive its estimates. 
He questioned if the School Commit- 
tee is not such a department. 

Councilman Bryant the School 
Committee is not obliged to report 
to the Mayor. That is an absolute 
fact. 

Councilman Nowland asked if this 
goes to the legislature would the bill 
pass without going to the people. 

Councilman Bryant—If those who 
appear before the legislative commit- 
tee want a referendum they would 
probably report one. 

Councilman Nowland moved to lay 
the reports on the table. Motion lost. 

Councilman Abele doubted the vote. 

On a rising vote the motion was 
lost three voting yes and 15 no. 

The Majority report was then ac- 
cepted and the order adopted.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


The monthly report of the superin- 
tendent of schools shows the total 
enrliment of the public schools at 
the close of the year to have been 
6033 with an average attendance of 
5485.2 for the month. But one case 
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of Gouverneur, N. Y., has offered to 
finance the enterprise by giving as a 
prize the Murray Hill hotel, located 
at Murray Isle, N. Y., and valued at 
$100,000. In addition to this big 
prize to the winner of the race he 
would give 12 prizes of $1500 each to 
the winners of 12 elimination races 
preliminary to the main contest and 
$4600 to horses finishing behind the 
winner in the final. Should his plans 
be caried out entries will probably 
close on March 1.

FRENCH YS, AMERICAN ROADS. 


A recent official report from Con- 
sul-General R. P, Skinner of Marseil- 
les, France, gives some highly import- 
ant information regarding the public 
roads of that country. As is general- 
ly known, France has the best and 
most complete road system in the 
world, and its splendid public high- 
ways fill with envy and admiration all 
foreigners, particularly those from the 
United States, where the roads in 
general are about the worst in any 
country professing to be civilized. 

The superiority of the French road 
system is stated by Consul-General 
Skinner to be due to the fact that the 
construction and maintenance of the 
principal roads is carried on under 
the supervision of a corps of experts 
in road-construction, who find in their 
profession opportunities for advance- 
ment and distinction such as could 
not and does not exist under a local 
road administration. French roads 
are good, not because of any superi- 
ority of road-making material, nor 
because the French people possess 
any special talent for road building, 
but because the initiative in matters 
pertaining to the public highways is 
taken by highly-trained engineers 
and administrators, under the direc- 
tion of the Nationa! Government. 

All the principal French highways, 
or “national routes,” of which there 
are 23,656 miles, are constructed and 
maintained by the National Govern- 
ment, which has expended on them 
over $300,000,000. The superiority of 
these roads over those constructed or 
maintained by the local authorities is 
very marked, but even the local roads 
are kept in good condition, so that 
the standard French road is one up- 
on which in a rolling country a draft 
horse hauling a load of 3,300 pounds 
is expected to travel about 20 miles 
per day. This fact alone will serve 
to indicate the difference between the 
roads in France and those of the 
United States; where the load hauled 
by one horse over the average level 
country road is only 1,400 pounds, and 
on roads with 5 per cent grades only 
1,000 pounds. 

The basis of the French highway 
system is the School of Bridges and 
Roads, one of the finest technical col- 
leges in the world, where engineers 
are trained for positions in the pub- 
lic road administrative system. These 
engineers co-operate with the local 
authorities, and the result is that

The prevailing wind was west on 81 
days. The number of days of be- 
low zero temperature was three. The 
warmest day in the shade was July 
12th, 102 degrees, in the sun, 126 de- 
grees. The coldest day was Wednes- 
day, Feb. 5th, 3 below zero. The first 
frost in the fall was Wednesday, Sep- 
tember 16th. In 1907 it was Wednes- 
day October 2d. The first appearance 
of snow was Wednesday, November 
4th. In 1907 it was November 13th. 
The coldest day for the year at 12 
o'clock was Thursday, January 30th, 
and February 4th, 6 degrees. There 
were 14 snow storms. 


The weather of December, like that 
of many months past, was warmer 
than usual, although not so warm as 
that of December, 1907. The highest 
temperature reached was 64 degrees 
on the Ist, which is also the highest 
December temperature since 1881, 
while the lowest was seven degrees 
on the 6th and 10th. The total pre- 
cipitation of 3.01 inches was only 
about 65 per cent. of the average 
amount, and the smallest in December 
since 1900. Rain fell on 11 days and 
snow was recorded on six days, the 
total depth of the latter being four 
inches. Snow covered the ground 
from the 11th to the 24th, the greatest 
amount at any time being 1.5 inches 
on the 18th. There was less humidity 
and less cloudiness than usual, and 
the total amount of sunshine was 
10 per cent. more than the average. 
There was less’ wind than usual and 
the predominating direction was west. 
The maximum velocity was 74 miles 
per hour from the south on the 7th. 

The temperature throughout 1908 
was almost continually above the 
normal and it was the warmest year 
since 1900 and, with that exception, 
the warmest since 1851 which is the 
limit of temperature record in Mil- 
ton. 1908 was also the dryest year on 
record at Blue Hill the total precipi- 
tation of 37.28 inches being nearly 
10 inches less than average amount.

The Metropolitan Park Commission 
which has been considering the advisi- 
bility of constructing a new bridge 
across the Neponset river between 
Atlantic and Neponset filed its re- 
port with the legislature this morn- 
ing.

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Bousehold Receipts, By 


Tomato Cream Soup. To make a 
delicious tomato cream soup, place 
a cupful of tomatoes over the fire to 
heat, addimg a pinch of soda and a 
little water. When heated through, 
strain carefully to remove every seed 
and add to one pint of boiling milk 
that has been thickened slightly with 
flour and butter rubbed together un- 
til smooth. Boil up once, season with 
salt and paprika and serve with crou- 
tons, 


Sweet Potato Fritters. To two 
cupfuls cooked sweet potatoes rubbed 
through a colander allow three eggs 
beaten light, two  tablespoonfuls 
cream, one of melted butter and two 
of flour. Beat the eggs into the po- 
tatoes, then add butter, cream and 
flour. Drop by the spoonful into 
boiling fat and fry to a golden brown. 
Drain on paper and serve with lemon 
sauce, or w‘ne, if preferred. 


Cup Custards. Six eggs, halfa 
cupful of sugar and one quart of new 
milk. Beat the eggs with the sugar 
and add a teaspoonful of vanilla. Mix 
carefully with the milk, fill the cus- 
tard cups and set in a pan of hot 
water in a slow oven. The experi- 
enced desert-maker has learned that 
anything which has eggs and mil’: in 
it must be cooked at a low tempera- 
ture, and slowly. When you break 
the custard gently with a spoon and 
a little water rises the custard is 
done. Set away carefully to cool. A 
little nutmeg grated over these cus- 
tards just as they come from the oven 
gives them a fine flavor. Serve in 
the cups in which they were baked. 


Lemon Pie. Line the plate with 
plain crust, also put a rim around the 
edge. Prick the crust so it will not 
rise in the center, and put it in the 
oven and bake quickly. For the fill- 
ing, cook in a double boiler until it 
thickens one cupful of sugar, one 
tablespoonful of cornstarch, one salt- 
spoonful of salt, one lemon (the juice 
and grated rind,) one beaten egg and 
one cupful of hot water. When the 
crust is done, turn the cooked mixture 
into it; then beat the whites of three 
eggs very stiff, and add gradually 


three tablespoonfuls of powdered 
sugar. Pile it lightly over the pies 
and color in the oven a delicate 
brown.

construction. 

In a conrete factory, for example, 
practically seventy-five per cent, of 
the entire cost of the work is in the 
making and placing of the rein- 
forced concrete. In the building of 
a house, on the other hand, the cost

LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL. 


Washington, Jan. 16, 1909. 
Ever since the command from the 
White House went forth that army 
and navy officers would be required 
to undergo a mild physical endur- 
ance test there have been muffled 
protests. As a usual thing army and 


;mnavy men over forty years old do not 


keep themselves in training and it is 
of them 
after a horseback ride of ten or fif- 
teen miles would experience consid- 
erable fatigue and soreness. The test 
required by the President was a 
horseback ride of ninety miles in 
three consecutive days, a pretty se- 
vere test for soft men of middle age, 
the majority of them weighing per- 
haps two hundred pounds but what 
right has an army officer to weigh 
The man 
weighing that much is probably not 
in good health and has spent too 
many years since he was thirty in 
sedentary eating and drinking. He 
is too heavy for an ordinary horse, 
and extraordinary horses are hard to 
A rider in practice has an in- 
durated seat and can easily ride 
thirty miles a day not only for three 
consecutive days, but for ten or 
thirty. Well, the groans and the 
protests of the captains, colonels and 
majors came to the ear of the Pres- 
ident and he determined to show 
them what the Commander in Chief 
of the Army and Navy could do and 


}to that end one day this week he got 


up between three and four o'clock 
in the morning, mounted his horse 
and with three companions rode to 
Warrenton, Virginia, where he ate 
luncheon and, after a rest of half an 
hour, rode back to the White House, 
arriving about eight o’clock at night, 
in the round trip a 
distance of ninety-eight miles; in 
other words, having ridden in one 
day eight miles more than he has 
required regular army and navy of- 
ficers to ride in three days. The 
President weighs two hundred 
pounds but he is tough and as ‘hard 
as nails. He has been riding con- 
stantly for years probably about 
eighteen miles a day and was of 
course in training. There can be no 
doubt but that there is too much ef- 


feminacy and softness among the 
officers both of the army and of the 
navy. Mr. Roosevelt doubtless  re- 


members the striking example of 
General Shafter, who was in com- 
mand of the Cuban army sent in mid- 
summer to Cuba. The immensely 
stout General weighed probably 
three hunred and fifty pounds but in 
the way of baggage he was like a 
three hundred and fifty ton millstone 
around the neck of the army. His 
headquarters were miles in the rear 
of the army and there on a couch 
groaning with gout he sweltered in 
the humid tropical July climate. 

The lives and the treasure lost to 
the country through promotion by 
seniority of unfit men will never be 
known. The only road to physical 
fitness is through exercise and ab- 
stemiousness. There can be no suf- 
ficient exercise without abstemious- 
ness. Rockfeller’s doctor has just 
predicted that the multi-millionaire 
will live to be a hundred years old 
because as he says, “he takes a great 
deal of exercise in open air and al- 
ways leavea the table hungrey.” Of 
course the doctors prophesy is not 
proved but it may be assumed that 
Rockefeller has about as good a phy- 
sician and as wise as money will buy 
and this hint and sugestion in the 
way of preventive medicine is one 
that every reader may note and pro- 
fit by without paying the bill that Mr. 
Rockefeller doubtless pays his doc- 
tor. 

That ithe present Congress is of the 
opinion that the big President elect 
is worth fifty thousand dollars a 
year more than the President who has 
been flourishing the big stick Is plain 
to see. Yesterday Senator Culiom re- 
ported the legislative, executive and 
judicial bill to the Senate. The most 
prominent feature of this bill is an 
increase of the salary of the Presi- 
dent of the United States to one hun- 
dred thousand dollars a year. The 
same bill increases the salary of the 
Vice President to twenty thousand 
dollars, and that of the Speak- 
er of the House to twenty 
thousand. This is a doubling of the 
salaries for all three offices. Until 
the lection of President Grant the 
salary of the President of the United 
States was only twenty-five thousand 
dollars a year and now after thirty- 
seven years at fifty thousand dollars 
it is proposed again to double it. The 
wealth of the country has more than 
doubled since the President's salary 
was last increased and there are a 
number of men, presidents of much 
smaller corporations than the United 
States of America, who are receiving 


a yearly salary of more than It is 
now proposed to pay the President. 
The branch of the Government how- 


ever in most urgent need of an in- 
crease of salary is the Federal judici- 
ary. The Justice of the Supreme and 
Federal Courts. These are the men 
who hold the scales of corruption 
and the ordinary cares of life that 
they may be able to administer the 
law in an atmosphere of serenity and 
calmness far removed from secular 
concern. Complete consecration of 
such men cannot be expected, unless 
they shall receive compensating sal- 
aries. 

It is refreshing to know that the re- 
turning congressmen from Panama 
speak hopefully and encouragingly 
of the progress of the Panama Canal 
and add their voices to the prediction 
that it will be finished in six years.

STATE HOUSE LETTER. 


Boston, Jan. 20, 1909. 

A further and probably successful 
effort is in progress to keep the leg- 
islative standard of morality up to a 
high point. The Senate has acted up- 
on the initiative of President Tread- 
way and has adopted a rule which 
will keep legislative counsel and 
agents from the Senate floor, the cor- 
ridor adjoining, the reception room 
and the reading room. It is singu- 
lar that the first person to protest 
against the rule, if the statement of 
observers is accurate, was Junius T. 
Auerbach, the counsel of the Boston 
American and one of the speakers be- 
fore legislative committees in previ- 
ous years in behalf of the rights of 
the people against the corporations. 
As the corporations have the most to 
lose by the new rule, and the people 
have the most to gain, it is not easy 
to see the consistency of the protest. 
The rule is good; it is necessary and 
it is only what the House has prac- 
ticed ever since it moved into its 
new hall. It is made a matter of 
comment that, under the new rule, 
even William D. Chapple, who was 
the honored president of the Senate 
during the last two years, cannot get 
admission to the Senate chamber. But 
he can go in whenever any senator 
invites him in, just as any other 
member of the public can. The 
same rule has long been operative 
in the House and has caused no 
complaint, and it is not to be sup- 
posed that this government by a de- 
mocracy proposes to establish an 
aristocratic class of former office- 
holders, exempt“ from the ordinary 
rules applying to citizens generally. 

Another reform initiated by Presi- 
dent Treadway is that whereby sub- 
committees, instead of whole com- 
mittees, shall travel to visit institu- 
tions or other places for the benefit 
of the committee. Sonte House mem- 
bers kick at the prospect of this re- 
duction of their privileges, but sub- 
committees would do all the business 
in many cases. 

This week Saturday, at 5 P. M., is 
the closing minute for the intfoduc- 
tion of new legislative business. 
Writing in the middle of the week, 
the prospect is good that the grist 
will not fall materially below that of 
the last year, which was at high 
water mark for any session, though 
but little more than for the year 
before. It is to be expected that 
there will ‘be a large amount thrown 
into the hopper before Saturday night, 
for almost no labor measures have 
been presented, and those always 
make a material proportion of the 
petitions which the committees must 
hear. It will be noticed that Senator 
Dickinson of Hampden has presented 
his own bill to make good a gap be- 
tween the fact and the right, as he 
sees it, in the case of striking labor 
unions. There was a court decision 
last fall that it was right for labor 
unions to order strikes, but that it 
was not right to enforce upon their 
members a strike order by the only 
compulsory means they possess, 
namely, a fine upon the disobedient 
members. His bill therefore provides 
that no injunction shall be issued 
against a union for imposing a fine 
upon a member if such action is in 
accord with an order of the union 
regularly adopted. 

Several measures are pending in 
regard to the relations of the board 
of education and ithe new industrial 
ccmmission, whose term expires this 
year, and it looks as if one of the 


sharpest struggles of the session 
would be over this matter. The 
aggressiveness seems to come from 


the industrial commission side. They 
seem to have been the most busy. One 
bill has been put fin which favors 
them as against the board of educa- 
tion, offered by Senator Potter of 
Worcester,—and Milton P. Higgins of 
Worcester is on the industrial com- 
mission—and the new specialty of 
industrial education promises to work 
havoc with the broader and more 
cemplex work of the board which has 
supervised the educational develop- 
ment of the state for over 70 years 
and is the oldest siate board. 

By their decision against the merg- 
er of steam and electric roads, the 
railroad commissioners have appar- 
ently precipitated a contest which 
will be as sharp as that of either of 
the last two sessions over the merger 
of the New Haven with the Boston 
and Maine. The commissioners con- 
demn the proposition that the New 
Haven be allowed to consolidate with 
the Berkshire street railway company 
on the ground that the lines are com- 
peting and that sufficient capital can 
be had to develop the railway without 
having it absorbed by the railroad. 
The answer to that statement comes 
today in the assertion by President L. 
S. Storrs of the Berkshire that it is 
impossible for that company to raise 
the necessary capital to connect the 
Berkshire system with the western 
Massachusetts, which joins with the 
tracks in the Connecticut valley and 
so with eastern Massachusetts. All 
through Berkshire, for years, there 
has been popular favor for the New 
Haven in its management of the trol- 
ley lines, because it has been for the 
public more than the unaided elec- 
tric capital could do. There is a 
direct issue between the judgment of 
the railroad commission and that of 
the business men of the western 
part of the state.

decent and accommodating toward the 
new ideas, it is quite possible that 
something will come this year of the 
movement.

Ex-representative Frank E. Badger 
believed it best to eliminate political 
parties from municipal elections. 

Archie Thayer was in sympathy 
with the movement. It was what he 
had been advocating. He then 
launched Mayor Shea's candidacy for 
Governor two years hence. 

Ex-Councilman Walter E. Piper 
could not see why the resolution did 
not commit the meeting to petition 
the legislature for a revision of the 
charter. He said he was not opposed 
to the idea but was opposed to com- 
mitting this meeting to any action. 

Mayor Shea said it was the inten- 
tion of his resolution to petition the 
legislature to carry the resolution in- 
to effect. We do commit ourselves he 
said if we pass this resolution. 

W. F. Cummings, “I think it better 
to lay the resolution on the table un- 
til it is decided what we are to do 
with the charter.

Voted:—That the term of Mayor 
shall be three years subject to recall 
after two years. 

Voted:—That the granting of vic- 
tuallers, auctioneers and junk licens- 
es be taken from City Council and 
placed in the hands of the executive. 

Voted:—That the salary of the 
Mayor be not less than two thousand 
nor more than twenty-five hundred 
dollars per year. 

Voted:—That the School Committee 
shall furnish plans for all school 
buildings and additions thereto. 

Voted:—That the selections of 
sites for school buildings be placed 
in the hands of the Schoo] Committee. 

Voted:—That repairs for school 
buildings shall be under the direc- 
tion. of the School Committee. 

Voted:—That the School Committee 
shall-consist of five members, all 


elected at large. Term of office three 
years. 

Voted:—That the Mayor shall be 
ex-officio a member of the School 
Committee without the power of vot- 
ing. 

Voted:—That the Board of Asses- 
sors be appointed by the Mayor for 
three years, one to retire each year. 

Voted:—That Assessors may be re- 
moved only for cause and after hear- 
ing given by Mayor. 

Voted:—That the Board of Man- 
agers of Woodward Fund be com- 
posed of five members. The Mayor 
and City Treasurer, ex-officils and 
three citizens appointed by the Mayor 
for term of three years, one to re- 
tire each year. The three appointees 
to be confirmed by the City Council. 

Ex-City Treasurer H. G. Fay said it 
was his recollection of the vote in 
the Citizens’ Association for a new 
form of charter. The clerk however 
said it was not so voted. 

The committee’s report was then 
accepted and Mr. Pinkham moved the 
articles or votes of recommendations 
be taken up one by one. 

Ex-Mayor James Thompson moved 
as an amendment that one and two 
be taken up together. The motion as 
amended was voted. 

Ex-Representative James F. Burke 
asked members of committee to ex- 
plain reason for the change. 

Mr. Pinkham favored number two 
but not number one. He did not be- 
lieve the laying out of streets should 
be placed in the hands of the Mayor. 
As to the Mayor granting franchises. 
They would have to be advertised and 
then granted unless the citizens peti- 
tioned to have the question referred 
to them. 

City Solicitor McAnarney favored 
number two but was against number 
one. The proposed change gives the 
Mayor power to accept any street he 
wants to. It was a great power to 
give one man, he said and we ought 
not to put ourselves where the wrong 
man can do us wrong. 

Councilman John J. McDevitt was 
opposed to both propositions. There 
was too much opportunity for graft. 
Franchises were too important for 
any one man to grant. 

Ex-Mayor Thompson 
waste of time to further consider 
number one. He was also strongly 
against number two. He believed it 
a dangerous precedent to place in the 
hands of any one man the right to 
grant franchises. He was free to 
State that he could not place much 
faith in the referendum except at 
regular elections. 

Brooks Adams—"“This question is 
one on which any amendment to the 
charter must turn. The question is 
whether we want the government 
carried on as now or put on a busi- 
ness basis. If you want a political 
basis it is all right as it is now. This 
is a simple issue. This is the most 
important business section of the city. 
Work on streets has got to be done 
on a scientific system. If you want 
streets carried on in a business way 
you must have a system. We might 
as well decide it on these issues. We 
must make up our minds to run it on 
business principles and take it out of 
polities. 

Ex-Councilman John Q. A. Field. 
If these motions are accepted we 
shall be in a great deal of trouble. 
If a mayor should refuse to lay out 
a street you can not do anything. 
One man power would stop all pro- 
gression. He said he believed in 
having three commissioners and let- 
ting them manage the whole matter. 

Upon motion of Mr. Pinkham action 
on number one was indefinitely post- 
poned. 

Mr. Pinkham moved number two be 
laid on the table. The chair said he 
was in doubt as to the vote which 
called forth some hisses. He then 
asked those in favor of laying the mat- 
ter on the table to rise. A half dozen 
did. A hundred or more arose in op- 
position and the motion to lay on the 
table was lost. 

William Kelly moved an adjourn- 
ment but was not recognized. 

A motion to take up number four 
was lost. 

Number three was indefinitely post- 
poned. 

Councilman Joseph L. Whiton Jr., 
moved the whole matter ‘be indefinite- 
ly postponed. 

Mr. Pinkham, in reply said, he 
thought it only fair to the committee 
that had devoted so much time to 
this matter to take it up intelligently. 
He hoped the citizens would ap- 
preciate the fact that changes are 
bound to come. 

Mr. Burke hoped that the article 
relative to the term of office of the 
Mayor would be considered. He said 
there were nothing but words of 
praise for a charter that had stood 
the test for twenty years. 

There was no especial need of re- 
vision except in this particular in- 
stance. 

Mr. Whiton then withdrew his mo- 
tion and number four was taken up. 

Mr. Whiton moved it read two years 
instead of three. 

Ex-Mayor John O. Hall had found 
no fault with the charter in general.

POLICE ORDINANCE. 


The Committee on Fire Department 
and Police reporting on the petitions 
for additional police at Wollaston say 
that in order to previde the necessary 
policemen required to enable the 
Chief to place more men on duty at 
Wollaston the number ef permanent 
men will have to be increased. The 
Committee therefore reported an or- 
der amending the Police Ordinance 
which aims to place the department 
on a metropolitan basis. The amend- 
ment provides that there shall be a 
Chief of police, an Inspector with 
rank of Captain, two lieutenants, one 
sergeant, twenty-two patrolmen and 
a reserve force of seven men. 

The purport of the oir is that it 
promotes the present heutenant to 
the rank of captain and the two ser- 
geants to the rank of lieutenants and 
creates a vacancy in the office of 
sergeant. It also increases the num- 
ber of permanent men from twenty to 
twenty-two. 

Referred to Special Committee to 
revise Ordinances. 

Councilman Bryant moved refer- 
ence be withdrawn and the order laid 
on the table. Voted. 

The Committee on Ordinances re- 
ported reference to the special com- 
mittee on revising Ordinances, of the 
order of 1908 for the revision of the 
ordinances. Councilman Bryant 
moved to lay on the table. Voted. 

Under motion Councilman Bryant 
moved reconsideration of the vote 
adopting the order for a special com- 
mittee to revise the Ordinances. Vot- 
ed.

CITY HALL DEPARTMENTS. 


The question is often asked, espec- 
ially by some of the more recent 
residents of the city, What do the 
officials who occupy the offices at 
City Hall do to earn the salary which 
the city has to pay them? This ques- 
tion becomes more of a mystery to 
them when they remember that un- 
der a town form of government much 
of the work done by the different 
departments was performed by three 
men known as Selectmen. The 
management of the affairs of a city 
however are much more difficult 
than those of a town. There is a 
great deal of detail work to be done 
which requires much time. At the 
present time all of the departments 
of the city with the exception of the 
School Department have their offices 
in City Hall. 

Room 1 on the first or street floor 
is the office of the Commissioner of 
Public Works whose duties are many. 
In the first place he has the care of 
all the public buildings of the city 
and sees to it that they are kept in 
proper repair. He also has the en- 
tire charge of the streets of the city 
and the citizens look to him to have 
the streets kept in good condition. In 
winter he must see that in case of 
a heavy snow storm the sidewalks 
are made passable, and if streets are 
blocked by banks of snow it is up to 
him to see that these banks are 
broken down so that teams may pass. 
He must also see to it that no ob- 
stacles remain in the streets such as 
would make the city liable to a suit 
at law for damages. If a street is in 
poor condition he is the man above all 
others at whose door the blame is 
laid. 

Aside from the streets he is also 
the head of the water and sewer de- 
partments of the city and all wa;r 
done by these departments is under 
his supervision. Public health de- 
mands that there shall be no failure 
of the sewers to be in proper work- 
ing condition and that there shall at 
all times be an adequate water sup- 
ply. 

A lack of a sufficient water supply 
would also 1nean great danger in 
ease of fire. Under this head also 
comes the care of the fire hydrants 
of the city which safety demands 
shall be ready for use at all times. 

It will be readily seen therefor that 
he must have numerous clerks and 
foremen to look after the detail work 
which he supervises. In his own 
office in room 1, he has a clerk and 
stenogrepher who look after such 
correspondence as relates to the 
streets, public buildings, general sup- 
plies ete., as well as to keep the 
books of the department so that he 
can tell at all times what balances 
of any appropriation he may have on 
hand. 

Adjoining this office and connected 
by a door is room’3, known as_ the 
water office. Two clerks are em- 
ployed here and at times three clerks. 
They look after all matters pertain- 
ing to the water department of the 
city. All bills for water are made out 
here in duplicate under the present 
system of accounting. The shut off 
and turn on orders issued, and the 
orders for services and records of 
the same kept. 

In room 14, which is in the base- 
ment is the office of the sewer de- 
partment. Here all books and papers 
pertaining to this department are 
kept and the correspondence of this 
department done by its one clerk. 
All plans of sewers already built are 
here and the sewer assessments are 
made out by this clerk. 

In room 8, which is the City En- 
gineer’s office, which also indirectly 
comes under the direction of the 
Commissioner of Public Works all 
plans of the city are made. Not only 
are the records and plans of all 
streets surveyed and laid out here, 
but all plans are made for the street 
department, the sewer department 
and the assessors department. 

In this office there is an engineer 
in charge and he has several assiss- 
tants. The Commissioner also has a 
general foreman in the street depart- 
ment, the water department and the 
sewer department. 

Room 2 on the first floor is the 
office of the City Treasurer who em- 
ployes one clerk. In this office all 
bills against the city are paid and all 
bills due the city other than tax bills 
are paid. If the city owes you money 
here is where you must go to get it. 
If you owe the city money you must 
also go here to pay it. 

Room 4, is the office of the City 
Clerk who also has a clerk. Here all 
the records are kept and it is one of 
the busiest offices in City Hall. Ail 
records of births, marriages and 
deaths are kept here. All applica- 
tions for the barious licenses are al-_| 
so made here and the City Clerk must 
attest all orders passed by the City 
Council and approved by the Mayor. 
He must also see to the perparing of 
of the ballots for the caucuses and 
for the municipal election. In all of 
these things it is absolutely necessary 
that accuracy must be maintained. 
Notices of all hearings on pole loca- 
tions, records of all ordinances, of 
street layouts etc., are also kept 
here. In fact the duties of the City 
Clerk are almost multiple in num- 
ber. 

Room 5, is occupied by the tax col- 
lector and his two and sometimes 
three clerks. All bills for taxes are 
paid at this office and then turned 
over to the City Treasurer. It is to 
this office that the citizens look to 
have the taxes levied collected 
promptly. 

Room 6, is the office of the City 
Messenger. It is his duty to collect 
the mail from the different offices 
and deposit it in the post office as 
well as to take to City Hall the great 
amount of mail matter that arrives 
during the day. He also must per- 
form such messenger service as the 
Mayor may desire or the City Council 
by whom he is elected desires. 

Room 7 is that of the Board of 
Assessors. Here there are three 
clerks at all times end sometimes 
four. The Assessors in the month of 
May each year make a tour of the 
city and assess the value of all real

Room 9 is the Mayor's office and 
here is where citizens who have com- 
plaints to make or who desire to 
consult the Chief Executive go. The 
Mayor is the practical head of 
every department and the duties of 
the office require a great deal of time. 
The office of the City Solicitor, the 
legal advisor of the city is also in the 
office of the Mayor and upon him de- 
volves the duty of scrutinizing all 
orders sent to the Mayor for approval 
to determine their legal aspect. In 
case of suits brought against the city 
he is the counsel for the city. 

In the basement in room 10, is the 
office of the Overseer of the Poor. 
Here it is that all persons seeking 
aid from the city apply. The Over- 
seer has entire charge of the home 
provided by the city for its poor and 
sees to the distribution of supplies 
to those in want. He gives his whole 
time to the duties of the office. It 
is of the greatest importance that the 
Overseer know where the persons 
which the city aid have their settle- 
ment otherwise the city would an- 
nually be called upon to pay many 
thounsands of dollars that is now 
charged up to other cities and towns 
of the commonwealth. 

In room 11, is the office of the 
Managers of Public Burial Places. 
They have the entire charge of the 
public burial places of the city. This 
board is composed of six members of 
which only the secretary receives a 
salary. Here are also kept a com- 
plete record of all burials in the 
public cemeteries of the city. 

Room 12, is that of the Board of 
Health. This board is composed of 
three members. It has a olerk in its 
office also a sanitary inspector and 
an inspector of plumbing. All of the 
laws of the city and of the common- 
wealth relating to the health of the 
city are enforced by this board. Be- 
fore a burial in this city is possible 
a permit from this office is necessary. 
In fact everything that will tend to 
protect the health of the citizens at 
large is in the care of this board. 

Room 13, is the office of the In- 
spector of Buildings. This room is 
also used by the engineers of the 
sewer department as a draughting 
room. Under the present ordinance 
no building can be erected in the city 
without first obtaining a permit from 
this inspector. 

Room 14, is the office of the sewer 
department which as stated above is 
under the direct supervision of the 
Commissioner of Public Works. One 
clerk is employed in this office and 
the foreman of the department also 
has his office here. 

There are two offices on the council 
chamber floor. One of these is that 
of the City Auditor through ‘whose 
hands all bills against the city must 
pass before they are paid by the City 
Treasurer. 

The other office is that of the Clerk 
of the Council and Clerk of Commit- 
tees. It is in this room that meet- 
ings of all council committees are 
held with the exception of the Finance 
committee which meets in the office 
of the Auditor. 

In the rear of the basement is a 
small office used by the Inspector of 
Milk and the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures. They are not in their 
offices every day but have certain 
hours each week in which they can 
be found there. 

The Inspector of Milk issues all 
permits to sell milk and the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures seals all 
scales etc., used by the stores and 
others who have goods to sell by 
weight or measure.

GRADE CROSSINGS HEARING. | 
The arguments before the special | 


the methods of separating the grade | 
crossings at Water and Saville 
strects was resumed Saturday in | 
the Council chamber at City Hall. 

The first part of the morning was 
taken up by the introduction of evi- 
dence to show that Saville street 
was a public way. Napoleon B. 
Furnald and James T. Penniman 
two of Quincy’s old residents testi- 
fied to the many years Saville street 
had been used Mr. Peniman who will 
be 90 years of age next June testify- 
ing to its use by the public prior to 
the building of the railroad. 

City Solicitor McAnarney read 
from the old town records of the lay 
out of a part of Saville street by the 
Selectmen. 

Counsel for the Commonwealth 
asked a number of questions of Mr. 
Penniman but could not shake his 
testimony. He desired to present a 
letter form Mr. Minchin a gate ten- 
der at this crossing for many years. 

Col. Benton of the railroad object- 
ed to the introduction of the letter. 
He claimed the commission was not 
clothed with the power to determine 
the question as to whether it was a 
private or public way. 

The commission said that the 
evidence was not legal evidence bunt 
it was admitted. The commission 
then ruled that it would not admit 
any evidence that was not legal. The 
letter was then refused admittance 
on objection of Col. Benton. 

Counsel for the Commonwealth 
asked for a ruling that Saville street 
was not a public way under the 
meaning of the grade crossing law. 

The Commission said it would take 
the request under consideration. 

Counsel for Commonwealth con- 
tended that Saville street was not 
more than an open private way and 
that there was no evidence that the 
city had ever expended any money 
on the street. 

He also referred to the private way 
signs. All evidence shows permis- 
siomal use of the street and no docu- 
ments to show it was a public way 
had been introduced. 

City Solicitor McAnarney said the 
Cananagh plans had been gone over 
by Prof. Breed and the estimated 
cost was $947,000. This included 
both crossings. 

He also said the Cavanagh plan 
wiped out the freight yard. He then 
pointed out some other defects in 
this plan. 

The Field plan he considered a 
dangerous proposition. He said he 
did not want to be obliged to go un- 
der the railrad tracks and dead end 
Water street. 

He had, had the property damaged 
by the railroad plan, figured for 
Water street and it amounted to 
$67,763 and it worked a hardship on 
the property owners. 

Mr. McAnarney pointed out in de- 
tail his objections to the Field and 
railroad plans. 

He then compared the railroad and 
city plans to show wherein the city 
considered its plan the best and its 
reason for desiring a sixty foot street. 
We give a better grade, save the 
spur tracks, and abolish crossings. 
We do not damage any man who will 
not have a right for redress. 

The difference in the cost of the two 
plans was a mere matter of $20,000. 

As to Saville street the problem 
was different. Our plan is an ex- 
pensive one, involving something over 
$300,000. No one questions the desir- 
ability of depressing the tracks. 

It is the modern way of abolish- 
ing crossings where it can be done. 

West of the track is the residen- 
tial sections. Saville street is the 
only practical method of crossing the 
tracks between Granite and Dimmock 
streets a distance of 1,700 feet. 

If the city is reasonable in its re- 
quest in asking for a way for ve- 
hicles to cross that is all there is 
to it. If we are right in asking for 
a crossing is there any reason why 
we can not have this street con- 
tinued? 

The only solution for a crossing 
other than the city plan is the Whit- 
man plan, by which the street runs 
on an angle the city objects to this 
plan. 

The city plan is endorsed by all as 
the proper plan. The only objection 
is the expense. 

The railroad is responsible for the 
cost of abolishing this crossing be- 
cause of the way Dimmock and Gran- 
ite streets were left. 

The city plan gives us what we 
are entitled to. 

Saville street he considered a pub- 
lic way in the meaning of this act. 

Mr. McAnarney also claimed that 
the railroad plan did not meet the re- 
quirements of the statutes when it 
abolished a crossing and gives a sub- 
way as a substitute. 

Mr. Burdett counsel for the street 
railway said a large proportion of 
citizens was interested in street rail- 
road traffic. What is good for the 
railway from an operative point of 
view is good for the people. He 
would not consider the Cavanagh 
plan as it was evident it would be 
very expensive and no estimate had 
been given. 

The Field plan has some merits as 
it is entirely on the surface but from 
the street railway point of view its 
objections are serious. It abandons 
the present crossing of Water street 
and put a subway under the tracks. 
It puts the cars into a pocket so 
that the motorman is unable to see 
teams approaching the neck of the 
bottle. 

The grades by the railroad plans 
are heavy from a street railway point 
of view which condemns it. It aiso 
gives us some very sharp turns. 

The city plan grades are very sat- 
isfactory. The city plan preserves 
the present straight away direction 


so that the motorman’s view is 
unobstructed. 

A car can also be seen approach- 
ing. 


Mr. Burdett argued on the matter 
of assessment of the costs. The 
statutes say street railway shall not 
pay more than 15 percent. His idea 
seemed to be the 25 percent to be 
paid by the commonwealth and street 
railway in this case should be appor- 
tioned so that the assessment on the 
street railway should be more reason- 
able. 

Col. Benton for the railroad made 
the closing argyment. He spoke in 
general of abolishing crossings an 
the pleasant manner in which the 
hearings had been held. 

You are to decide what the inter- 
ests of the entire public are and the 
future needs of the city, railway and 
railroad. 

He argued it was not reasonable 
to expend over $200,000 on Saville 
street. 

At Water street the city plan effects 
$2 estates and 40 buildings. 

The difficulty in the city plan is 
that fact, and provides a street 60 
feet wide which is simply two street 
and effects many more estates. He 
also argued against the bridge pro- 
posed by the city. The railroad plans 
avoids this. 

Why not have the three engineers 
take these plans and see if they can 
not work out a scheme that will not 
have these objections. 

The hearings were then closed.

The fumeral was attended in a 
body by the Grand Army, Post 88, 
of which the deceased was long a 
member. 

The bearers were Thomas Ring, 
Mark Hanson of the Quincy police 
Charles Orne and Luther Parrot, 
Grand Army comrades of Mr. Fair- 
cloth. 

Interment was in the family lot in 
St. Mary’s cemetery, where the Grand 
Army held services and fired the cus- 
tomary volleys. 

Mr. Faircloth was aa man long 
prominent in Grand Army circles. He 
was born in County Clare, Ireland, 
and came to America when a young 
man settling in Quincy and has been 
a resident here for 50 years. He 
married Katherine daughter of 
Thomas Howley. This union was 
blessed with eleven children of which 
ten are now living. They are Thomas 
F. of Rockland, Edward M., of Quin- 
cy; William F., of Belmont; George 
F. and Henry A., of Schenectady, N. 
Y.; John C. and James M., of Quincy; 
Mrs. Mary A., wife of Michael P. 
Barry, Mrs. Hannah Coffey of Wey- 
mouth and Mrs. Catherine G. wife of 
John Deneen. 

The other son Joseph was killed 
by an accident at the power station 
Quincy Point June 30, 1898. 

When the war broke out Mr. Fair- 
cloth enlisted in Co. G. 2d Regt. H. 
A., and was honorably discharged at 
Smithville, N. C., Aug. 11, 1865. 

He was taken prisoner at the bat- 
tle of Plymouth, N. C. which com- 
menced April 20, 1864 and was held 
in such well known rebel prisons as 
Florence, Andersonville and Libbey. 

After the war he returned to Quin- 
cy and engaged in the manufacture 
of boots and shoes which business 
he carried on up to a few years ago. 

Some few weeks ago he wrote a 
diary in which he vividly told of the 
battle of Plymouth, N. C., and of 
many of the experiences and _inci- 
dents while confined in rebel prisons.

| LECTURE ON SOCIALISM. 


The members of the Quincy Coun- 
were ad- 


Mr. Goldstein was formerly one of 


the leaders of the Socialist movement 
in this part of the country and has a 
thorough knowledge of the subject. 


After remaining in the party for 


years and making a careful and sys- 


tematic study of the question, Mr. 
Goldstein in 1903 left the movement, 
and now is an earnest worker against 
Socialism, which he says “stands for 
the abolition of the State and consid- 
ers the family as only a passing 
phase.” 

Deputy Grand Knight Lawrence W. 
Lyons presided, in the absence of 
Grand Knight Edward J. Murphy, and 
after a few words of welcome intro- 
duced Mr. Goldstein. Rev. John J. 
Coan and Mayor William T. Shea sat 
on the stage and were interested 
auditors. 

The two main points taken up by 
Mr. Goldstein were the relation of 
Socialism to religion and the rela- 
tion to the family. He explained 
these two points very fully, showing 
by examples and illustrations what 
the Socialists believed, in regard to 
religion and the family. 

The doctrine of “Economical Deter- 
minism” was also explained by the 
speaker, who stated that this was the 
fundamental doctrine of the Socialist 
movement. This doctrine lodks very 
good one who does not know much 
abut Socialism, but when explained 
by one who has studied the subject, 
it does not look so good. 

Mr. Goldstein wished it to be un- 
derstood that he was not speaking of 
Socialism in a superficial way, as it 
is understood by the majority of peo- 
ple, but as it is understood by those 
who know, by those who are authori- 
ties in the Socialist movement. 

The talk was very interesting and 
instructive, those present hearing 
many things about Socialism that 
they never knew before. Mr. Gold- 
stein is a philosopher, has studied 
the philosphical and religious argu- 
ments for and against the movement 
and stands ready to meet anyone up- 
on the subject of Socialism. 

A burst of applause filled the hall 
as Mr. Goldstein finished and on a 
motion of John J. O'Hara, he was 
given a rising vote of thanks. The 
meeting then adjourned.

OLDEST SUFFRAGE NEWSPAPER. | Household Beceipts. 


The Woman’s Journal of Boston, 
the oldest of the woman suffrage pa- 
pers, has just entered upon its forti- 
eth year. Lucy Stone raised most of 
the money with which it was start- 
ed; Mary A. Livermore was its first 
editor, and Julia Ward Howe is still 
the chairman of its board of direc- 
tors. Among its contributors have 
been Louisa M. Alcott, Maria Mitch- 
ell, Ralph Waldo Emerson, George 
William Curtis, and a long list of the 
distinguished men and women of the 
last half century. The present edi- 
tors are Henry B. Blackwell and 
Alice Stone Blackwell. In the cur- 
rent issue they say: “When this pa- 
per was started, women had no form 
of suffrage anywhere in the United 
States, except the school vote in 
Kentucky and Kansas, and full suf- 
rage (newly granted) in Wyoming 
Territory. Today they have full suf- 
frage in Wyoming, Colorado, Utah and 
Idaho; municipal woman suffrage in 
Kansas; tax suffrage in Montana, 
Louisiana, Iowa, Michigan and 
throughout all the towns and villages 
of New York State; and school suf- 
frage in Michigan, Minnesota, New 
Hampshire, Oregon, Massachusetts, 
New York, Vermont, Nebraska, North 
and South Dakota, Montana, Arizona, 
Mississippi, New Jersey, Indiana, Illi- 
nois, Connecticut, Washington, Ohio, 
Delaware and Wisconsin. When the 
first number of the Woman's Journal 
appeared, women outside of the 
United States had no form of the 
ballot except the school vote in a 
small part of Canada municipal suf- 
frage in Sweden, and municipal suf- 
frage in England, granted only the 
year before. Today the vote for all 
elective officers in Norway, Finland, 
New Zealand, Australia and the Isle 
of Man; they have the municipal vote 
in England, Scotland, Ireland, Sweden 
Denmark, Iceland, and throughout 
most of the immense territories of 
British America, besides minor forms 
of suffrage elsewhere.” The Wom- 
an’s Journal seems to have ground for 
saying that it enters upon its fortieth 
year “full of heart and hope.”

Berlin Steaks. Chop finely ona 
board one pound of raw beef-steak, 
add to this two tablespoonfuls of 
chopped suet, a flavoring of chopped 
onion ,the same of parsley; season 
with black pepper and salt and bind 
with a beaten egg. Mix all and then 
make into small flat cakes. Dissolve 
some dripping in a frying pan, and 
directly a faint blue smoke rises 
from it, put the cakes in one at a 
time and fry till a good brown on 
either side. Arrange mashed pota- 
to in the centre of the dish, arrange 
the steaks around it, and over them 
pour a good thick gravy. Braised 
onions should be served with this. 


Vegetable Ragout. Early in the day 
dice a heaping cupful each of carrot 
and white turnip and boil separate 
in salted water until tender, then 
drain. Open and drain a can of peas, 
dice a cupful and a half of potatoes. 
Boil the latter until barely tender. 
Brown three heaping tablesponnfuls 
of flour in three tablespoonfuls of 
butter or dripping; add gradually a 
pint and a half of water or soup 
stock, and stir until thick and smooth. 
Season with salt, pepper, a little 
onion juice, half of a lump ff sugar; 
add all the vegetables, simmer to- 
gether fr ten minutes, and serve 
sprinkled with chopped parsley. 


Rice Custard. One quart milk, one 
half teacup rice, four eggs, four tea- 
spoonfuls sugar, pinch salt, two tea- 
spoonfuls Baker’s extract of vanilla. 
Pour the rice into the milk, add the 
salt, and steam for one hour. Beat 
the yolks, of the eggs, add sugar, stir 
into the rice just before it is taken 
off. Mix well after adding the flavor- 
ing extract. Beat the egg whites to 
a stiff froth, and gradually add pul- 
verized sugar enough to make frost- 
ing. Put the rice in a pudding dish 
and heap the frosting on top. Set 
n the oven to brown lightly. 


Cream Hash. Chop mutton, veal or 
beef, fine, dry for a few moments in 
salt pork drippings. Take from the 
fire, and in the same pan make a rich 
gravy of cream, if possible, if not 
thicken milk with cornstarch and a 
piece of butter. Pour half of the 
gravy into a pan over the fire, thin 
it with hot water, dip in it slices of 
well-browned toast, lay the toast upon 
a flat dish. Set it in a warm place. 
Into the thick cream gravy put the 
minced meat. Cook it five minutes, 
then spread on the toast.

CONCRETE RAILWAY TIES. 


The Italian Government has 
erdered 300,000 concrete railroad ‘ies, 
which are now in course of construc- 
tion, says Cement Age, New York. A 
few thousand of such ties, ordered 
for experimental purposes, were con- 
structed by the Gabellini Company 
some years ago, and have been used 
on the railroad from Castellamare- 
Adriatico to Ancona. As a result of the 
trials to which the ties were subject- 
ed a new design to be employed in 
executing the present large order, 
will replace the old. The principal 
change will, it is understood, be 
found in the introduction into the 
concrete mass of a larger number of 
the reinforcing metallic bars, of re- 
duced diameter in the new design of 
ties. The cost of a concrete tie is 
estimated at about $1.20, and it is 
believed that its endurance will be 
from three to four times as great 
as that of a wood tie. A tie will 
weigh about 286 pounds inclusive of 
the weight of the metallic reinforce- 
ment ,about 28 pounds. A compari- 
son of the respective cost and value 
of concrete and wooden ties would 
no doubt give different results in the 
United States from those afforded in 
the Italian estimates, owing to vary- 
ing conditions in the two countries 
affecting local cost of materials and 
manufacture, endurance, etc. The 
belief is entertained that the con- 
crete tie will eventually entirely re- 
place wood tie.

MADE FORTUNE LATE IN LIFE 


The Vanderbilt fortune, once the 
greatest financial power in the United 
States, probably amounts at the pres- 
ent moment to not far from $300,000,- 
000. Of this, William Kissam Van- 
derbilt, who controls the majority of 
the family properties, holds in the 
neighborhood of $100,000,000, while 12 
or 15 descendants of the commodore 
share among themselves the remain- 
ing $200,000,000. 

Perhaps the most remarkable fact 
in the whole remarkable career of 
Commodore Cornelius Vanderbilt is 
that he did his really important work 
and heaped up his enormous fortune 
after he was 70 years old. He was 
born in 1794, and almost all his ener- 
gies, until the outbreak of the civil 
war, had been absorbed in the man- 
agement of his numerous steamboat 
and steamship lines. 

Cornelius Vanderbilt, when running 
his steamboats up and down the Hud- 
son river, had felt keenly the competi- 
tion of the railroad along its eastern 
shore. Later developments led him 
clearly to preceive, what most of his, 
contemporaries saw only faintly, 
that transportation in this country 
would follow the line, not of the 
canal and the river, but of the steel 
rail. As soon as he had caught this 
glimpse of the future, Vanderbuilt 
characteristically acted upon it. 
Fifty years before, foreseeing the 
possibilities of steam travel by water, 
he had sold his whole sailing fleet 
and purchased steamboats; acting 
just as promptly now, he sold all his 
water craft and began purchasing 
railroad.—McClure’s Magazine.

HUMAN CARELESSNESS, 


When anybody is struck by a trol- 
ley car or an automobile it almost 
always happens that the victim is 
apparently somewhat to blame. A 
man will get off a trolley car without 
looking to see if anything is com- 
ing, and he will get a fatal knock 
for it. ‘A woman will gently step 
backward off a car which hasn't 
quite stopped and she’s down and 
out. You can say it is their fault; 
but if the approaching vehicle had 
been under such control that the 
careless person might have been 
avoided, or if the trolley, instead of 
moving, had stopped short, then 
neither kind of accident referred to 
would have happened. 

The point of it is that this semi- 
carelessness is chronic and a_ part 
of the average human make-up. It 
must be allowed for, and people driv- 
ing fast vehicles must have it all 
the time on their minds. To neglect 
this is to jeopardize the public safe- 
ty. If the death penalty is ito be 
silently prescribed for everybody 
who for a moment relaxes his care 
and watchfulness then there will be 
so few people left that trolley cars 
can ‘thunder by and automobiles can 
break records and nobody will be 
hurt. 

Before we get things all adjusted, 
it will develop that no trolley car 
will be let pass a stationary car ex- 
cept at ‘the slowest pace. Steam cars 
are forbidden to pass at all. Similar- 
ly, when a trolley car approaches a 
car that has stopped it should prac- 
tically stop itself. The situation is 
a notice that people are getting off 
and are liable to step out on the 
wrong track. 

In ‘the same way an automobile 
driver, when he sees a trolley car 
stop, must conclude for himself 
that somebody is going to step off 
and must be ready to turn aside or 
to stop short if necessary. Rushing 
past is unpardonable. These things 
should be absolutely prescribed and 
held to; and there should be a few 
reckless automobilists looking out 
through jail bars to emphasize the 
| public sentiment as to carelessness.

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LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL, 


Washington, Jan. 23, 1909. 


The prohibition wave which is 
sweeping the country skipped the Na- 
tional Capital this week when the 
committee of the lower House of Con- 
gress disposed of prohibition in the 
District of Columbia by tabiing the 
bill introduced for that purpose. The 
liquor question has been very  thor- 
oughly gone over in Congress and 
while there are many members of 
that body who believe that temper- 
ance is a good thing for their home 
towns and states there were many dis- 
senting voices to the proposition to 
let our legislators go thirsty for the 
several months that Congress is in 
session here every year. When it 
was apparent that the District Com- 
mittee was opposed to letting the Cap- 
ital go dry, the friends of prohibition 
expected to effect a coup by propos- 
ing that the matter be left to the res- 
idents of Washington and that evasion 
was also voted down. Two members 
Representative Campbell of Kansas 
and Representative Sims, of Tennes- 
see, alone supported the bill to intro- 
duce absolute prohibition in Washing- 
ton. 

The incident of the Governor of one 
of the greatest states in the Union 
continuing to draw his salary as a 
member of Congress and accepting 
checks for his full amount of sta- 
tionery and clerk hire and making his 
requisition for mileage to and from 
a session which he has not attended 
is perhaps without a parallel in the 
history of that body. The gentleman 
with the fron clad nerve to attempt 
these things is Governor Lilley of 
Connecticut, who got himself into all 
temperatures of hot water last year 
by his so-called investigations involy- 
ing the Electric Boat Company but 
who won a vindication in his own 
state this fall ‘by capturing the Gov- 
ernorship. Mr. Lilley succeeded in 
making so many enemies for himself 
in Congress that when the question 
came up a few days ago whether he 
was entitled to his Congressional pay 
and perquisites while he was filling 
the office of Governor there was not 
a dissenting voice raised to the pro- 
position to oust him which was 
promptly and neatly done. The law 
makes it mandatory for the Governor 
to call a special session to fill the va- 
cancy in the Congressional delega- 
tion but as there is no penalty at- 
tached Mr. Lilley will probably take 
his time before filling the seat which 
was so unceremoniously jerked from 
under him. 

The second White House reception 
of the season took place Thursday 
night when the Supreme Court Jus- 
tices were the honored guests. These 
receptions are all so much alike that 
were a person introduced into the 
East Room during one of them he 
would have no way of judging in 
whose honor it was given except by 
observing the guests who were given 
precedence.

The additions which have 
been made to the White house since 
President Roosevelt has presided 
there have greatly improved the facil- 
ity with which invited guests can en- 
ter its doors but it is an expression 
not soon to be forgotten when one for 
the first time, with a possible fancy 
that the President and Mrs. Roose- 
velt will be waiting just inside the 
door to receive him, finds himself in 
the great pushing crowd that is mov- 
ing inch by inch through the corridor 
and up the stairs to the main floor of 
the executive mansion. The stairs 
are the particularly trying stage of 
the journey for it is often from thirty 
minutes to an hour that one must 
take to make that flight of about twen- 
ty steps. From side to side and end 
to end it is packed with people so 
close that one can move neither for- 
ward nor backward until the receiv- 
ing party gives the signal for the 
Blue room doors to be opened and the 
line begins to move througa the 
rooms known as the Red room and 
the banquet hall to the receiving par- 
ty. At the door of the blue room the 
approaching guest is asked his name, 
and this is mentioned to the Presi- 
dent by his aid, Colonel Bromwell. 
The President generally repeats the 
name, grasps the visitor by the hand 
and with a deft movement passes him 
on down the Hine, or rather through 
the passage way made by the receiv- 
ing party on one side and the espec- 
ially honored guests who are grouped 
on the other side of a velvet rope. 
This progress is made usually in ur- 
dignified haste by the person new to 
the performance. He has a vague 
recollection when it is over of the 
flash of the President's teeth, the set 
smile of Mrs. Roosevelt and a number 
of ladies in very decollete gowns. The 
next day he will read in the paper 
that all of the cabinet ladies were 
present in the receiving line but in 
his embarassment and haste he has 
not seen them.

The petition filed in the Legislature 
last week by Commodore Dawes of 
the Wollastn Yacht club, that the 
board of harbor and land commission- 
ers be authorized to expend $7,500 to 
deepen and enlarge the channel at 
Wollaston beach, will be watched 
with keen interest by all yachtsmen 
in this vicinity, as its passage means 
much to the lovers of this sport. At 
the present time the channel is not 
deep enough to allow yachts to reach 
the club floats only at half tide or 
more. The petition filed by Commo- 
dore Dawes, provides for a channel 
not less then sixty feet wide in the 
bottom and six feet deep at mean low 
water. If this petition is passed, it 
will necessitate the expenditure of 
$15,000, as an act passed by the leg- 
islature in 1907 called for the same 
thing, but the board of harbor and 
land commissioners found that the 
appropriation of $7,500, was not 
enough to complete the work. With 
the additional $7,500 called for in 
Commodore Dawes’ petition the work 
can be completed and yachts will be 
able to reach the floats at any time.

Now that the Council has under 
consideration a motion placing the 
police department on a Metropolitan 
the suggestion comes from 
many sources that the day patrolmen 
in the outlaying district should be 
mounted, especially those who cover 
Wollaston, Atlantic and Quincy Point 
where long beats have to be covered. 
Undoubtedly one mounted patrolman 
can easily cover as much territory 
as two, and possibly three men on 
foot. Boston makes liberal use of 
mounted men in all of its suburbs. 
They have been found to be like caval- 
vary, so mobile that in recent years 
Boston has rapidly increased their 
numbers, so that today when mus- 
tered in one troop they make a for- 
midable appearing squadron of caval- 
vary. For suburban work, especial- 
ly in residential districts and over 
sparsely settled territories, the ra- 
pidity in which they can be shifted 
from one point to another, makes 
them unexcelled for this class of 
work. It is hoped that the Coun- 
cil will take the matter under con- 
sideration, of making whatever in- 
crease to the police force is necessary 
mounted instead of the comparative- 
ly slow moving man on foot. It is 
more in keeping with modern meth- 
ods of police administration.

strangely loth to accept and take ad- 
vantage of new and better things, 
and put a block at every opportunity 
beneath the wheels of progress. For 
the information of our correspondent 
who does not seem to be cognizant of 
the fact, we might say that the city 
of Quincy once had the opportunity 
to secure this same trolley express 
service, but refused to have it, its 
governing powers not being willing 
to grant the franchise for the ser- 
vice for which the company asked. 
The city of Quincy is no longer a 
country village, but a thriving, busy 
city, with prospects of a _ splendid 
future. That it may attain this fu- 
ture is the desire of every local citi- 
zen. It deserves and should have 
every possible advantage to assist in 
this attainment. The trolley express 
has been in operation over two years. 
It has had time in the communities 
where it has been operated to prove 
whether it is a good thing or not.

At present 
there is only one place to land after 
the tide is low and that is on private 
property, namely the private landing 
of the Quincy Yacht Club. If a per- 
son does not belong to the club he 
must wait for tides to come and go. 

This puts the summer people who 
are a source of great revenue to our 
city at a big disadvantage. Hence it 
would seem that public landings 
would prove a valuable asset to the

The order now before the Council 
asking the City to build one or two 
factory ‘buildings costing $50,000, 
more or less, to be leased under cer- 
tain restrictions to any concern 
which wishes to utilize them for 
manufacturing purposes will hardly 
stand legal scrutiny. It is extreme- 
ly doubtful if the city can embark in 
a real estate scheme without getting 
into serious trouble. 

The Revised Laws explicitly 
specify for what purposes money can 
be legally appropriated. That it 
can be used to erect factory build- 
ings or for similar purposes is un- 
questionally open to doubt, so much 
so in fact that intimation has been 
heard from several prominent citi- 
zens that should the Council make 
an appropriation for such purpose 
that an injunction would be applied 
for through the Superior Court un- 
der the provision of Chap. 26, Sect. 
100 of the Revised Laws which pro- 
vides that “if a city or town or any 
of its officers or agents are about to 
raise or expend money or incur ob- 
ligation purporting to bind said city 
or town, for any purpose or object 
or in any manner other than those, 
for and in which such city or town 
has the legal and _ constitutional 
right and power to praise or expend 
money or incur obligations, the 
Supreme Judicial court or the Su- 
perior court may, upon the petition 
of not less than ten taxable inhabi- 
tants of the city or town, determine 
the same in equity, and may, before 
the final determination of the cause, 
restrain the unlawful exercise or 
abuse of such croporate power.” 

It is understood however, that 
Mayor Shea has the legality of the 
order in mind and if it should reach 
him may turn it down as being 
unconstitutional.

FATALLY BURNED. 


Frances Louise, the 45-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. O. F. Coffin, 
was fatally burned Monday at her 
home, 120 Quincy avenue.

Shortly after Mrs. Wren, who lives 
in the other side of the house, de- 
tected a strong odor of smoke and 
thinking smething was wrong, ran 
around to the Coffin house to see 
what the trouble was. 

As she entered the house, she was 
horrified to see the little girl on the 
kitchen floor inveloped in flames. 

Uttering a piercing scream she 
grabbed a blanket and wrapping it 
about the child rushed out doors with 
it. 

Once out doors she placed the child 
on the ground and endeavored to ex- 
tinguish the flames. John Lyons, a 
neighbor, heard the screams and ran 
to her assistance. 

They succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames, but not before the child 
had been terribly burned about the 
face and body. 

Mrs. Wren was also severely 
burned about the hands. Meanwhile 
other neighbors had arrived and suc- 
ceeded in putting out the fire in the 
house. 

Dr. Sheahan was called and im- 
mediately ordered the child removed 
to the City hospital. 

No one seems to know just how 
the accident happened as the child 
was alone at the time. It is thought, 
however, that she must have been 
playing with matches, or it may have 
been that she got too near the stove 
in her play and her clothing ignited.

Realizing the aid that the ladies

Now the WOLLASTON CONG. CLUB. 


The Wollaston Congregational club 
held its monthly meeting in the ves- 
try of the church on Tuesday even- 
ing. 

William J. Cunningham of Newton 
addressed the club on “system meth- 
ods applied to railroading.” 

Mr. Cunningham is statistician of 
the operating department of the Bos- 
ton and Albany railroad and also 
lecturer on railroad operations be- 
fore the graduate school of business 
administration at Harvard University. 

The use of what Mr. Cunningham 
called “graphic charts” together with 
his pleasing address and clear 
method of reasoning combined to 
turn the usually dry subject of statis- 
tics into one of the most interesting 
meetings the club has held this sea- 
son. 

In the absence of the President C. 
J. Hogue who is recovering from an 
operation for appendicitis, Mr. N. R. 
Hoover, the secretary of the club 
presided. 

It is not a far cry, said Mr. Cun- 
ningham, to the time when the gen- 
eral manager was the whole thing 
and ran his road from observation, 
having little or no use for statistics 
besides the fact that he had made or 
lost so much. 

As small roads were consolidated, 
however, and one system combined 
with another and these in turn divid- 
ed into districts the amount of prop- 
erty controlled became so vast that 
management simply by observation 
would not suffice and this is where 
the work of a statistician comes in. 

As the historian can sometimes look 
forward with a clearer view than the 
makers of history so the statistician 
by reason of the data collected may 
by comparing the present with the 
past, tell what the future may bring 
forth with more accuracy than the 
manager. 

Statistics are sometimes the dif- 
ference between success and failure. 
Although a railroad’s accounts are 
more scientific than those of a busi- 
ness house there are certain phases 
which ‘have not been given attention. 
These are now being studied out and 
efforts being made to compare the 
costs of operation. 

The business depression of 1908 re- 
sulted in further research into 
operating costs. This proved a bless- 
ing im disguise as it has shown the 
railroads how to improve their net 
receipts. 

In the last 10 years wages have 
increased from 30 to 60 per cent and 
the cost of materials from 30 to 100 
per cent. 

The one recourse of the railroad, 
under these conditions is to reduce 
operating expenses and all officers of 
the road have continually in mind 
the saving of the dollar. 

Railroads are now operated and 
controlled by statistics as otherwise 
the heads of departments would be 
working in the dark. 

There are two kinds of statistics 
Mr. Cunningham said, financial statis- 
tics which are compiled for the use 
of the investor to show whether or 
not it is probable the road will pay 
good dividends and special statistics 
‘of operation which are used to guide 
the managers in their future methods 
of operation. 

One thing that is watched very 
closely by the railroad is the average 
revenue per ton per mile of freight 
as this more than anything else de- 
termines the loss or gain of the road. 

This amount varies from a cent 
and one-half on some roads or sec- 
tions to six-tenths of a cent on 
others. 

Other things that are particularly 
watched are the average receipts per 
passenger per mile and the density 
of traffic. 

All railroad statistics, he said. are 
railroads are compelled to charge 
comparitive rather than an absolute 
basis for forming opinions and should 
be used rather as aids to judgment. 

Speaking of the charts, Mr. Cun- 
ningham said that they gave a 
manager a clearer view of existing 
conditions than the tabular methods 
of reports. 

While a tabular report would be 
given to a subordinate to digest by 
the manager and in turn be handed

Mr. Cunningham stated that the 
New England lines were handicapped 
in their earnings by the large amount 
of passenger business they do. 

While the business of other roads 
consists of only 25 per cent passen- 
ger business, in New England 50 per 
cent of the business is passenger 
traffic. 

The passenger traffic, Mr. Cunning- 
ham declared is the unprofitable part 
of the New England roads and if not 
run at an actual loss is run with such 
a small degree of profit as to make 
it unattractive to the operators of the 
road. The chief revenue of a rail- 
road consists in freight charges. 

At the close of the address ques- 
tions and answers, followed with 
great rapidity, this part of the meet- 
ing being nearly as interesting and 
instructive as the address. 

Among other questions he was 
asked if it would be profitable to 
electrify the suburban lines of the 
railroad. 

In reply Mr. Cunningham stated 
that if they could be assured of three 
times the amount of passengers now 
carried it would be profitable. Other- 
wise the high cost of electrical in- 
stallation would make the profits a 
great deal less than at the present 
time. 

The usual roast beef supper was 
served. The meeting adjourned at 
ten o'clock.

THE HANCOCK STEPS. 


The stone steps at the refectory in 
Pinebank, Jamaica pond, were origin- 
ally on Beacon street, Boston, in front 
of the mansion of John Hancock. 
This historic house remained intact 
until 1863, when Feb. 18, the land was 
sold. For a while the house was open 
to the public, but later in the year 
was torn down, and the parts of it 
and articles it contained were scatter- 
ed throughout the state, some going 
to historical societies and others to 
individuals. 

Edward N. Perkins, at that 
owner of the old Perkins’ 
known from early times as “Pine- 
bank,” purchased the steps and placed 
them in front of the house. They re- 
mained in his possession until 1893, 
when the estate was purchased by the 
park department of the city of Bos- 
ton. 

The steps are made of Quincy 
granite, taken from the surface of the 
ledge, when the quarrying was start- 
ed. The side pieces are of brown

sandstone. On the two lower steps 
is chiseled. “FROM THE TERRACE 
OF THE JOHN HANCOCK MAN- 


SION.” These steps have been trod- 
den by Washington, Lafayette, D’Es- 
taing Brissot, Lord Percy and many 
other persons of prominence.—Boston 
Globe.

Fillings for Baked Apples. As 
variety is the spice of life, even in 
baked apples, here are a few good 
fillings that may be used from time 
to time.

A half banana sprinkled with 
sugar and lemon juice makes a good 
filling for an apple. Figs and dates 
steamed, chopped and rolled in sugar, 
chopped nuts with strips of lemon or 
orange peel, or honey and butter are 
all appropriate and usually approved.

Editors of the Patriot: 

Down by the shore in the Wollas- 
ton district is a tract of about fifty 
acres which lies neglected and deso- 
late and seems to be the wonderment 
of all passrs by who stroll along the 
Metropolitan Road. 

The history of the place is inter- 
esting and probably will be remem- 
bered by many residents who review 
these events. The Portland storm of 
several years ago did considerable 
damage to the shores of Massachu- 
setts and in this portion of Wollaston 
where the tide usually ebbs in quietly 
and there is seldom any surf, the force 
of the water was so strong that it 
burst the breakwater, which extend- 
ed along the entire front, so that 
none remained standing. The water 
poured in flooding the district so that 
in some parts it was ten feet deep, 
cellar windows were broken, cottages 
floated about, and in ome case a 
whole family was rescued from their 
upper story window in a boat by the 
late Capt. Snow, who was the only 
one who could manage a boat in such 
turbulent water. After the storm 
subsided the place presented a deso- 
late looking appearance, one cottage 
had lost its entire front, and the 
furniture had floated out to sea, but 
the most disastrous thing was the 
bursting of the breakwater, the heavy 
timbers plowing through the sand, 
digging a trench several feet deep 
and about 500 feet long. Although 
many years have passed since the 
storm the ditch still exists, the city 
objecting to the owner filling it in as 
they have been utilizing it for the 
carying off of sewerage and as an out- 
let for Sunn creek, the original out- 
let having been blocked up with sand 
by this same storm. 

This irregular, zigzag water-way 
cuts across one of the most promi- 
nent streets in the district and many 
a one has stepped into it, thinking 
the water shallow and found them- 
selves submerged in four feet of 
water. One little girl on her way to 
the beach to go in bathing, holding 
her bathing clothes in her hands and 
skipping along in high glee, suddenly 
dropped into the ditch. Her screams 
of terror attracted the attention of a 
woman in a nearby cottage who res- 
cued her after she had gone down for 
the second time. Mayor Shea's atten-

THE TIME TO BUILD. 


Ever since the beginning of the 
panic of 1907 the cost of building has 
steadily fallen. The present season 
finds lumber cheaper than in many 
years past, or than it will be in a long 
time again. The big consumers of 
lumber have gone out of the market, 
leaving the lumbermen with huge 
stocks on their hands. The result has 
been a nig drop in price. Iron, steel, 
bricks and other building commodities 
have also fallen in price. The cost of 
building, therefore, is 15 to 25 per 
cent less than it was last year. 

Building a home is not such a diffi- 
cult matter, after all. It is so easy,in 
fact, that no one who really wants a 
home need go without one. Because 
they have not a lump sum of four or 
five thousand dollars many persons 
regard the project of home building 
on a small income as sheer madness. 
Others are afraid to take the risk. To 
them the word mortgage is a bugbear. 
No one who is healthy and steady 
need be afraid to make the venture. 
One has to pay rent, and whoever can 
pay rent can builda home. Then why 
not put the rent into one’s own pocket 
instead of the landlord’s pocket? By 
the time the children are grown up 
the home will be one’s own. Then 
there will be no fear of becoming a 
dependent. No landlord can turn one 
out, or take away the home where 
one’s children grew up, and house so 
full of beautiful and hallowed memo- 
ries. 

Not every one, to be sure, can build 
a five thousand dollar home, yet 
everyone who really wants a home 
can build one of some kind. A motor- 
man by rigid economy saved one 
hundred dollars, and with it bought 
a suburban lot. He got his friends 
to help him odd times in excavating 
a cellar. Meantime, he saved more 
money and bought lumber. When his 
money ran out, as it soon did, he was 
able to complete his house by the help 
cf a building and loan association. His 
house is worth one thousand dollars. 
He is paying for it in monthly instal- 
ments of eight dollars. Already he 
has lived in it a year. In a little 
more than ten years he will own his 
house outright—January Circle Mag- 
azine.

HOW TO DISPLAY THE FLAG. 


When and how the national flag 
should be displayed at full staft is 
plainly set forth in a circular issued 
by the Sons of the Revolution. These 
are the dates and the directions: 

Lincoln's birthday, Feb. 12. 

Wasbhington’s birthday, Feb. 22. 

Battle of Lexington, April 19. 

Memorial day, May 30. On Memorial 
day the flag should fly at half-staff from 
sunrise to noon,and full staff from noon 
to sunset. 

Flag day, June 14, 

Battle of Bunker Hill, ‘June 17. 

Independence day, July 4. 

Battle of Saratoga, Oct. 17. 

Surrender of Yorktown, Oct. 11. 

Evacuation day, Nov. 25. 

The flag should not be hoisted before 
sunrise nor allowed to remain up after 
sunset, 

At retreat, sunset, civilian spectators 
should stand at attention dnd uncover 
during the playing of ‘‘The Star 
Spangled Banner.’’ Military pectators 
are required by regulation to sand at 
attention and give the military salute. 
During the playing of the hymn at 
retreat the flag should be lowered but 
not then allowed to touch the ground. 

When the national colors are passing 
on parade, or in review, the spectators 
shan ld, if walking, halt, and if sitting, 
wi and stand at attention and 
unca ‘er. 

When the national and state or other 
flags fly together, the national flag 
should be placed on the right. 

When the flag is flown at half-staff as 
a sigo of mourning, it should be hoisted 
to full-staff at the conclusion of the 
funeral, 

In placing the flag at half-staff, it 
should first be hoisted to the tup of the 
staff and then lowered to position, and 
preliminary to lowering to half-staff it 
should first be raised to the top. 

The national salute is one gun for 
every state. The international salute 
is, under the Law of Nations, twenty- 
one guns,

LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL. 


Washington, Jan. 30, 1909. 

The prominence accorded by the 
Press to the resignation of Secretary 
Root and the discussion of the sub- 
ject by public men and journalists is 
merely expressive of the great influ- 
ence he has had on public affairs 
during his ten. years’ residence in 
Washington. That he will continue to 
influence public affairs from a differ- 
ent but no less important standpoint 
is matter of congratulation to coun- 
try at large. It has been long indeed 
since the greatest state of the Union 
has had an equally great representa- 
tive on the floor of the Senate. But 
Elihu Root can never be merely a 
representative of even so great a state 
as New York. He has had too much 
to do with national and international 
affairs to become merely a provincial 
representative. In his recent address 
in Albany, he said that he would ad- 
vocate a parcels post if New York 
State was in favor of it. That New 
York State will be in favor of it, 
there cannot be the slightest doubt, 
and Mr. Root doubtless knew this 
when he made the remark. The man 
whom he succeeds in the Senate has 
long been Known as the representa- 
tive of the express conypanies—the 
companies that have skimmed the 
cream of the postal profits and left the 
nation a yearly deficit. The Post Of- 
fice Department, with its thousands 
of rural carriers bringing letters and 
newspapers to so many homes, might 
with immense helpfulness to farmers 
and suburbanites and immense profit 
to the nation, deliver parcels as is 
done in- England, Germany, France 
and in every other civilized country 
in the world. 

Washington is busy with prepara- 
tion for the inauguration ceremonies 
which will take place in scarcely more 
than a month from now. Everything 
has been pre-arranged except the 
weather. The fourth of March is 
down in the weather reports for a 
disagreeable day and a number of in- 
effective attempts have been made to 
change the inauguration day to an- 
other date. It is understood that 
there will be a condensation of the 
procession or parade which has on 
previous occasions been far too long 
drawn out. The Avenue is wide and 
seventy-five or a hundred men can 
easily march abreast on it. Such has 
been the vanity of civic and military 
organizations for conspicuousness, 
that some have actually insisted on 
marching single file, causing the spec- 
tators on the Avenue to wait frequent- 
ly three or four hours until the whole 
procession passed. 

The President, it is said, will make 
a breach in the old custom of riding 
with his successor to and from the 
Capitol. He will, it is understood, ac- 
company ithe President-elect to the 
Capitol and see him inaugurated, but 
instead of returning with him to the 
White House, will make a beeline for 
the Union Station and thence to Oys- 
ter Bay, sailing a few days thereafter 
from New York to a Mediterranean 
port on his way to Africa. The Presi- 
dent announced this program yester- 
day when he accepted the offer of the 
New York Republican Committee to 
act as his escort on the route from 
the Capitol to the station. 

The leaders of the Senate and of the 
House have held a conference with 
reference to the legislative program 
for the remaining thirty days ofthis 
session and it is plain that their pur- 
pose is not to permit the enactment 
of any general legislation beyond the 
appropriation bills. It has been the 
intention of the House to pass state- 
hood bills for Arizona and New Mexi- 
co, but the Senate does not favor 
this action. The time for convening 
the special session for consideration 
of the tariff has been pretty definite- 
ly fixed for the tenth of March, or six 
days after the inauguration. This 
arrangement was made after consul- 
tation with Senator Knox, who, as 
his chosen Secretary of State, is sup- 
posed to represent President-elect 
Taft, now absent in Panama. Mr. 
Taft will probably approve this date 
and it is favored by Speaker Cannon 
and Republican leaders as a desirably 
early date for work on the new tariff 
bill. 

Much interest is expressed with 
reference to the very lofty tower for 
wireless telegraphy which it is pro- 
posed to erect in Washington for the 
purpose of communicating with ships 
at sea to a distance of three thousand 
miles. Bids have been submitted 
from seven firms and it is probable 
that a Pittsburg house offering to 
furnish the apparatus and tower for 
$182,600 will get the contract. The 
tower will probably have a construc- 
tion somewhat similar to that of the 
famous Eiffel tower in Paris, though 
it is not expected to be as high as 
this structure. Adams.

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LIBRARY NOTES.

Shakespeare society of Atlantic 
showed their appreciation of the Li- 
brary Art club exhibit this month at 
the Thomas Crane Public library by 
coming in a body yesterday after- 
noon to see the pictures. There are 
24 large prints from Boydells lllus- 
trations of Shakespeare, and will re- 
main at the library until the 13th 
inst. 

John Boydell ,an English engraver 
and publisher formed an extensive 
plan for the illustration of Shakes- 
peare with engravings from pictures 
painted by the most famous English 
artists. Thirty-four painters and 
thirty-three engravers were engaged 
in the work begun in 1785 and fin- 
ished in 1804 and each was given his 
own time and price. The enormous 
cost involved Boydell in bankruptcy 
but the wealthy English nobility came 
to his aid and the work was com- 
pleted and published at a price of 
$1,000 per copy for the first 300 im- 
pressions. 

In 1848 an American purchased the 
worn copper plates for $50,000, had 
them re-cut, and these prints are ex- 
amples of the edition issued {from 
them. The original paintings were 
scattered, and only one, Benjamin 
West's King Lear, now in the Bos- 
ton Art Museum ,has ever come to 
America. 

On the bulletin board may be seen 
a few prints from steel plates of pic- 
tures and cartoons of Abraham Lin- 
coln. The cartoons of that day were 
coarse and crude and are of value 
from the historical point of view only. 
One of these two shows the oppon- 
ents of anti-slavery and the other the 
jubilancy of the victors in the presi- 
dential campaign of 1860, represent- 
ing Lincoln the successful base 
ball player.

PLAYGROUNDS AND GRAND JURY. 


Mention has been made of the act of 
the Massachusetts Legislature provid- 
ing for public playgrounds in cities 
and towns, and it has been pointed 
out that the example thus set merits 
general emulation. The fact is that 
Massachusetts is the only State that 
has yet seriously taken up this mat- 
ter. Elsewhere whatever progress has 
been made is due to purely local ac- 
tion. In Pennsylvania, for instance, 
no headway has been made, beyond 
securing here and there the use of 
school grounds for public recreation 
purposes at certain stated times. Not- 
ing this, the Philadelphia grand jury 
has made the departure, singular 
enough for a body of such character, 
of recommending the adoption of a 
general playground system for the en- 
tire city. The grand jury accounts 
for its taking the initiative by the 
explanation that playgrounds are es- 
sential for the prevention of crime 
among the young. The truth of this | 
assumption is unquestionable. It has 
been established by practical experi- 
ence, especially in W®uropean cities 
where juveniie crime is found to be 
materially abated under the good in- 
fluence of the playground system. Nor 
is its importance to be denied. The 
obligation to safe-guard the morals as 
well as the health of the young is 
one which State and local authori- 
ties are alike bound to respect and 
the observance of which cannot be too 
strongly and persistently urged.— 
Pittsburg Chronicle-Telegraph.

The preliminary report of the 


Massachusetts commission on old age 
pensions, annuities and insurance re- 
cently submitted to the Legislature 
contains much that should be of in- 
terest to the citizens ef Quincy, inas- 
much as a local committee has been 
formed to select a permanent com- 
mittee to aid in establishing a system 
of agencies in Quincy. In its report 
the committee give a brief resume of 
the work it has already accomplished, 
which may be summarized as follows: 
The commission has held, up to date, 
thirty-one meetings. Twenty-one per- 
sons have appeared before the com- 
mission at its request, and have pre- 
sented statments relating to various 
hases of the subject under investi- 
gation. Three public hearings have 
ibeen held as follows: Boston, Feb. 


126, 1908; Pittsfield, Oct. 8, 1908; 
Springfield, Oct. 15, 1908. The total 


attendance at these hearings was 
over three hundred. 

The work so far according to the 
report has been eminently  satis- 
factory, and much necessary data has 
been acquired.

The question of providing ample 
accommodations for the school chil- 
dren is quite a problem. Although 
it is scarcely a month since the new 
twelve room Coddington school 
building was opened the superinten- 
dent reports to the school committee 
that the building is crowded and 
something must be done to provide 
additional accommodations in this 
and other districts. 

Acting upon this report the School 
Committee voted to again call the 
attention of the City Council to the 
almost imperative need of a school 
building for the Houghs Neck chil- 
dren. 

The City Council of last year took 
up this question and even went so 
far as to request the Mayor to se- 
cure plans for a four room building. 

This the Mayor did and the plans 
are now in the possession of the 
Council. 

No action was taken by the Coun- 
cil of 1908 on these plans for the 
reason that it was necessary to se- 
cure a suitable lot of land before the 
plan was selected. 

Late in the year Councilman Gil- 
son introduced an order calling for 
an appropriation of $6,000 for the 
purchase of a lot of land at Houghs 
Neck for a school building. 

The Committee on Public Buildings 
took up the matter and looked at 
several possible sites. This commit- 
tee assigned several nights to meet 
the owner of the property in question 
who has often promised to appear be- 
fore them with a plan and estimates 
but the plan never appeared. 

It was then the latter part of Dec- 
ember and as it was too late to get 
an order passed the plans for the 
proposed building were referred to 
this year’s council. 

This shows that the City Council 
fully understands the need of a 
building to take care of the Houghs 
Neck children but it would be folly 
to accept any plan until the lot had 
been purchased. 

The present time is not very 
auspicious to look at school lots and 
it is very doubtful if the City Coun- 
cil committee can do much _ until 
spring. 

Other school districts are as badly 
off as is the Coddington district and 
as noted above it has become quite 
a problem how to provide sufficient 
accommodations. 

It would seem that the only way is 
for the city to build a twelve room 
school building every year.

STATE HOUSE LETTER. 


Boston, Feb. 3, 1909. 

Unless signs fail, this session is 
likely to produce some spectacular 
demonstrations. Perhaps the biggest 
thing on the tapis thus far is the 
suffragette demonstration at the wom- 
an suffrage heaning which is scheduled 
to occur in Room 240 on February 23. 
Rumors are current that the women 
are preparing to march upon the 
state house 1,000 strong and make a 
demonstration which shall cause the 
hard-hearted legislators either to 
tremble in their boots or melt before 
the dissolving power of the aggrega- 
tion. Charles R. Saunders of Boston, 
the chief debater against the woman 
suffrage bills in the several session of 
ke House and dramatic reader of the 
“Year Nellie” letter, describing the 
fearful nervous strain of the suffrage 
collisions in Colorado, has been at the 
state house looking over the battle- 
field, presumably placing in his mind 
the strategic points of the battle. As 
the capacity of the committee room 
will not accommodate half of the 
1,000, to say nothing of the members 
of the other side who will want to 
hear, it is evident that the demonstra- 
tion must be made, for the most part, 
in the corridors or, perhaps, on Bos- 
ton common, after the precedent of 
Morrison I. Swift and his army of the 
unemployed when they marched up 
to the presence of Gov. Greenhalge 
and were given good advice. 

Again, the complications over the 
New Haven railroad and the merger 
situation generally thicken even be- 
fore the main propositions are fairly 


in sight. Here comes this morning 
the news from Connecticut of the 
movements made there for a deter- 


mination whether Massachusetts is en- 
croaching upon the Connecticut, rights 
of the New Haven ,and the petition 
of John L. Billard, in Connecticut, for 
authority to hold Boston and Maine 
stock all of which complicates. 

There was a sensational hearing 
yesterday before the committee on 
water supply, though the persons who 
made the sensation were remarkably 
inappreciative of their main point and 
brought forward a great deal of other 
testimony when they might well rest 
upon the danger to life. Fairview, a 
village in Chicopee, wants a water 
supply. For ten years it has been try- 
ing to get it. All that time the ma- 
jority of the city has voted down the 
proposition overwhelmingly and the 
situation has got so bad that the state 
board of health has analyzed the water 
in the wells used by Fairview. It 
finds that this water is seriously pol- 
luted by the sewage from the vault 
and cesspools which are near the wells 
and that the soil is very porous. Con- 
stant danger to health and life exists 
from this polluted water. Yet Fairview 
is forced to drink or go without and 
the remainder of Chicopee remains 
hostile to a pure supply, save that it 
was conceded that, now that a sys- 
tem of artesian wells is proposed 
whereby the system may pay for it- 
self, it is possible that Chicopee may 
consent. But Fairview implores the 
committee not to put a referendum in 
the bill, for it believes that Chicopee 
would surely vote it down. If the 
Chicopee people could have realized 
what an impression they make upon 
men who have never heard the story 
before, they would slink home with 
their tails between their legs and give 
Fairview pure water, no matter what 
it costs. 

Insurance Commissioner Hardison 
and Bank Commissioner Jay have 
jointly sent in their report upon the 
operation of the law for savings bank 
insurance. But little is to be told, 
for the Whitman savings bank was 
the only one to begin business early 
enough to have any statement to 
make by October 30, when the of- 
ficial year ends. This bank has issued 
a total of 286 policies of all kinds, of 
which 222 are endowment policies, and 
the aggregate value represented is 
$116,676. Nothing is said about the 
success of the plan, nor anything 
given beyond a statement of history 
and these figures, including much de- 
tail of no public interest. Evidently 
the two commissioners are not dis- 
posed to discuss the theory of the 
law, but to wait for facts of opera- 
tion upon which to base what they 
may hhave to say. Hence there is not 
likely to be anything official for a 
year further. 

Senator Lodge may be expected to 
accept the invitation to deliver an 
oration on February 12 to the legis- 
lature assembled in joint convention. 
At first the resolution read that he be 
invited to speak about Abraham Lin- 
coln, as was manifestly suitable on 
the 100th anniversary of his birth. 
But afterward ithe wording was 
changed, presumably at the senator's 
suggestion, so that no subject is as- 
signed, so that he can speak upon 
whatever he pleases. 

The first prolonged debate of the 
House, aside from thatonrule about 
pairing ,has occurred on two days this 
week over the bill to prevent city and 
town authorities from printing, in 
their annual reports, the names of 
persons who have received public aid. 
The law now gives option to each 
municipality whether to print or not, 
so that names may be withheld at dis- 
cretion. Sympathy for worthy poor 
was the argument for the bill. The 
necessity of knowing where the money 
went and the wisdom of leaving the 
matter to the local authorities ,as a 
fair detail of local self-government 
were the considerations on the other 
side. Mr. Mellen of Worcester was 
one of the chief speakers against “ad- 
yertising @ person’s poverty to the 
world.” But the unanimous report 
of the committee on legal affairs, 
that the bill should be rejected, was 
sustained by a roll call of 114 to 96. 

Mr. Denny of Worcester has the 
satisfaction of getting his bill through 
the House without opposition or de- 
bate, which provides that the national 
and state flags shall be displayed in 
all suitable weather from the main or 
administration building of every state 
institution, the money to come out of 
the regular appropriation. It is to 
be expected that the bill will also 
pass the Senate without any opposi- 
tion. These flags are hung together 
in the hall of the House and are dis- 
played from the state house flag staffs, 
when they are not used by Senate and 
House flags. 

By vote of 119 to 56 the House up- 
set the unanimous report of the com- 
mittee on legal affairs and voted to 
make a legal holiday, for this year 
only, of February 12, the centenary of 
the birth of Abraham Lincoln. In} 
incidentally the action of Congress 
was referred to, making the day a 
legal holiday, and the answer to the 
question what right Congress has to 
step in and interfere with business 
matters in the states was made by 
the information that the act of Con- 
gress can apply only to the District 
of Columbia and to territories which 
are under the direct government of 
Congress. The congressional act does 
not have any validity in the states. It 
is to be presumed that now the Sen- 
ate will concur with the House in 
the passage of the bill, notwithstand- 
ing the objections of labor people who 
do not want to lose the time from 
Thursday to Monday, as they fear, and 
in spite of protests from school 
teachers all over the state who have 
arranged Lincoln memorial exercises 
for their schools for the day, and those 
exercises must be given up, except so 
far as the attendance may be volun- 
tary. 

President Treadway stands by the 
expediency of his rule for the exclu- 
sion of the lobby from the Senate 
floor and all adjacent parts of the 
building, even though it excludes all 
registered counsel, including some dis-

tinguished men. The rule goes no 
further than the House rule, and that 
has commended general respect. One 
of the most experienced lobbyists 
who is hit by the rule, says he is 
perfectly will to observe it  pro- 
vided the Senate will do as the House 
is reported to do, make public, to any 
inquirer, the names of senators who 
invite visitors to the floor.

BOARD OF TRADE. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Trade was held Wednesday 
evening in the Adams building. Al- 
though the attendance was not as 
large as was expected, the meeting 
Was very interesting those present 


Ispeaking earnestly on the important 


matters that came before the meeting. 
President John R. Richards was in 
the chair. 

After the regular routine of busi- 
ness, a communication was read from 
Supt. Frank E. Parlin of the Quincy 
schools. In this letter Mr. Parlin 
states that he is heartily in favor of 
the stand taken by the Board in re- 
gard to sloyd work in the schools. A 
sloyd department has been established 
in the high school and Mr. Parlin ad- 
vocates the same thing in the public 
schools. 

The next business was the reading 
of a communication and bill received 
from the secretary of the Essex Coun- 
ty Associated Boards of Trade, in re- 
gard to improving the harbors and 


wealth. Frank F. Crane spoke on the 
question and the importance of mak- 
ing public the facts in regard to it. 
He then moved to have the bill and 


lthe letter published in the Daily Led- 


ger, which he said was willing to pub- 
lish anything that would in anyway 
lead to the advancement of Quincy. 

The letter received and the Dill, 


,now before the Massachusetts House, 


follows: 
Lynn, Mass., Jan. 29, 1909. 
Secretary Quincy Board of Trade. 

Dear Sir.—Your organization should 
be actively interested, in the passage 
of the enclosed bill for the improve- 
ment of the Harbors and Inland 
Waterways of this State. It means 
much for the industrial and commer- 
cial progress of your locality. You 
know your commercial possibilities 
have been swppressed for years by the 
neglect of our Commonwealth. 

New York State alone has from her 
own resources spent over $251,000,000 
in improving her Inland Waterways, 
and coastwise Harbors, and only last 
year appropriated $101,000,000 more 
for the same purpose. 

What has our own State done along 
these lines of development? Practi- 
cally nothing.’ How can your local in- 
dustries hope to compete with those 
located in states that are spending 
millions to make commerce easier and 
cheaper. 

Now is the time to try and improve 
these conditions in our own State. 
Pick out a few “live wires” and have 
them see personally each one of your 
representatives and senators, and 
put this up to them right. Don’t write 
letters or pass resolutions, they won't 
win. See the editors of your local 
papers and get from them the support 
of their publicity. Awaken and mould 
public opinion our way and we win 
Give public meetings inviting every- 
one interested and tell them what 
this means for their own prosperity. 


Attend the hearings at the State 
House with large and _ enthusiastic 
delegations—this counts for some- 


thing. Keep everlastingly at it and 
we will win-no other policy ever will. 

The business organizations of these 
cities are supporting this bill, Salem, 
Haverhill, Lawrence, Newburyport, 
Beverly, Lynn, Boston, Quincy, Falt 
River, Brockton, Taunton, Holyoke 
and Springfield. 

Let us all pull together.

Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives in General 
Court Assembled as follows: 


Section 1. The Board of Harbor 
and Land Commissioners is hereby 
authorized and directed to prepare 


and adopt a comprehensive scheme for 
the improvement and development of 
such harbors and inland waterways 
in the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts as will promote the commercial 
and industrial progress of the Com- 
monwealth. For the said purposes 
they may expend ten million dollars, 
to be raised in the manner hereinafter 
provided. Provided, however, that 
such expenditures shall not exceed 
in any one calendar year the sum of 
two million dollars. 

Section 2. Noexpenditure of money 
authorized by this section shall be 
made by the said Board of Harbor 
and Land Commissioners upon any 
harbor or inland waterway until the 
local cities or towns directly interest- 
ed in such improvement shall have, 
at their own expense procured ade- 
quate engineering plans from compe- 
tent engineers of the proposed con- 
struction or improvement, showing in 
detail the total amount of work nec- 
essary to be done, describing the 
character of the work, giving in detail 
reliable estimates of the total cost of 
such work, and such other informa- 
tion as may be necessary to convince 
the said Board of the commercial or 
industrial necessity or advantage of 
such proposed construction or im- 
provement. 

Section 3. The said Board of Har- 
bor and Land Commissioners in pre- 
paring the said scheme of develop- 
ment of harbors and inland water- 
ways, shall give special attention and 
consideration to the Connecticut 
River, the Merrimac River, the har- 
bors of Lynn and Salem and the pro- 
posed Boston, Quincy, Brockton, 
Taunton and Fall River Canal. 

Section 4. To meet the expense in- 
curred under the provisions of this 
act, the Treasurer and Receiver Gen- 
eral shall, with the approval of the 
Governor and Council, issue script or 
certificate of debt, in the name and be- 
half of the Commonwealth and under 
its seal, to an amount not exceeding 
ten million dollars, for a term not ex- 
ceeding twenty years. Said script or 
certificate of debt shall be issued as 
registered bond, or with interest cou- 
pons attached, and shall bear inter- 
est, not to exceed four per cent per 
annum, payable semi-annually on the 
first day of January and July in each 
year. Said script or certificate of 
debt shall be designated on the face 
as the “Waterway and Harbors Im- 
provement Loan,” shall be counter- 
signed by the Governor and shall be 
deemed a pledge of the faith and 
credit of the Commonwealth, and the 
principal and interest shall be paid at 
the time specified therein, in gold coin 
of the United States, and said script 
or certificate of debt shall be sold or 
disposed of at such. times and prices 
and in such amounts and at such 
rates of interest, not exceeding the 
rate specified as the Governor and 
Council shall deem best. 

They shall be sold in the following 
manner viz:— 

The Treasurer and Receiver Gen- 
eral shall from time to time advertise 
for proposals for the amount to be 
issued or for the several amounts to 
be issued in two daily newspapers of 
general circulation published in the 
city of Boston; two daily newspapers 
of general circulation published in the 
city of Worcester and two daily 


newspapers of general circulation 
publ.sued in the city of Springfield. 
Sala scr.pt or cert.ficate of debt shall 
b= Solu to the Hignest responsible bid- 
arr, the ireasurer and Receiver Gen- 
eral rest1ving the right to reject any 
and ail bids. In case no bids shalt be 
accepied, sa.d Treasurer and Receiver 
General shall forthwith advertise for 


new proposals in the manner above 
provided. 
‘ihe funds necessary for the re- 


demption of said script or certificates 
of debt and the interest accruing 
thereon, shail be provided for by tax- 


ation and a sum not exceeding five 
hundred thousand dollars to be in- 


cluded in the state tax for the year 
1910, and for each year thereafter, 
until the entire amount of said script 


or certificates of debt and the inter-| 


est accruing thereon shall have been 
paid. 
Section 5. This Act shall take 


effect upon its passage. 

Mr. Crane also embodied in his mo- 
tion that a committee be appointed to 
push the thing along. President 
Richards said that he would appoint 
a special committee to act on this 
question. 

The following were elected to mem- 
bership: Empire Granite company, 
represented by Clarke and Martin; 
Columbia Granite company, represent- 
ed by Richard Gordon; and Smith 
iranite Company, represented by W. 
A. Smith. 

The matter of inducing industries 
to come to Quincy was then brought 
up, the question of the best methods 
of bringing this about being discussed 
at length by the members. 
| Messrs. Foster, Williams, Sockett, 
Tisdale, Stetson, McDonnell, Richards. 
Crane and Burgess spoke on _ the 
question. Two opinions seemed to 
prevail. One that if there were hous- 
‘es to accomodate the employees of a 
‘factory, the factories would come; the 
other that the industries should be 
secured first and then the houses 
would come afterward. 

President Richards struck the nail 
on the head when he said that the 
best way to induce new companies to 
locate here was to foster the indus- 
trices we have now. Then he said if 


any new industry thinks of locating 
here and asks some of the local 


firms what the city is doing for them, 
the local firms can say a good word 
for the city. If a new firm is_ told 
that Quincy won’t do anything to help 
it, the natural consequence would be 
that the firm would go elsewhere. 

Mr. Crane then arose and said that 
he agreed heartily with Mr. Richards. 
He congratulated the president and 
said it was the best speech he had 
ever listened to, in regard to this 
question. Mr. Crane gave it as his 
opinion that as soon as the city 
realized the fact that it was not fos- 
tering home industries as it should, 
the sooner would new industries come 
to Quincy. 

Mr. Burgess of the Boston Gear 
Works, spoke at length on the mat- 
ter, telling how he was drawn to lo- 
cate here by the natural physical 
conditions and not by any induce- 
ments offered by the city. Mr. Bur- 
gess advocated a committee of one 
or two, not more, who would be paid 
to seek industries to locate here. He 
said that if one live man was ap- 
pointed to do this, he was sure that 
inside of a year an industry would be 
located here that would bring $100,- 
000 a year into the city. 

It was then voted to refer the mat- 
ter to the committee on Industries 
and Trades. 

The question of revision in tariff 
on Scotch, Swedish and Norwegian 
granite was discussed and it was 
then voted to have the secretary, as- 
sisted by the president, write a letter 
to the Massachusetts members of 
Congress, giving reasons why the tar- 
iff should not be revised, why it should 
remain as it is. The meeting ad- 
journed at 10.45.

DISCUSS BANK INSURANCE. 


In response to Invitations sent out 
a number of business men, bank offi- 
cials and labor union men met at the 
rooms of the Board of Trade Jan. 
29th to discuss the advisability of 
forming a permanent committee to 
work with the Massachusetts Savings 
Bank old age and annuity insurance 
committee. 

George H. Brown presided at the 
meeting and among those present 
were Frank Burgess of the Boston 
Gear Works; Clarence Burgen of 
the Quincy Savings bank; John L. 
Miller, G. H. Marr and James Roberts 
representing the workmen at the Fore 
River; W. Ward Witcher, George W. 
Morton president of the Savings 
bank, Nicholas Williams president of 
the Granite Cutters’ Union, Herbert 
T. Drake and Fred ©. Drake of the 
Douglas shoe company. William F. 
Cummings of the Atlantic Men’s club. 
Henry M. Faxon of the Mt. Wollas- 
ton bank, Herbert T. Whitman of 
the Wollaston Cooperative bank, 
Charles W. Hanscom of the Central 
Labor union, H. G. Smith of the 
Fore River Co. and E. G. Gay of the 
¥, MCA. 

L. D. Brandeis, who is probably 
the best authority on the subject, 
was also present and explained in 
detail the working of the old age 
and annuity insurance plan. He also 
told of the plans in operation in 
Germany and England and told why 
those plans would not be successful 
in this country. 

He also told of the banks in this 
state that had taken up the plan 
and of its successful operation as 
taken up by many large business 
firms. 

A general discussion followed, 
during which Mr. Brandeis answered 
many questions. 

There seemed to be a general 
sentiment in favor of establishing 
agencies in Quincy. This was es- 
pecially true among the labor repre- 
sentatives, who were very enthusi- 
astic over the plan. 

During the evening H. G. Smith, 
general manager of the Fore River 
Ship Building Co., stated that his 
company had been considering the 
matter and had decided to establish 
an agency at its plant for its work- 
men. He also said he hoped that 
the company would not have to go 
outside of Quincy. 

Before the meeting adjourned, a 
committee was appointed consisting 
of Henry M. Faxon, John L. Miller, 
H. G. Smith, W. Ward Whicher and 
George H. Brown to select a larger 
permanent committee. 

This committee will aid in the es- 
tablishing of a system of agencies in 
Quincy.

CHILD LABOR CONFERENCE, 


It is an encouraging sign of the 
times that a National Conference 
should be held at Washington to con- 
sider the welfare of the children, and 
that the President of the United States 
should urge the establishment of a 
children’s bureau as a department of 
the national government. 

Another point emphasized was the 
importance of placing children in in- 
dividual homes wherever possible, and, 
when this is not possible, of gathering 
them in small groups into “cottage 
homes,” each under a matron, instead 
of herding them in great barracks. 
Since women became eligible to serve 
as poor-law guardians in England, the 
method of dealing with pauper chil- 
dren has been revolutionized, the bar- 
rack system largely abolished, and the 
cottage-home system introduced. 

But it is in Australia, where women 
vote, that this idea of preserving the 
individual home has been carried 
furthest. There, if a widow is left 
destitute with a large famliy of young 
children, instead of taking the chil- 


| dren from her and boarding them out 
‘either in big asylums, or 


“cottage 
homes,” or in the famlies of strangers, 
the State boards them with the 
mother. It pays her for the board of 
each child what it would have had to 
pay in another household or in an 
asylum, and thus keeps the family to- 
gether—Woman’s Journal.

It is thought 
probable that the bill will remain on 
the table, awaiting the action of the 
special Congress which, although it 
will be called specifically for the pur- 
pose of considering a tariff bill, will 
nevertheless have plenary authority 
to enact other legislation. Even if 
Congress were able to pass the bill 
over the President’s veto by a two- 
thords vote, it is doubtful if some 
members and some senators would 
dare to vote in favor of such a 
measure.

REY. CARL G. HORST.

A large congregation greeted Rev. 
Carl G. Horst Sunday morning at the 


Wollaston Unitarian church on the 
occasion of his first appearance as 
pastor. 

After the preliminary service of 


prayer and praise, Mr. Horst spoke a 
few words of kindly greeting, and 
gave as the text for his sermon the 
fifty-first verse of the second chapter 


to remembrance what acts our fath- 
ers did in their time; so shall ye re- 
ceive great honor and an everlasting 
name.” 

He said it was fitting that we should 
at this time “call to remembrance” 
a few of the traits which made Abra- 
ham Lincoln the great man that he 
was, a man worthy of remembrance 
and honor. 

He spoke of the ancestry of Lincoln 
emphasizing the fact that his early 
biographers liked to dwell upon his 
humble origin as reflecting so much 
more credit upon the man, that so 
great a man had sprung from so lowly 
a source, 


He pointed out that Jater biogra- 
phers had developed the fact that 
Lincoln had come of an illustrious 


ancestry, that in early days in Eng- 
land there had been many a Lincoln 
who had suffered persecution for what 


he believed to be right, and that 
later, after the family had come to 
this country, there were many Lin- 


colns who occupied, and proved them- 
selves worthy of positions of trust 
and honour, 

On the mother’s side the ancestry 
of the Hanks family had been traced 
back to the time of Alfred the Great. 
Nancy Hanks Lincoln was a woman 
of refinement and beauty of charac- 
ter, and though she died when Abra- 
ham was only nine years old, he never 
forgot her teachings, and in later life 
attributed all that he was and all 
that he might become to the _ in- 
fluence of his mother. 

Mr. Horst said that in so brief an 
address it was impossible to depict 
fully so many-sided a character 
Lincoln’s. He therefore confined him- 
self to three great traits which stood 
out boldly as emblematic of the man, 
worthy of all praise and emulation,— 
his devotion to principle, his tender 
heartedness, and his reverence for 
God and religion.

YOUNG TELEGRAPH OPERATOR. 


About three years ago a little boy 
six years old was in the Atlantic 
railroad station with his father. 
Click! click! sounded from the sta- 
tion agent’s office. “What was that 
noise” asked the youngster of his 
father. “That is a telegraph sound- 
er” answered the father. That little 
boy was John Speers who is today 
the youngest telegrapher in the world. 
The proud father is Conrad T. Speers, 
known all over the United States 
a few years ago as one of the best 
telegraphers in the country. 

The question asked by the little 
boy set Mr. Speers thinking and de- 
decided that it would be a fine idea 
to teach his two oldest children the 
trade so that they would be all pre- 
pared to earn their own livelihood 
when old enough. To think was to 
act with Mr. Speers and a few weeks 
after the incident at the railroad sta- 
tion he had installed at his home at 
71 Hancock street, a complete set of 
telegraph instruments. 

John has a sister Adelaide about a 
year older and both started in their 
lessons as soon as the instruments 
were installed. It was agreed be- 
tween them that they would practice 
an hour every morning before school. 
Both children were faithful in their 
practice and it was but a short time 
before they were able to send the 
complete Morse alphabet. Sending 
came easily to them but they struck 
a snag when they started to learn 
the receiving end of the game and 
for months they sent and received 
messages from each other. 

A short time ago the father brovght 
the little boy into the main office of 
one of the telegraph companies in 
Boston to give him an idea how the 
messages were handled. It was at 
night time and business was rather 
dull. The operator did not believe 
that the little nine year old boy 
knew anything about telegraphy and 
when the father said that he could 
send nearly a hundred messages an 
hour an operator who was working 
the C. Chicago wire said that he 
would have to be shown and offered 
to wager cigars for the crowd that 
the youngster couldn't send fifty 
messages an hour. A temporary key 
and sounder were set up and the boy 
started to send to the skeptical one. 
In fifteen minutes he had the Chicago 
operator puzzled, he forced him to 
break several times and before 
Johnnie had been sending a _ half 
hour, the receiving operator had to 
quit as the boy was sending too fast 
for him to catch. Never before had 
that bunch of operators been fooled 
so much and the Chicago operator 
bought the cigars and also made 
Johnnie a present of a box of tne 
best candy. 

John is not the only expert operat- 
or in the Speers family as the little 
girl gives him a hard face for the 
honors. There are many good natured 
contests at the Speers home between 
Johnnie and his sister and it is 
hard for their father to pick a win- 
ner. Mr. Speers has not only taught 
his children the science of operating 


but has instructed them how to set 


up instruments and also the way to 
discover breaks in the lines and how 
to repair the machines when they get 
out of order. 

John and Adelaide have two younger 
sisters and are teaching them the art 
of operating. The young sisters take 
to their lessons like a duck takes to 
water and are rapidly becoming ex- 
perts at the profession. John and 
his sister Adelaide are scholars at 
the Quincy school, Atlantic and are 
considered among the brightest in 
their classes. John’s one ambition is 
to learn wireless telegraphy so that 
some day he can be a hero like Binns 
of the ill-fated “Republic.”

A SHAMEFUL RECORD. 


In 1907, the property destroyed by 
fire in the United States amounted to 
the enormous total of $215,000,000 a 
per capita loss of $2.51, says Cement 
Age. Of this loss, $146,000,000 was in 
frame buildings, and but $68,000,000 in 
brick and stone. This terrible waste 
is not equalled by any other nation. 
Our per capita loss is nearly eight 
times that of Europe, which is report- 
ed by the National Board of Under- 
writers as but thirty-three cents for 
six leading companies. Under similar 
conditions, the fire loss in this coun- 
try for 1907 would have been but $27,- 
000,000 and $187,000,000 would have 
thus been saved. Nor is this all. The 
United States has the finest and most 
efficient fire-fighting apparatus and 
private fire protection in the world. 
Eliminating the loss to property de- 
stroyed in fires, the cost of fire pro- 
tection for 1907 amounted to $241,401,- 
442. There was paid to insurance 
companies in excess of what they re- 
turned as losses, $145,000,000; the fire 
department fully $50,000,000 and pri- 
vate protection systems $18,000,000. 
Altogether the total cost of fires in 
the United States during 1907 amount- 
ed to $456,486,151 of $5.34 per capita, or 
nearly one-half of the cost of new 
building construction for the same 
year, estimated at $1,000,000,000.

The hottest event of the evening, 
outside the relay race, was the high 
dive. There were a bunch of starters, 
but they dwindled to a few and finally 
to Tupper and Hittle. Tupper won, 
with Hittle second. Third place was 
divided between Ulrich, Buckley, and 
Allen. 

The big thing of the meet was the 
relay race although it didn’t count in 
the points. Newall started and took 
the lead at the start, with the result 
that the Quincy team was never head- 
ed and won the race in the creditable 
time of 2m. 3 3-5 seconds.

HON. ROBERT LUCE SPEAKER. 


‘Hon. Robert Luce paid his respects 
to the Boston Finance board, in his 
address before the Men’s club of the 
Memorial Congregational church at 
Atlantic Thursday evening, denying 
emphatically the report of that board 
in regard to primary election, and ac- 
cusing the board of creating false rea- 
sons why the plan should be given up. 

George F. Sawyer, Jr., president of 
the club presided, and previous to 
the meeting he entertained a small 
party at dinner at his home on Faxon 
road. Covers were laid for twelve 
and in the party were Hon. Robert 
Luce, Hon. Eugene C, Hultman, sena- 
tor from this district, Representative 
Louis F. R. Langelier, ex-Senator 
Eugene H. Sprague, William M. 
Chase, chairman of the Republican 
City committee, Charles R. Safford, 
councilman Chas. A. Hadlock, W. F. 
Cummings, Rey. Thomas W. Davidson, 
Mr. French and George T. Magee, 
clerk of the City Council. 

In introducing Mr. Luce, President 
Sawyer said he was the gentleman 
whom the ward supported for Lieut. 
Governor last fall. 

In opening his address Mr. Luce 
expressed his pleasure at being pres- 
ent as it afforded him an opportunity 
to thank the gentlemen for their sup- 
port in the recent campaign. 

He then said that he would speak 
to them on the history of suffrage and 
the ballot. 

In any country where people share 
in the government there should be 
some way for them to express their 
desires. On the whole in the long 
run the will of the majority is likely 
to be the insest although it is not true 
that the minority is always wrong. 

It was in Rome that the first secret 
ballot was used in the expression of 
the people. 

Cicero argued that the secret ballot 
meant the downfall of Rome and by 
some it is still believed to have been 
the cause of its downfall. 

The speaker then told of the early 
methods of expression in the Massa- 
chusetts Bay colony where suffrage 
was limited to church members. The 
method of voting in those days was 
by corn and beans, and there was a 
penalty for putting more than one 
bean or corn in the box. There we 
have the first corrupt practice act. 

Many in New England argued as 
Cicero that the secret ballot meant the 
downfall and it was not until war 
times that the secret ballot was used. 

Many of the reforms are established 
in the colonies; thus it was in Aus- 
tralia, that the ballot was devised in 
1850 to 1855. It was first copied in 
England and in Massachusetts in 1888 
and this state came within a few 
weeks of being the first in this coun- 
try to adopt the Australian ballot. 

The voting in secret was not the 
only change for it provided for the 
arrangement of the ballot and booths. 
To us it not only gave decency but 
put an end to stories of the intimida- 
tion of voters. 

In England the ballot never can- 
tains the party disignation as it is the 
theory there, that voters should ex- 
ercise their own judgment and there 
are those here who think in city af- 
fairs the voter should exercise his 
judgment, and that party designa- 
tions should be dropped. Personally 
Mr. Luce said he favored dropping 
party names but on the other hand, 
it must be pointed out that all voters 
can not have an intimate knowledge of 
candidates so that it will still hold 
true that the voter must get his 
knowledge from some one else. 

It is a question if this information 
is as good as could be obtained by a 
caucus. 

Mr. Luce then spoke of the con- 
vention system and told of many evils 
that had arisen through conventions. 
He said it was intended that a con- 
vention should be a deliberating body 
but it became a dictatory body. He 
then recounted instances that had 
come from personal observation, to 
show how the popular will was avert- 
ed by conventions. 

These led up to the direct nomina- 
tions act and the speaker said he took 
some pride in the share he had taken 
in it. 

In closing he spoke of the contest 
now going on in New York for the di- 
rect nomination act, and that certain 
people were using the report of the 
Boston Finance board to defeat the 
efforts of Gov. Hughes, even going so 
far as to prevert the truth. 

He then read from the report of 
the Finance board pointing out 
wherein it was wrong. He denied 
emphatically the statement of that 
board in regard to primary elections. 
Tt was unnecessary he said to create 
false reasons. It was never right to 
produce good results by tne use of 
falsehood. The report casts, he said, 
an odium on men who have been try- 
ing to reform elections. 

The purpose of primary elections 
was fair play, honesty and good re- 
sults. 

Mr. Luce was given great applause 
at the conclusion of his address and 
upon motion of Mr. Cummings he was 
also given a rising vote of thanks. 


WORST STORM OF WINTER. 


The storm of Tuesday night was the 
worst of the winter and those who 
were obliged to be out found it un- 
usually disagreeable. The tempera- 
ture was below the freezing point 
turning the fine rain into sleet which 
as it fell cut ones face like a_ knife. 
Fortunately the walking was not so 
bad although somewhat slippery. 

The sleet froze to the trolley wires 
and as the cars passed along the con- 
stant arcing at the end of the trolley 
pole threw out vivid flashes. The cars 
were kept moving all night so that all 
lines were open next Monday.

—We can all scare up money 
enough for the car fares to Washing- 
ton to attend the inauguration now 
that we know that the hotels there 
are not to be allowed to charge over 
ten dollars per day.

—The only survivor of the party of 
Eskimos brought to this country from 
Greenland twelve years ago by Com- 
mander Peary, has entered Manhat- 
tan college, in order to prepare him- 
self to become a teacher of his own 
people. He is now 1§ years of age. 
All of the Eskimos who came with 
him died of tuberculosis. 


—Mrs. Mary McCoy, aged eighty- 
three years, said to be the oldest wom- 
an postmaster in the United States, 
has resigned her position at Sheakley- 
ville, Pa., which she has filled for 
forty years. Mrs. McCoy was ap- 
pointed by President Johnson and in 
the early years of her service carried 
mail from Meadville, in addition to 
performing her other duties.—Boston 
Transcript. 


—President Roosevelt has declined 
a legacy of $10,000 from Ben. Hadley, 
the Bast Somerville recluse, saying 
that he will under no consideration 
accept a present from a_ private in- 
dividual. Mr. Roosevelt is more par- 
ticular than we would be along this 
line, says the Athol Chronicle, and we 
hope no one will hesitate, if they have 
the means and disposition, to leave 
us a legacy of $10,000. 


—Chief Justice Olson of the Munici- 
pal Court of Chicago is advocating a 
farm colony as a reformatory for the 
Windy City’s wayward boys. In his 
annual report Justice Olson says: 
“The city of Cleveland is now follow- 
ing the example of European cities 
and conducting a most extensive ex 
periment of this character. It has a 
great public farm, consisting of some 


2,000 acres, situated some ten miles 
from the city. On this large tract are 
placed at different points the cor- 


rectional and charitable institutions of 
the city. We urge the desirability of 
Chicago's adupting a similar plan for 
the handling of its minor criminal of- 
fenders?” 


—The readiness with which men, 
and alas! women, in this era, kill each 
other, is only exceeded by the prompt- 
ness with which, on small provoca- 
tion, they kill themselves. Not only 
does it “seem” from reports in the 
newspapers, that murder and suicide 


are on the increase in the United 
States, but the statistics prove it, 
abundantly and sadly. Not alone 


desperate characters, schooled in de- 
pravity and familiar with crime, from 
whom violence is always to be antici- 
pated, but young men and women, 
born to position and accustomed to 
refined associations, are numbered 
with increasing, alarming frequence, 
in the category of criminals and sui- 
cides. “It is a short way out,” wrote 
a sixteen year old girl whose folly 
was not endorsed by her family. 
Something must be wrong with our so- 
ciety, our civilzation, our education, 
our religion, when life is held s0 
cheap. There is much suffering and 
distress; but not more than always. 
And in this country there is less than 
in most, with prompter relief and 
larger opportunity. This phenomenon 
ealls for study and remedy.—Univer- 
salist Leader.

Federation of Women's clubs _ be- 
sieged the Legislature, and at last 
an excellent juvenile court law was 
passed, which has just gone into 
operation. The juvenile court in 
New Orleans was opened the other 
day with elaborate ceremonies and 
great rejoicing, but no woman was 
asked to speak, and not one of the 
lawyers and clergymen who were 
the orators of the day said a word 
about the work of the women, by 
which the result had been made pos- 
sible. 

At New Orleans women, headed by 
Miss Jean Gordon , Louisiana's 
woman factory inspector, have filled 
several columns of the Times Demo- 
crat with letters of protest. One of 
them describes the lomg and hard 
campaign that the women made to 
secure this court. She adds: “Yet, 
when the result of the work crystal- 
lized into a reality, where are the 
women? A judge elected without the 
women having the right to say yea or 
nay; probation officers and clerks 
chosen largely through the influence 
of practical politicians, and no wom- 
an’s influence considered worth a row 
of pins in the choice of who shall 
handle the children. There is no 
forgetfulness, however, when the 
time arrives to levy the tax upon 
women’s property to pay the cost of 
such a court. That is the time we 
share equal rights with men.” 

The women do not altogether ap- 
prove of the judge who has been 
chosen, and they propose to take 
turns in attending the court, so as to 
have a committee of two women pres- 
ent every day to watch his dealings 
with the children.

A RAISE OF SALARY. 


There was reported unanimously to 
the House of representatives Monday 
afternoon a bill to raise the salary of 
the assistant clerk of the district court 
of East Norfolk, though it has the form 
of a general act, There wasa petition 
signed by John P. Churchill, clerk of 
the district court of East Norfolk, John 
W. McAnarney, city solicitor of Quin- 
cy, W. G. A. Pattee of Quincy, and the 
following, all of whom had their resi- 
dence set down as in Quincy, Messrs. 
James L. Edwards, George H. Brown, 
Charles H. Hardwick, Lawrence W. 
Lyons and George E, Adams. Their 
petition says that they ‘‘would respect- 
fully request that an act be passed 
providing that the salary of the assistant 
clerk of such court be established.’’ 
This quotation follows the introduction 
which notes that when the court of 
class E, according to the classification 
established in 1907 by the law which 
revised the court salaries all over the 
state, passes into class D by reason of 
increase of population, there is no 
provision for increasing the salary of the 
assistant clerk. The bill which the com- 
mittee reported takes this language 
from the petition and then says that, in 
such a case, the salary of the assistant 
shall be two-thirds of that of the clerk 
of the same court.

G. A. R. LINCOLN OBSERVANCE.

| Council chamber of City Hall 
honor of the birth of Lincoln. 
attendance was large and the program 
was excellent. The hall was decorat- 
ed with the Stars and Stripes, while 
a large picture of Abraham Lincoln, 
decorated with flags, stood in a prom- 
inent position in the front of the hall. 

On either side of the stage sat the 
Grand Army veterans and the Wom- 
an’s Relief Corps. Seated on the 
stage was Commander Phillips, who 
presided, Rev. Julian E. Johnstone, 
Rev. Dr. E. N. Hardy, George E. 
Adams and Cornelius Duggan. 

The program opened with music by 
the Finn band. Commander George 
L. Phillips then gave a brief intro- 
ductory address, followed by prayer 
by Dr. E. N. Hardy. 

The musical numbers consisted of 
songs by Miss Abbie B. Penley, Miss 
Elvira Ewell, Miss Marion Burns, and 
Master Bert Reed. : 

The literary part of the program 
consisted in readings by Mrs. Kate 
A. Blaisdell, who gave 
famous Gettysburg Address; Mrs. 
Anna J. Gould, who gave “Barbara 
Frietchie,” and an original poem by 
Quincy’s well-known poet, Cornelius 
Duggan. 

The addresses of the evening were 

| by Dr. E. N. Hardy, Rev. Julian E. 
Johnstone, and George E. Adams, the 
latter representing the Sons of Veter- 
ans. All three spoke interestingly and 
enthusiastically of the characteristics 
of Lincoln, the Liberator. 

Dr. Hardy spoke on “The Ideal 
American.” He portrayed the wonder- 
ful character of Lincoln and the great 
effect it has had on the country and 
still has on the youth of today. 

He told of the wonderful character- 
istics of Lincoln, his perservance, in 

life, his 


Lincoln's 


study and in all things of 
fair play, honesty, self-mastery and 
religion. ‘He told of the time when 

Lincoln first received the news of his 
nomination, how the first one he 
thought of was his wife at home. 

Dr. Hardy ended by quoting the 
well-known saying, “It was great to 
be a Greek, but it was greater to be a 
Greek in the time of Pericles.” He 
said, “it was great to be an Ameri- 
can, but it was greater to be an 
American in the time of Lincoln” Dr. 
Hardy was at his best last night and 
received loud applause at the close of 
his address. 

Rev. Julian E. Johnstone was next 
introduced. He spoke on “Abraham 
| Lincoin,” told of Lincoln as a General, 
as a statesman, as a writer and lastly 
as a man. His address was a classic 
of English and will long be remem- 
bered by those who heard it. Fr. 
Johnstone said in part: 

“We commemorate tonight the cen- 
tenary of the birth of a man, who from 
the condition of a peasant became 
more powerful than a prince, who 
born in a log-cabin rose to preside 
;and shed lustre over the Presidential 
mansion, a man who schooled in the 
affairs of the world proved more than 
a match for the sagacious and aca- 
demic scholar, who from the lowly oc- 
cupation of a rail-splitter became the 
great helmet-splitter and battle-break- 
er, whose hammer-bolt of war, 
crushed a rebellion that was the 
greatest in history and saved a na- 
tion that is the most powerful that has 
ever made history. Lincoln was well 
ealled Abraham. 

He was the father of a mighty peo- 
ple, the bravest and the best of which 
there is any written record, and his 
children loved to call him “Father 
Abraham,” and he was pleased with 
the affectionate appellative. Lincoln’s 
whole life was a most signal proof of 
the shaping destiny and guiding hand 
of Providence. He was hewn by the 
hand of God out of the thunder-riven 
mountain-block, sculptured into the 
great colossus that was ordained to 
hold the New World together, as with 
cables of iron; dowered with the star- 
fire of genius to dispel the clouds of 
battle-thunder, and blessed with the 
gift of leadership that made him the 
glorious champion of liberty against 
slavery; of union against disintegra- 
tion, of God and the right against 
Satan, and the banded regiments of 
wrong. 

Lincoln and Liberty, they are syn- 
onymous terms nowadays. Lincoln the 
Liberator was a gigantic figure truly, 
the man who with one stroke of the 
sword struck off the fetters of mil- 
lions of his fellow-creatures, assert- 
ed with all the iron eloquence of the 
cannon the equality of the black man 
with the white, brought God down in- 
to the lowly cabin of the negro, and 
gave him back the manhood, the 
courage and the freedom that the 
bull-whip and the branding-iron of the 
slave-driver had beaten out of him. 

But Lincoln deprecated ‘war. He 
felt that a battery of ideas was far 
more powerfut than a battery of bul- 
lets, and that only when brains are 
impervious to ideas is it permissible 
to penetrate the thick integument 
with iron arguments. Lincoln was a 
born leader. Oftentimes it happens 
that the weakest heads wear the gold- 
en crown, and the weakest hands the 
golden sceptre. 

But in his case it was the best 
head, the noblest heart and the strong- 
est hands in the country that won and 
wore the highest honors, the proudest 
glory in the collective gift of the peo- 
ple. He had all the qualities of a 
great leader, the magnetic personali- 
ty, commandipg mental power, in- 
domintable courage ,the lofty look of 
authority, the eye that over-powered 
one with the piercing intensity of its 
steel bright gaze, the strong, mascu- 
line, vigorous eloquence of a sincere, 
simple man, as close to nature as a 
savage, but as near to Heaven, and 
the heart of man as Shakespeare. 

His great creative will, moulded 
and fashioned all men to the model 
forms he designed for them. He in- 
spired men with a touch of his own 
genius, a flash of his own heroic 
temper, a dash of his own unconquen 
able spirit, as one thunder cloud 
electifies another, till it kindles anl 
quivers with the lurid tempest-light.’ 

George E. Adams was the last 
speaker and spoke of the effect Lin- 
coln had on those who came after 
him. The effect produced on the 
“boys of ’61” by the spirit of Lincoln, 
he said was produced on the “boys 
of ’98” and still pervades the youth 
of the twentieth century. 

The exercises closed with the sing- 
ing of America by the audience. All 
joined heartily in the grand chorus 
and the chamber resounded with the 
strains of the great national song. 
As the audience left the hall, the

It is almost 120 years since the 
first inauguration of the first Presi- 


Thirty times the quadrennial cere- 
monial has been observed, each time 
with greater pomp and pageantry, un- 
til it has come to be a national festi- 
val. 

It was not Washington's desire that 
display should mark the event. Pres- 
idents of a later time notably among 
them Jefferson, have tried to keep it 
simple and democratic. The pomp 
and circumstance of power, the glit- 
tering troops and martial music, the 
fluttering flags, which have become a 
part of the day’s observance, have 
developed in response to the people's 
desire. 

Washington left Mount Vernon for 
New York City, the temporary capital 
of the young republic, bearing with 
him a deep sense of his new respon- 
sibilities. The people converted his 
journey into a triumphal march. 
There were no railways in those days, 
the roads were heavy, the way was 
long, and horses cannot travel as 
swiftly as steam cars, and though the 
first Wednesday of March, which hap- 
pened to be on the 4th of the month, 
had been appointed for the day of 
the inauguration, it was the thirtieth 
of April, 1789, before it took place. 

On that day George Washington 
went in procession to the federal 
building at the intersection of Wall 
and Broad streets where he was re- 
ceived in the Senate chamber and 
thence proceeded to the balcony. 
When he appeared, a shout went up 
from the crowd gathered beneath the 
balcony. After he had taken the oath 
of office Chancellor Livingston stepped 
forward, and, raising his hand, cried, 
“Long Live George Washington, Pres- 
ident of the United States.” 

This cry was criticised as an imi- 


tation of a monarchial custom and 
was never again used. Washington, 


then withdrew to the hall, where he 
read his inaugural address. He was 
dressed in dark brown broadcloth of 
American manufacture, white silk 
stockings, silver shoe buckles and 
wore a steel hilted dress sword. His 
hair was powdered and drawn back 
in the fashion of the time. At the in- 
auguration ball it is recorded that 
he danced the minuet. 

Washington’s second inauguration 
took place in the senate chamber of 
Independence Hall at Philadelphia, 
which was the seat of the government 
from 1799 until 1800. The oath was 
administered by Justice William Cush- 
ing of the Supreme Court. The occa- 
sion, like the man who dominated it, 
was simple and dignified. The Presi- 
dent wore the costume portrayed in 
the well known Stuart picture, black 
velvet, diamond knee buckles, square 
silver shoe buckles, black silk stock- 
ings and shirt ruffled at the waist 
and bosom. 

To fill the place which Washington 
held in the hearts of the people was 
not possible for any man. John Ad- 
ams succeeded him as President. Even 
during the hours of his inauguration, 
in 1797, Adams was made to feel the 
distance which the masses had estab- 
lished between himself and his pre- 
decessor, Washington was present. 
The attention, instead of being cen- 
tered on the new President, was 
fixed on the great man who had said 
farewell to public service. Adams 
felt this keenly. Writing to his wife 
he spoke of the streaming eyes, ex- 
pressing a hope that the tears were 
shed in grief at the loss of a beloved 
rather than in sorrow over the event 
of an unbeloved. He was almost as 
much hurt at thus being second in 
the great hour of his life, as was his 
son, John Quincy Adams, who had his 
triumph marred by the thought that 
though he had won the presidency, 
he had not won it through the 
suffrages of a majority of the people. 
Father and son both tasted bitter in 
their cup of success. Both wished to 
enjoy a second term, which was de- 
nied. Each was succeeded by a mjan 
bitterly opposed to him—the father 
by Jefferson, the son by Jackson. 
Neither accompanied, as has been the 
custom, the President-elect to the cap- 
itol to see him inducted into office. 
The first Adams and Jefferson quar- 
reled over the twelfth hour appoint- 
ments made by the retiring President.

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Jackson attributed to the son, John 
Quincy Adams, the scandalous state- 
ments made about Rachel Jackson 
during the campaign of 1828 and did 
not call on Adams, who left the White 
House, March 3. 

There was no inauguration ball 
when John Adams became President. 
His wife was not present at the cere- 
mony because of a death in the fam- 
ily. The oath was administered by 
Chief Oliver Ellsworth. 

Thomas Jefferson was the first Pres- 
ident to be inaugurated in Washing- 
ton City. Tradition asserts that he 
rode on horseback to the capitol and 
tied his horse to a near-by fence while 
he took the oath. A better authenti- 
cated story has it that he went on 
foot and was escorted by a company 
of militia artillery. One of Adams’ 


distasteful appointments had been that 
of Chief Justice Marshall, who admin- 
istered the oath.

James Monroe, having heeded the 
advice of the father of his party, re- 
ceived his reward in 1817. The oath 
was administered to him on a plat- 
form under the unfinished portico of 
capitol.

John Quincy Adams, chosen by the 
House of Representatives to be Pres- 


ident because no candidate had _ re- 
ceived a majority of the electoral 
yotes, was a disappointed man. He 


wanted the presidency as the gift of 
the people. In his diary he wrote: 
“The year has been the most moment- 
ous of those that have passed over 
my head, inasmuch as it has wit- 
nessed my elevation, at the age of 58, 
to the chief magistracy of my coun- 
try, to the summit of laudable or at 
least blameless worldly ambition; not, 
however, in a manner satisfactory to 
pride or to just desire; not by the 
unequivocal suffrages of a majority of 
the people; with perhaps two-thirds of 
the whole people adverse to the actu- 
al result.” 

Mr. Adams changed the program of 
his predecessors by reading his inau- 
gural address before the oath was ad- 
ministered. He was escorted to the 
capitol by a body-guard of citizens. 
Among those who congratulated him 
was General Andrew Jackson, who 
had received a majority of the popular 
votes and a plurality of the votes 
cast in the electoral college. This 
friendly greeting is the last recorded 
courtesy that passed between the two, 
and, as has been said Adams was not 
present at the inauguration of Jack- 
son in 1829. 

Though Adams absented himself, the 
plain people, who felt that with the 
election of Jackson they had come in- 
to their own, did not. The capitol had 
never seen such crowds as came to 
the inauguation of this popular idol 
in 1829. Frontiersmen, backwoods- 
men, Indian fighters crowded so 
densely around the capitol that to 
keep them out of the eastern portico 
where the oath was administered a 
ship’s cable had to be used. The mob 
poured into the White House. Some 
climbed on the satin-covered chairs. 
Scrambling to help themselves, they 
broke china and glassware. To pro- 
tect the President from the crush, 
men linked arms. Like Washington 
and Jefferson, Jackson left the office 
amid the same enthusiasm which at- 
tended his coming. Like Jefferson, he 
named his successor, Martin Van 
Buren. 

March 4, 1834, these two, Jackson 
and Van Buren, rode together from 
the White House to the capitol in a 
phaeton made from oak timbers taken 
from the old frigate Constitution, a 
gift from New York Democrats to the 
retiring President. As John Adams 
had been second in the eyes of the 
multitude at his own inauguration be- 
cause of the esteem felt for Washing- 
ton, so Van Buren was second to Jack- 
son. But Van Buren accepted the situ- 
ation more gracefully than had Adams. 
He returned from the inauguration, 
at which Chief Justice Taney admin- 
istered the oath, at his own residence, 
insisting that Jackson should remain 
in the White House until his depar- 
ture for Tennessee. 

When General William H. Harrison 
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was inaugurated in 1841 his admirers 
presented a carriage to him, but he

rode to the capitol on a white horse. 
For the first time a great display of 
marching clubs which had played an 
important part in the campaign was 
made. Log cabins, barrels of hard 
cider, a loom in active operation— 
these were some of the floats in the 
procession. At the capitol Gen. Har- 
rison who was 68, older than any man 
who preceded him in the office, stood 
an hour without a hat or heavy coat 
He contracted a cold and died within 
a month—the first President to die 
in office. He was succeeded by Vice 
President John Tyler, who, like the 
Adamses, declined to take part in 
the inauguration of his successor 
General James K. Polk, in 1845. 

Polk was the first dark horse to 
reach the presidency. The popular cry 
at his inauguration, as during the 
campagin, was Who is James K. Polk? 
The exceptional thing recorded of his 
inauguration day that Professor 
Morse brought out his magnetic tele- 
graph to the portico platform. By this 
wonderful new invention news of the 
event was sent to Baltimore. Also, at 
the inauguration ball Mme. de Bedisco 
outshone Mrs. Polk, and there was an 
opposition ball where the tickets cost 
only $2, while those of the main ball 
cost $10.

When Abraham Lincoln came to 
Washington the country was on 
verge of civil war. Special precautions 
were necessary . The regular army 
was called upon for duty of more than 
an ornamental nature. Sharpshooters 
were stationed on the roofs and in 
windows of houses overlooking the 
line of march, General Scott had in 
the city two batteries, a few compan- 
ies of regulars—653 men, exclusive of 
some marines—and the 
picked Washington volunteers 
President Buchanan left the White 
House in an open carriage, escorted 
by a company of sappers and miners 
At Willard’s Hotel the President-elect 
entered the carriage and the 
passed through Pennsylvania avenue 
to the capitol. General Scott with his 
regulars marched “flanking the move 
ment in parallel streets.” His 
batteries controlled the plateau 
tending before the east front the 
eapitol. Lincoln was introduced by 
Senator Baker of Oregon, and Sena 
tor Douglas held his silk hat while he

In his second inauguration proces 


sion there was shown a working model 
of the Monitor with its furrets re 
volving and its guns firing at inter 
vals. The Colored Typographical So- 
ciety was represented by a printing 
press on a wheeled platform. It was 
in operation and official programs 
were printed and distributed along the 
line of march. 

General Grant was the fourth Presi 
dent who, contrary to the usual cus- 
tom, was not escorted to the capitol 
by his predecesor. He had conceived 
such an intense dislike of President 
Johnson in connection with the con- 
troversy arising over the removal of 
Stanton that he would not officially 
recognize him even so far as to drive 
to the capitol with him. Salmon P 
Chase, chief justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, by appointment 
of Lincoln, administered the oath of 
office at both of his inaugurals. 

There is unfounded tradition that 
March 4 was selected as inauguration 
day because it had 


been ascertained 


by mathematical calculation that it 
falls less often on Sunday in the 
quadrennial year than other dates 
Nevertheless, in 1877 it did fall on 


Sunday. The circumstances surround 
ing the election of Rutherford B

The few members of the club, who 
have been hunting since the shooting 
season opened, have made quite a 
record, over seventy rabbits having 
bitten the dust through the gunners’ 
unerring aim. 


PARTY DESIGNATIONS HEARING. 


Although it was expected that the 
bill filed by Mayor Shea, before ithe 
legislature to eliminate party designa- 
tions from the municipal caucuses 
and elections, would have clear sail- 
ing considerable oppostion has de- 
veloped. 

A hearing was held on the bill at 
the State House Friday morning before 
the committee on elections. Not 
many from Quincy were present when 
the hearing opened and anticipating 
no opposition the Quincy bill was 
taken up first. 

Before the hearing had progressed 
far however there were quite a num- 
ber from Quincy present. They in- 
cluded Mayor Shea, City Solicitor Mc- 
Anarney, Paul R. Blackmur, president 
of the Citizens’ Association, Walter S. 
Pinkham, Representatives Thomas and 
Langelier, ex-Mayor John O, Hall, ex- 
Representative Edward J. Sandberg, 
W. M. Chase, chairman of the Republi- 
can City Committee, ex-Tax Collector 
James H. Cunningham, Herbert Y. 
Follett of the Ward Five Republican 
committee, Albert Q. L. Whitman and 
ex-Chief Engineer Amos L, Litchfield. 

During the hearing local politics 
were gone into and some of the fa- 
mous mayoralty campaigns were re- 
hearsed. Mr. McAnarney in opening 
said that the bill was in compliance 
with a demand that we have the privi- 
lege of conducting caucuses for Mu- 
nicipal elections without party desig- 
nations. While party designations are 
of use in national and state affairs 
it was believed advisable to conduct 
city affairs along the citizens line. 

One of the organizations of Quincy 
took up the matter and invited all 
other organizations to send irepresen- 
tatives. The one vote passed at this 
meeting was in favor of eliminating 
party designations. 

At a subsequent mass meeting of 
the citizens it was also so voted unan- 
imously. Mr. McAnarney since then 
had been no oppostion to the change 
as far as he knew. He said the citi- 
zens ought to be free to express their 
preference inrespective of party. If 
we can break away from parties the 
feeling is that we can get better men 
to run for office. 

People should be able to do this 
without breaking away from their 
party. The best citizens have fre- 
quently declared they would run if 
they could get away from politics. 

Mr. McAnerney then cited the elec- 
tion of Mayor Shea as an instance of 
voters breaking away from their party. 
He said we want ithe right to con- 
duct our affairs as a corporation 
would. He knew there were men 
who were elected to office through 
party affiliation. He said this Dill 
should not be confounded iwith any 
attempt to amend the charter. It 
does not interfere with the cnarter in 
the least. 

In drawing the bill Mr. McAnarney 
said that he had followed the Haver- 
hill act. Stromg men refuse to go in- 
to a political squabble for council- 
man. 

When asked as to the character of 
the Councils for the past few years 
Mr. McAnarney said there had never 
been any charge of graft and as a 
whole they were honest men, but not 
men of the proper calibre. They do 
not represent the business sentiment. 
We want to make this a purely local 
affair. 

He said we want to eliminate the 
party designation so that a voter can 
vote for a man and not forsake his 
party. He would have the bill left 
to referendum. Mr. McAnarney also 
referred to the first Bryant election 
which was won by a combination of 
Bryantites and Democrats. 

Mayor Shea said all that was want- 
ed was an opportunity to present the 
question to the voters. If the citi- 
zens want it they are entitled to it. 

Representative Burr who was evi- 
dently familiar with Quincy politics 
asked the Mayor a number of ques- 
tions. 

Paul R. Blackmur gave the history 
of several elections to bear out the 
claim that it was desirable to elimin- 
ate party designations one of which 
was where R. F. Claflin who ran for 
Councilman at large on the Demo- 
cratic ticket was defeated by clerks. 

He said the people say we have had 
enough of the present way and that 
we want to try the other method. He 
said not the most desirable men as 
a rule go to the City Council. 

At this point the chairman asked 
if there was any opposition and 
Messrs. Sandberg, Hall, Chase, Whit- 
man and Follett stood up. : 

As there were other matters before 
the committee the Quincy hearing was 
adjourned until afternoon that the op- 
position might be heard.

For the Patriot: 
LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL. 


Since I last wrote President-elect 
Taft and the distinguished engineers 
who accompanied him to Panama 
have returned and made their report 
and the President in turn has sent a 
message to congress confirming the 
information that has already been 
given that the lock type of canal is the 
only one approved by the engineers 
and the President-elect who, after a 
very careful study of the ground have 
expressed their preference for this 
type rather than for the sea level 
canal. The President has sent a spe- 
cial message to congress on the sub- 
ject in which he characterizes further 
advocacy of the less desirable and 
more expensive sea level canal as 
“foolish.” 

The President-elect has made it 
known that he will after the inaug- 
uration, call congress in special ses- 
sion to be assembled on March the 
15th. 

The apparently petty complications 
standing in the way of Senator Knox 
of Pennsylvania, to his acceptance of 
the highest cabinet office under the 
new president, have been swept away 
by special enactment of congress and 
there now appears to be no doubt 
that he will be the secretary of state 
under the new administration. 

The President-elect has returned 
to his Cincinati home, while Mrs. Taft, 
it is understood, is adding to her 
ward-robe in New York. 

Only about ten legislative days and 
nights remain for this congress and 
there are a number of important ap- 
propriation bills not yet enacted. 
There has been filibustering in the 
senate and threats of filibustering in 
the house. The house is restless and 
even recalcitrant under the despotism 
of Speaker Cannon. There is much 
talk among the insurgents and mut- 
terings of revolts from both democrats 
and republicans. The same condition 
prevails in the senate, where Senator 
La Follette of Wisconsin is effectively 
protesting against the autocracy of 
Aldrich, Hale, Penrose and Gallinger. 

During the week he has successfully 
resisted Senator Hale, who attempted 
the immediate passage of the naval 
appropriation bill, and also Senator 
Penrose, who attempted to rush the 
post office bill through without de- 
bate. Mr. La Follette began with ar- 
guments against the general policy of 
withholding appropriation bills until 
it was too late for other senators to 
inquire into them. This led Senator 
Penrose of Pennsylvania to ask, with 
sarcasm, if the senate had to be com- 
pelled to listen to another Chatauqua 
lecture. 

Mr. La Follette, unmindful of the 
interruption, continued with his re- 
marks and intimated that Penrose had 
not given enough attention to the pre- 
paration of the post office budget and 
that the measure had not been proper- 
ly prepaired. Then Mr. Penrose arose 
in wrath and in a few moments there 
was a sensation, recognized both on 
the senate floor and in the galleries. 
His arraignment was bitter and he 
concluded it with the remark that Mr. 
La Follette’s arguments “might better 
be made by a vendor of patent medi- 
cines from the tail end of a cart in 
some obscure village in Wisconsin 
than by a senator of the United 
States.” 

It became evident yesterday that the 
plans for the conservation of the na- 
tural resources of the country had 
passed the experimental stage and 
have become continental instead of na- 
tional, inasmuch as Canada and Mex- 
ico are giving enthusiastic cooperation 
to the great enterprise. 

These facts became apparent in the 
opening address of President Roose- 
velt this week in the east room of the 
White house and the sentiment was 
strengthened later in the day in the 
state department by speeches made by 
representatives from other govern- 
ments. In these speeches, it was rec- 
ognized that international streams are 
affected by cutting forests on either 
side of the boundary and that con- 
servation plans, to be effective, must 
be international. 

Mr, Hepburn of Iowa, one of the 
most capable and influencial members 
of the lower house, attacked the house 
rules this week and referring to a 
plank in the last national democratic 
platform, denouncing the rules of the 
house as at present enforced, said: 
“I am one of those who would con- 
demn the ten commandments if by 
some accident the democratic party 
should adopt them. 

“For fifty years it has been my duty 
to criticize the democratic party, but 
this particular plank is consoling to 
my soul.” After Colonel Hepburn’s 
speech, Speaker Cannon agreed to 
make a concession to the house in- 
surgents by setting apart a day each 
week for the consideration of bills on 
the calendar. This is one of the prin- 
cipal privileges demanded by the in- 
surgents. 


SECURES LARGE VERDICT. 


A jury in the Superior Court at 
Dedham last week were interested in 
hearing an important land damage 
case against the town of Hyde Park 
brought by Nathan G. Nickerson of 
Quincy and Feb. 19 returned their 
verdict of $19,559 in favor of Nicker- 
son. 

The case arose out of the abolition 
of the grade crossing on Fairmount 
Avenue near the centre of the town 
of Hyde Park. Mr. Nickerson owned 
a piece of property which was de- 
veloped for commercial purposes 
which was injured very much by rea- 
son of the town's raising the grade of 
Fairmount Avenue in front of his 
property. This it had to do in order 
to carry the roadway over the rail- 
road tracks in abolishing the cross- 
ing. 

The verdict is one of the largest of 
its kind ever rendered in Norfolk 
County, in fact the largest since the 
Fensmere case some five or six years 
ago, and is the largest verdict of any 
kind rendered by a jury in Norfolk for 
some years.

any other place. I had letters of in- 
troduction to a number of people, in- 
cluding Governor General Smith; and 
I knew Mr. Fred Moir, and Mr. Tribou 
of Wollaston, who are out there in 
the government service. I spent some 
pleasant hours with them, and had 
the pleasure of reading the Quincy 
news in the Ledger which is sent to 
Mr. Tribou regularly. 

Manila is a quaint old place, and the 
old city has a wall around it which 
the Spanish were forced to build be- 
cause the Filipinos had an unpleasant 
habit of making raids at night and 
killing off a few of the residents. 
Every evening there is a band concert 
on the Lunetta, which is a large park. 
I had the pleasure of hearing the 
Constabulary band, which won second 
prize in the contest at the St. Louis 
exhibition. 

From Maniia I went to Hongkong 
across the roughest piece of water in 
the world when the north east mon- 
soon is on. A fine view of the town 
and harbor can be seen from the peak. 

Next I went to Shanghai, which is 
considered the finest city in the far 
east. I had letters of introduction to 
Judge Wilfly of the United States court 
and Mr. Bassett, the district attorney. 
There are many things to see here, 
among which the Chinese City is per- 
haps the most interesting. It would 
be imposs.tie to attempt to see it 
without a Chinese guide. It is like 
a huge maze and you couldn't find 
your way out of it. The Chinamen 
left a very good impression with me. 
In their dealings they are honest, and 
when they say, “can do” or “no can 
do,” they stick to their word, and that 
is more than can be said of the Jap- 
anese. They are too polite and full of 
excuses. I do not think you will find 
a few in the whole of Japan. They 
wouldn’t stand a “look in.” 

I saw all the leading cities of Japan. 
Nagasaki, Kobe, Kioto, Yokohama, and 
the pretty towns around it and Tokio. 
Here I met a Japanese fellow with 
whom I have corresponded ever since 
I was in Quincy High school. Each 
of us wore a white ribbon in our but- 
ton-holes, so when I stepped off the 
train we were able to identify each 
other. He was very nice to me and 
took me around Tokio. I liked Japan. 
It is a beautiful country and the wom- 
en are very fascinating with their 
curious dress. 

From Japan I went to Korea. The 
Koreans are very peculiar looking 
people. The men wear white baggy 
trousers tied at the ankles, white coats 
and high crowned hats, which rest on 
the top of their heads and must be 
tied under the chin to keep them on. 

From Korea I went to Dalny, Man- 
churia, and then to Port Arthur. This 
perhaps was the most interesting 
place which I visited. There is avery 
good museum there containing guns 
and rifles captured from the Russians, 
barbed and electric wires which were 
used for defences and models of the 
forts made out of earth and pebbles. 
I visited the demolished forts, and only 
those who have seen them can get an 
idea of the enormous work accom- 
plished by the Japanese. 

I have just arrived at Calcutta, a 
place which will have great interest 
for me.

Household Receipts. 


Cream of Celery Soup. Put one 
head of celery, chopped fine, in one 
pint of water, and boil until tender, 
then add it to one pint of milk which 
has been thickened with one table- 
spoonful of flour and boiled ten min- 
utes; add one tablespoonful of but- 
ter, and season to taste. Strain, and 
serve at once. 


Oyster Stew. Mix half pint milk with 
a teaspoonful of corn flour, boil until 
it thickens, stirring constantly. To 
this add half an ounce of butter and 
season to taste. Then throw in six 
or eight oysters and stew gently for 
twenty minutes. Serve on a hot dish 
with some small pieces of bread that 
have been soaked in lemon juice and 
toasted, surrounding the oysters. 


Scrambled Eggs. Cook the eggs in 
double boiler and never directly over 
the fire. Beat the eggs in the upper 
part until well broken up but not 
light; set over the hot water, stir con- 
stantly until cooked like custard, add- 
ing a rounding teaspoon of butter to 
four eggs, a salt-spoon of salt and a 
few dashes of pepper. Be careful not 
to overcook. The egg should be soft 
like a properly cooked custard and 
not hard and leathery. 


Waffles. Pass through a sieve, to- 
gether, two cups of flour, half a tea- 
spoonful of salt, and three teaspon- 
fuls of baking powder. Beat the yolks 
of two eggs, add one cup of sweet 
milk, and stir into the dry ingredients 
with four tablespoonfuls of melted | 
butter. Lastly add the whites of two!

HOLSTEIN CATTLE. 


Holstein-Friesian cattle have  be- 
come widely known among dairymen 
because of their extreme profit mak- 
ing capacity and are widely spread 
over Continental Europe. They are 
supposed to have originated in Hol- 
land, where they have been bred for 
at least 2,000 years as dairy cattle. 

The moist lowlands of Holland pro- 
duce abundant feed, and the inherited 
skill of the Hollander coming through 
many generations of people who have 
devoted themselves entirely to the 
care of cows, with a process of selec- 
tion of the superior cattle, aided by 
Government regulation as to breeding, 
have produced the most wonderful and 
useful breed of the world. 

The cattle breeders of other coun- 
tries have recognized this, and have 
used the Holland cows in building up 
such well-known races as the Ayr- 
shire and Shorthorn, while Continent- 
al Europe, from the Arctic Circle 
down, possesses offshoots of the Hol- 
land breed, all of which, under var- 
ious names, are uniformly animals of 
a strong and vigorous character, 
yielding largely of milk and fatten- 
ing into profitable and excellent meat. 

The size of the breed is large. The 
cows, properly reared, weigh at ma- 
turity well toward 1,400 pounds, and 
average from 8,000 to 12,500 pounds 
of milk, and 300 to 550 pounds of but- 
ter per year. 

The quality of the milk, related to 
butter fat, shows an average of about 
3 1-4 per cent. fat. The other solids 
are about 9 per cent., and are uni- 
formly present to this extent, making 
a milk exceedingly desirable for 
liquid consumption or for butter or 
cheese production. It is a milk which 
does not readily separate its fat as 
does that of breeds whose milk char- 
acteristically shows larger fat glo- 
bules, and it is, therefore, the best 
possible milk for shipping purposes. 

Of the 1,994 Holstein cows tested by 
State experiment stations during the 
year ending May 15, 1908, the average 
seven-day yield was 13,61 pounds of 
fat from 393 pounds of milk, showing 
a fat percentage of 3.46. 

Holstein cattle are by no means 
dainty in their choice of food from 
calfhood up. They freely consume all 
sorts of roughage. They possess vig- 
orous constitutions and are hardy 
under all conditions of climate; free 
from disease, and breed with great 
regularity, producing very large and 
strong calves, which are raised with- 
out difficulty. 

The nearness in composition to the 
human mother’s milk has led gen- 
erally to the use of Holstein milk for 
infants, and the supplying of pure 
Holstein milk for this purpose has 
become a distinct feature of the city 
milk trade.

The es- 
timated population of the state in 
1907 is estimated at 3,086,687, against 
the census figures for 1905 of 3,003,- 
680, thus showing a gain of 1.41 per 
eent. for the five years previous, 
against 2.45 for the previous five, and 
the last two do not offer much en- 
couragement. The number of births 
in 1907 was 85,001; the marriages 
numbered 31,055; and the deaths to 
54,234. The excess of births over 
deaths was 30,767. The number of 
births to 1000 persons was 27.54. The 
number of persons married to every 
1000 population ‘was 20.12, 
23.44 in 1851, when the table begins. 
But this figure for 1907 is larger than 
for any year since 1873, so things are 
looking up in the world a trifle. The 
rate dropped to 14.91 in the hard 
times year of 1878 The deaths to 
1000 persons numbered 17.57, against 
16.63 for the previous year and 16.36 
for 1904, which is the lowest recorded 
since 1851. The excess rate of births 
over deaths was 9.97 per 1000 persons 
which is the highest since 1860. The 
ratio of births to marriages was 2.87. 
which is lower than for the previous 
two years and materially lower than 
for most of the recent years. The 
highest rate recorded is 3.36 in 1859, 
and that is a good ways back, before 
much was heard about race suicide. 
It will be noticed that there are some 
glimpses of better prospects in some 
of the preceding figures. There was 
a daily average of 233 births, 85 mar- 
riages and 146 deaths. 

Averages have been computed for 
the five-year census periods and some 
of the points are these: The excess 
of birth-rate over death-rate for the 
last five-year period from 1900 to 
1905, was 8.4 per 1000 persons, again- 
st 8.9 for the previous five years, but 
those figures are higher than for any 
average for five years back to the 
period from 1855 to 1860, before the 
war, when it was 11.6. Deaths to the 
1000 persons for the last five year 
period averaged only 16.7 and this is 
lower than for any previous period 
and the next loWest was 17.7 for the 
five years ended in 1860. Births to 
1905, was 8.4 per 1000 persons, against 
8.9 for the previous five years, but 
there are two periods lower, one of 
25 for the five years ended in 1885, 
and one of 24.2 for the five years end- 
ed in 1880. 

In 1905 our population averaged a 
density of 139 to the square kilometer 
and in all the countries of Europe 
there are only two of greater density. 
Belgium in 1900 had 227 to the square 
kilometer, and Saxony had 280. Com- 
parison is not made with any of the 
states of the United States, but we are 
generally credited with being the 
densest, with the exception of Rhode 
Island. There were 15,344 children 
born of parentage of mixed mnation- 
ality in 1907, or 445 more than in 
1806. Figures covering long ‘periods 
show a very slow, but steady tend- 
ency of mixed marriages to increase 
in number. indicating how race lines 
are being gradually obliterated, which 
reminds me of seeing within a few 
days, an undoubted specimen of an 
Irish negro, with sandy and kinky 
hair, a strongly marked Irish face and 
a mulatto complexion. 

The marriages number one to ex- 
actly every 50 of the population, 
against one for every 51.3 in 1906, 
55.3 in 1905, 60.1 in 1904, 56 in 1903 
and 57 in 1902. Of the four quarters 
of the year, the most occur in the 
spring quarter and the fewest in 
winter. The average age of all bride- 
grooms was 28.8 years and the aver- 
age age of all brides was 25.22 years. 
The average age of men marrying for 
the first time was 27.1 years, and the 
average of women marrying for the 
first time was 23.3 years. The young- 
est recorded age at marriage was that 
of a girl at 13 years. But 11 married 
at 14 and 46 at 15. The youngest boy 
married was 15 years of age, but § 
married at 16. There were 674 men 
and 5,328 women married under 20. 
There were 2628 second marriages, 
107 third and three fourth. Both 
parties were native born in 42.44 per 
cent. of the marriages, both were 
foreign born in 36.96 per cent. The 
number of divorces in 1907 was 1932, 
which was in the ratio of one divorce 
to every 16.1 marriages, against one 
to 16. for 1906 and 30.6 in 1888, which 
is as far back as the table ‘goes. This 
frequency is exceeded only twice in 
the table. In 1904 the ratio was 15.3 
and in 1903 it was 15.6. But, taking 
the last 20 years as a whole, there 
has been a prodigious increase of di- 
voree. 

Comparison of death rate with 
foreign countries shows that against 
the 18 per 1000 persons in 1907, the 
latest figures from Great Britain, 
Sweden and Norway give each the 
rate of 16, which Russia runs as high 
as 29 for the year 1899 and Spain had 
the same high figures in 1900. In this

HOUGHS NECK SCHOOL LOT. 


A public hearing was held at 8 
o'clock on the matter of the purchase 
of a school Jot at Houghs Neck. 

A representative of William Norte- 
man was the first speaker. He offered 
the city a lot of land, located in the 
centre of tthe school district. If 
50,000 feet were taken he would sell 
for 10 cents per foot, if 60,000 feet 
were taken for 9 cents per foot and 
if 70,000 feet were taken he would sell 
it for $6,000. 

In reply to a question he stated that 
he would sell a lot of 100,000 square 
feet for 7 cents per foot. That he 
would give a right of way to the lot 
from Sea street, but would not build 
the street. 

Frank Whall representing Mr. Pet- 
erson stated that he had a lot contain- 
ing 56,000 feet which he would sell 
for 10 cents per foot. His lot was 
near tthe Norteman lot. There were 
now two houses on the lot which he 
would move away. 

No more lots were offered but sev- 
eral spoke on the needs of a school 
at Houghs Neck. 

Henry W. French advocated pur- 
chasing a large lot that a playground 
might he provided. The Norteman 
lot was in the geographical centre 
of the school district. 

Ex-Councilman Teasdale asked if 
the children would go to the school 


lot for play except during school 
hours. 

Mr. French replied not frequently 
at present. Probably only during 


school hours. 

Frank Whall spoke of the great 
need of a school building at Houghs 
Neck. 

Mr. Fosdick said there was now 173 
school children at Houghs Neck, 
other than ‘those attending the High 
school. There was a great need of a 
school building in this section. 

The hearing was then closed.

AGAIN THE DOG. 


Editor of the Patriot: 


counting the days before the seventh 
of March ,when their animals may 
breathe freely once more. A muzzle 
as applied usually is a torture and 
being tied is misery scarcely to be en- 
dured. One who loves dogs and has 
dealt with thousands says that she 
would prefer that a dog be killed rather 
than muzzled or tied for any length 
of time. It is extreme cruelty to ani- 


that is ending has had too many 
months of such treatment and a re- 


hope that it may not be renewed for 
a long time. 

The lapsing of the edict cannot 
alter facts however. There are too 
many uncared for dogs. When a dog 
is without a collar or what is per- 
haps «worse, when he wears a collar 
with no name or license number to 
furnish identification, when he is not 
missed from home for three days, as 
is the case not infrequently, there is 
cause for some interference for the 
safety of the animal as well as for 
society. Anyone who owns a cow, 
horse, pig, dog, cat, hen, pigeon or 
any animal whatever must so care for 
it as to reduce to a2 minimum the 
chance of injury to any other crea- 
ture or thing. If all human beings 
had hearts filled with love for other 
humans and for animals, life would be 
very easy, but even in ideal conditions, 
ownership carries an obligation that 
cannot be shifted or escaped. 

Moreover, many people who try to 
overcome it, have a deep and awful 
fear of certain animals. Many others 
have pet interests and sacrifice much 
to ithem, if it be a garden, no money 
can pay for injury done by cow, horse, 
dog, cat or hens. If the pet be a cat, 
no dog should be able to tease or in- 
jure it. If one owns hens, chickens or 
birds, no cat should be permitted to 
injure them. No less in case of cow, 
horse ,cat or hen than of dog should 
the owner be held responsible for all 
harm done to it. The law as it stands 
is excellent if it can be enforced but 


carelessness or a worse motive pay 


use. The misfortune is that because 
so many disregard law all suffer great- 
er penalties. 

The dog is a protector. If these 
columns were thrown open for Quin- 
cy people to narrate experiences, there 
would be little else in the paper than 
stories of dogs which warned away 
burglars, gave alarm of fire, rescued 
from drowning and saved life and 
property in other ways. A good dog 
is almost a necessary adjunct to the 
home. That dog should be trained 
to guard the home and his whereabouts 
and condition be known at all times 
by his owner.

one case of rabies had been found. 
This covers a period of ten years. 
Many dogs have been under suspicion 
but it has proven to be indigestion, 
fits or some similarly violent sickness. 

It is a difficult matter to handle. 
One case of rabies neglected is awful 
in its consequences and far-reaching 
in its results, Hence there should 
be a wholesome fear of the disease all 
should read carefully the printed 
statements on the back of license is- 
sued and those who have no dogs to 
license should get this information 
from the city clerk. The danger is 
searcely less from the over fear that 
throws timid, nervous people into con- 
vulsions and often causes death .

How the State of Massachusetts has

Bay State to establish departments 
competent to issue life insurance poli- 
cies of a value not exeeding $500 


passed in the spring of 1907. 
Under the act the state provides 


lease is hailed with joy and the all the necessary machinery for giv- 


ing the wage earner a chance to get 
safe and cheap life insurance. 

Savings banks in Massachusetts are 
famous for conservative and economi- 
cal management. The whole scheme 
is secured through a General Guaran- 
ty Fund to which those banks that 
have established insurance depart- 
ments are required to make contri- 
butions according to the amount of 
insurance they do. A State Actuary 
has established rates and standard 
forms of policies. A state medical 
examiner has prescribedthe conditions 
of the physical examinations which 
have to be taken to secure life in- 
surance but not old age pensions. 
Both ithe bank commissioner and the 
insurance commissioner supervise the 
insurance departments of savings 
banks. No other insurance iis so ab- 
solutely safe. 

The new law went into effect 
November, 1907, so that the plan seems 
to be more tthan a year old, it was 
not until last summer that the ma- 
chinery for the operation of the 
scheme was ready. 

The premium rates were fixed in 
accordance with the mortality statis- 
tics of Massachusetts where the death 
rate is highest in order that no local 
savings bank may find itself in dif- 
ficulty because a great many people 
die off in the community in which 
it is situated. Provision is made, of 
course, for the return to the poli- 
cy holders of any profits that are 


made in the business. This rebating 


may take the form of cash dividends 
or of increased insurance. 


The first institutions to start an 
insurance department was the Whit- 
man Savings Bank. The example of 


this bank was soon followed by the 
People’s Savings Bank of Brockton. 

Something about the agencies which 
these banks have established in other 
places will be told in another article 
of this series.

Under the Newton plan the City 
Hospital leases a piece of land to the 
city for a number of years. The city 
then builds a contagious hospital 
which it leases to the City Hospital 
for periods of ten years each. 

All patients of the city are sent to 
the ‘hospital the city being charged 
with the cost for ithe care of such pa- 
tients as it sends to the hospital con- 
tagious ward.

Charles S. Howe, president of the 
Case School of Applied Science, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, one of the leading 
engineering schools of the West, on 
a recent public occasion stated, ac- 
cording to Cement Age, that cement 
as a product was important historical- 
ly, because it had been known for 
thousands of years through great 
masterpieces of art and architecture, 
but not until recent years was much 
known of the chemistry of cement 
and concrete, which have now  be- 
come the great structural materials. 
While this country had been backward 
in its use until comparatively recent 
years, American energy and enter- 
prise have become thoroughly applie! 
to the subject, with the result that a 
vast quantity of cement is now manu- 
factured, thus making its use a sub- 
ject of extreme importance to all 
classes, owing to economic consid- 
erations. He predicted that cement 
would be the great building miaicrial 
of the future, not only because of its 
durability, but owing to its fireproof 
qualities. As an educator, he _ re- 
gretted that all schoolhouses were not 
constructed of cement, as there has 
recently been occasion to deplore the 
use of inflammable material. It is 
estimated that we spend a billion 
dollars for building per year, while 
our loss by fire represents 500 mil- 
lions. This is false economy. He 
calied attention to the necessity of 
having a substitute for our almost 
exhausted lumber supply, which, it is 
estimated, will practically disappear 
in from twenty to thirty-five years at 
the present rate of consumption. This 
substitute must consist largely of 
cement.

John Fallon & Sons, who recently 
purchased tthe Frederick & Field quar- 
ry, have installed mew machinery and 
will quarry granite for monumental 
and building purposes. 

The power plant installed includes 
a 125 horse power boiler, a 40 horse 
power engine and a 50 horse power 
air compresser. 

In addition to this, two large pow- 
er derricks have been erected. 

The quarry produces a medium and 
dark granite of fine quality. The 
quarry was opened upwards of 85 
years ago but has not been worked 
for fifieen years. At the present time 
the firm is getting out some excep- 
tionally large sheets of granite free 
from knots and blemishes. 


QUINCY GROWING. 


Some idea of how rapidly Quincy is 
growing can be had by consulting the 
office of the Inspector of Buildings. 

Quincy covers a large territory and 
building is in progress in all sections. 

There is hardly a day passes but 
one or more parties apply to the in- 
spector for permits to erect new 
buildings. 

Thus far this year there has been 
quite a boom in the building line. But 
two months of the year have gone yet 
during these two months the Inspec- 
tor of Buildings has issued permits 
for mew buildings and for additions to 
existing buildings that aggregate in 
value nearly $150,000. 

It might be said that the larger 
part of this amount is for new build- 
ings.

CHORAL SOCIETY ORATORIO. 


Music hall was filled to overflowing 
Tuesday night, when the Quincy 
Choral Society gave its first public 
concert. 


The work produced was the Elijah | 


of Mendelssohn, a piece as everyone 
knows that ranks next to the Messiah 
in point of beauty and difficulty to in- 
terpret, 

In fact among the majority of music 
lovers Elijah is greeted with more en- 
thusiasm, than even the Messiah, its 
spirit being more modern, its musical 
form more flexible, and its concep- 
tions more intellectual. 

While the tone is purely religious, 
the ideas are less confined to dogma 
and are addressed io the imagination 
rather tham the heart, to the aesthe- 
tic rather than the reason. The mus- 
ic even to the untrained ear is full of 
a deep and soulful beauty, that stirs 
the emotions and stimulates the im- 
agination. In fact throughout the en- 
tire oratorio, the music is always in- 
teresting, and is absolutely void of 
any dull or uninteresting passages, 
such s one finds in other composi- 
tions of this kind. The piece is full 
of difficult passages and is exceeding- 
ly hard to interpret. 

The Choral Society however made 
easy ‘work of the most intricate 
passages, and did their work with in- 
telligence and smoothness, the result 
of jong weeks of careful and pains- 
taking study. 

Their attack was all that could be 
desired, and the manner in which 
they followed the varying moods of 
the composer showed a deep and sym- 


io. 

Thé prayer of the priests, when 
they call upon Baal to send down 
fire, that Elijah may be extirpated, 
was splendid. The cry “Baal, we cry 
to thee” was given with such an in- 
tenseness that the audience fairly 
held their breath. And again 
prayer of the priests, “Hear our cry 
O Baal! now arise! wherefore slum- 
ber” was given with a dramatic 
fervor. seldom heard, even by pro- 
fessionals. It was the cry of the 
doubter, calling upon someone or 
something, that way down deep in his 
heart he knew would not respond to 
his appeal. 

Then again, after the great Jehovah 
has sent down fire in response to 
Dlijah’s prayer, the chorus breaks 
out into a song that is the epitome 
of awe. 

The choral society sang this pas- 
sage for all that was in it. 
there ‘was not one passage through- 
out the entire oratorio in which they 


voices.were well blended, and they 
did their work with a snap that was 
especially pleasing. 

There’ was none of the lagging on 
the part of any group of 
that so often mars a work of 
kind. 

While the chorus was all that 
could be desired, the soloists of the 
evening were equally good.

The friendship of organized labo: 
toward the plan of savings bank in- 
surance and old age annuities has 
been constant from the first. 

During the period in which the 
measure to permit savings  institu- 
tions of the Bay State to open in- 
surance departments was before the 
legislature labor union after union 
throughout the state passed resolu- 
tions approving the scheme. 

Their attitude unquestionably had 
much to do with the passage of the 
bill in the face of determined op- 
position. 

The interest of organized labor has 
continued to be keen. At the Denver 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor last fall strong resolu- 
tions were passed in approval of the 
idea. The Boston Central Labor 
Union early established an agency of 
the Whitman Savings Bank. Others 
have since done so. Lately a Trades 
Union Branch of the Massachusetts 
Savings Insurance League has been 
formed for the purpose of carrying 
cn educational work among the lo- 
cals of Massachusetts. 

To increase the case of practical 
cooperation of labor unions with the 
savines banks in extending savings in- 
surance facilities the provision of the 
law that permits the appointment of 
agencies for the receipt of applications 
and the collection of premiums is par- 
ticularly favorable. 

The labor unions in the shoe manu- 
facturing towns and cities have been 
so cordial in their support of the savy- 
ings insurance scheme that it is ex- 
pected practically all will open agen- 
cies within a short time.

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COOKING LECTURES. 


The second of Mrs. Janet McKen- 
zie Hill's demonstration lectures on 
cooking under the auspices of the 
Wollaston Kindergarten committee, 
was given Monday afternoon in 
Brasee hall, Wollaston, the attendance 
was fully as large as last week and 
the interest as keen. For who does 
not like an entree? 

Mrs. Hill began her lecture by giv- 
ing the definition of entree; some- 
thing that is served between, just af- 
ter the main course—the whole thing 
on one plate, or individual, and every 
particle is edible, or it may be the 
main dish of a luncheon. 

The first dish made and served was 
Ham Timbales with peas in white 
sauce. The little moulds were per- 
fect with a bit of parsley on each, 
around which ‘was poured the sauce, 
and they were just as good to eat as 
they looked. One could also use ham 
and chicken, or tongue with lamb or 
veal. She gave valuable information 
regarding the different timbales and 
ramekin dishes, and how to line the 
moulds. 

The second dish appealed especially 
to those who have Jearned the many 
various things that can be prepared 
in a casserole, and tthe advantage of 
having all served hot in the dish it 
is cooked in. Veal Balls with maca- 
roni en casserole was composed of 
so many ingredients that it would be 
a dinner in itself for the average 
family. Mrs. Hill told and showed in 
detail each step as regarding pre- 
paring the tomatoes, macaroni, etc. 

The Truffled Fish mousse was a 
dish which must have been new to 
all. The fish mould was first lined 
with truffle cut to fit depressions in 
the mould but as Mrs. Hill said, for 
ordinary occasions a plain mould 
would do just as well. A lady asked 
her to tell what a truffle was, and 
Mrs. Hill fully explained where and 
how they grew and were hunted. 
They are a great delicacy. The mousse 
was served with a delicious hollan- 
daise sauce and garnished with pota- 
to rosettes slightly browned and 
would please the eye as well as the 
taste of every one. She explaincd 
how one could use the breast of chick- 
en instead of fish. 

The Halibut au gratin en 
Remequins were delicious and she 
said there were endless ways of pre- 
paring fish after this method and hav- 
ing very delectable dishes, mos’ of us 
do not use enough fish. She told of 
the Indian mother and the pains she 
took to provide the different proteids 


and animal foods for her family. 
These prehistoric people did little 
cooking but with natural instinct 


they got all the elements needed. 

Baked Bananas were liked by 
those who do not like bananas raw. 
Mrs. Hill said they were wholesome 
after cooking and had a food value. 

To the Sultana sauce she added 
cooking sherry wine, which she paid 
contained no more alcohol than did 
vanilla. 

Mrs. Pinkham called the ladies at- 
tention to several articles on sale in- 
cluding the magic cover, an ice pick, 
and a little heart shape affair which 
cost only a dime and could be put to 
numerous uses.

GRANITE INDUSTRY. 


The granite industry is the last to 
feel any depression in business as 
well as the last industry to feel any 
improvement in business. 

Last fall when other lines of busi- 
ness were reporting a depression the 
granite line was good. Now how- 
ever the granite business is feeling 
the depression and at the present 
time business in this line is very 
quiet. 

Usually March is the month when 
business begins to look up and the 
manufacturers begin to get busy 
with their orders for Memorial day 
delivery. Not so this year. 

At the present time practically ali 
of the manufacturers have caught up 
with their orders and work is decided- 
ly quiet. 

Most of the firms are running with 
reduced force and the result is that 
there are many men loafing about the 
streets. 

A trip through the granite district 
at South Quincy finds little groups of 
men standing on the corners kicking 
their heels together and wishing that 
business would start up. It is hard 
to make these men believe that 
business is quiet for they have visited 
the wholesalers in Boston who tell 
them that there is plenty of work. 

To prove it they hand the men a 
bunch of tracings and encourage 
these men, some of whom are entirely 
unfamiliar with the office end of the 
business, to go intc business for 
themselves. 

The result is that the men are flat- 
tered. They secure a small piece of 
land somewhere and the next thing 
known is that a new firm has “opened 
up shop.” 

Being unable to figure a job as it 
should be so as to come out whole, 
these parties take a contract at so 
low a figure that when the job is 
finished and the results figured out at 
the end the parties find that they have 
got stuck and have not averaged a 
day's pay. 

The result of this is bad for the 
legitimate manufacturers who is up 
against the proposition of figuring 
against some of the irresponsible 
firms in order to get work. The 
middleman, or wholesaler jingles the 
coin in his pocket and sits back in 
his chair and laughs. He has made a 
good profit and does not care whether 
the man who cut the job made $5 or 
lost $15 by the transaction. 

The Manufacturers Association is 
doing all it can to break up this 
method of doing business but it is an 
up hill fight.

FEBRUARY WEATHER. 


The weather of February was char- 
acterized by continued high tempera- 
ture, frequent and heavy rains and a 
marked absence of snow. The month 
was nearly five degrees warmer than 
usual, the mean temperature of 29.5 
degrees being the highest for Feb- 
ruary since 1898. The maximum tem- 
perature was 56 degrees on the 10th, 
while ‘the lowest reached was one be- 
low zero on the Ist. The temperature 
rose above freezing on 18 days and 
fell below zero on one day. The 
total precipitation of 5.11 inches was 
26 per cent greater than the normal 
amount, and an appreciable quantity 
fell on days, mostly in the form of 
rain. 

The total snowfall was only five in- 
ches and the ground was bare the 
greater part of the month. The rain 
of the 14th, 15th and 16th froze as it 
fell, covering the ground and all out- 
side objects with from one to three 
inches of ice which remained until 
the 19th. There was rather more 
cloudiness than usual and the relative 
humidity was somewhat higher than 
normal. The total number of hours 
of sunshine was three per cent be- 
low the average. There was more 
than the customary amount of wind 
and the predominating direction was 
west, and gales occurred on five days. 
On tthe 10th the wind rose to 90 miles 
per hour from the south, which is the 
highest velocity recorded since Jan. 2, 
1893.

INFECTED BEEF. 


There has been but little public dis- 
cussion in Quincy over the infected 
beef question. Many however, have 
been heard to state that they would 
not on any condition eat a piece of 
beef knowing the same to be anyway 
infected, even if certain officials do 
declare that it is not harmful. 

The duty of finding out if any 
beef sold in Quincy is infected, is up 
to the inspector of provisions, who is 
under the Board of Health. As far 
as known, he has reported no cases 
in Quincy, but now that the question 
has been raised he will probably be 
more strict in his inspection. 

A morning paper publishes a num- 


ber of interviews with Mayors of 


Massachusetts cities on the question 
and Mayor Shea is credited with the 
following: 

“The Massachusetts Legislature 
should investigate this matter to the 
end. The State law as far as I can 
interpret it states ‘that no infected 
beef shall be sold. I will instruct the 
Board of Health of this city to inves- 
tigate the matter thoroughly. I will 
not eat the meat nor would I want 
anyone else to do so. It is too seri- 
ous @ question to trifle with, and Gov- 
ernor Draper should see that every 
possible means is taken to protect 
public health. Some of those Sena- 
tors should think of the people. They 
should not gag any attempt at inves- 
tigation.” 

When shown the interview this 
morning the Mayor said that they ex- 
pressed his views on the subject. 

A larger part of the beef sold in 
Quincy is suplied by the Hammond 
Beef Co., who declare their beef to be 
all right. There are some places, 
however, where cheap cuts of beef are 
sold and the infected beef if any, is 
more apt to be found in the cheap 
cuts, although here in Quincy the in- 
spector keeps after the provision 
dealers pretty sharp to see that they 
live up to the law. 

It is a question, however, if any in- 
spector or local man could give beef, 
would disclose whether it was in- 
fected with tuberculosis or not, and 
that the proper place for the rigid 
inspection would be at the places 
where the beef is killed.

When I mentioned his son, the Presi- 
dent, and Mrs. Adams the tear glit- 
tered in his eye ;he attempted to reply 
but was overcome with emotion. Find- 
ing the subject too tender, | changed 
it as quickly as possible. 

Mr. Adams is represented to have 
been a patron of merit and genius, 
and amongst the most charitable men 
of ‘tthe age. His mansion is a large 
venerable frame building, built, as he 
told me, about thirty-six years ago. 
It is large for a country house, con- 
sisting of three apartments, of cqual 
size below stairs, with a gallery lead- 
ing to the staircase. One of these is 
a common room, into which strangers 
are first introduced. In passing to 
the next room, you turn suddenly to 
the right ,and crossing the gallery 
enter a parlor, the furniture of which 
resembles a female Quaker’s dress, 
rich but simple. The chairs were 
furnished with deep satin cushions; 
elegant sofas and carpets completed 
the furniture. From this in the same 
direction you enter the third apart- 
ment, which contains the family por- 
traits. The portrait of Mr. Adams 
and his lady when they were young 
likewise his daughter and John Quin- 
cy. The latter had very little resem- 
blance to the original at this day, 
but as much like George Was ington 
his son, as if it had been taken for 
him.

The real estate held by foreclosure 
and common form mortgages shows a 
marked decrease. The investment in 
municipal bonds and notes has been 
still further decreased, until at the 
date of the closing of the report it 
amounts to only .4 of 1 per cent. 


In the face of heavy withdrawals 
and demands for money during the 
early part of the year the repay- 


ments on real estate loans were the 
largest in the history of the co-oper- 
ative banks of the state. 

The report reflects the healthy con- 
dition of a growing division of the 
state’s banking institutions and also 
reflects in a measure the consistent 
efforts of the Bank Commissioner in 
the direction of sound banking.—

George Thorndyke Angell, who died 
at 2.05 Tuesday morning in his apart- 
ments in the hotel Westminister, had 
been president of the Massachusetts 
society for the prevention of cruelty 
to animals for more than 40 years. 
His work in the cause of mercy, how- 
ever, was international in its scope 
and had made him for years foremost 
in that field. 

Mr. Angell who was born in South- 
bridge, June 5, 1823, was the only 
child of Rev. George Angell a Baptist 
clergyman of that place. His father 
died when he was but three years old, 
and his mother, who was the young- 
est daughter of Paul Thorndyke of 
Tewksbury supported her family by 
teaching school. When he was fourteen 
Mr. Angell went to Boston and enter- 
edadry goods store on Hanover 
street. He remained there for two or 
three years, and was then sent to an 
academy in Meriden, N. H., to be fit- 
ted for college. He entered Brown 
University, in the autumn of 1842, but 
finding the expense there higher than 
he could afford, after a year's study, 
he jeft Providence and went to Han- 
over, N. H., entering Dartmouth. There 
be was graduated in 1846. He then 
returned to Boston, and for three 
years taught school and studied law. 
In 1851 he was admitted to the bar 
and entered the office of Samuel E. 
Sewall, with whom he subsequently 
formed a copartnership which contin- 
ued for fourteen years.

There seems to be much specula- 
tion among many of the business 
men of the city, as to why the pe- 
tition of the Citizens Gas Light Com- 
pany for permits to lay new mains, 
should have met with so much op- 
position on the part of certain mem- 
bers of the City Council, Monday 
night. 

One of the reasons as put forth by 
a member of the council was, that the 
Gas Company had employed non- 
residents, when there were plenty of 
unemployed citizens looking for work. 

Still another member said he op- 
posed the petition because of the 
price charged for gas in Quincy. To 
substantiate his statement he cited 
the town of Milton where the price 
of gas is only eighty cents per thou- 
sand, while in Quincy the local gas 
company charges one dollar and a 
half per thousand; a rate almost 
double the rate in Milton. 

While both of the councilmen’s ar- 
guments are reasonable, their en- 
deavors to block the petition will not 
prevent the company from extending 
its mains at some future time, or 
prevent it from maintaining the pres- 
ent rate, or employing non-resident 
workmen if it sees fit. 

While on the other hand by al- 
lowing the company to extend their 
mains, thereby increasing their out- 
put might bring about the reduction 
in price. which the consumers de- 
sire, and which is probably antici- 
pated by the company. 

Should the company fail to make 
the desired reduction the citizens 
have the right of appealing to the 
Massachusetts Gas Commissioners, to 
investigate the financial condition of 
the company, to determine whether 
they could make the reduction, and 
still receive fair returns on the 
amount of capital invested. 

Of course at present the arguments 
are only in the air, and no definite 
statements will be made by either side 
until after the meeting of the com- 
mittee on streets, Friday evening. 

It is at least to be hoped that what- 
ever the outcome may be the parties 
interested will continue to safeguard 
the interests of Quincy and her citi- 
zens.

GRANITE TROUBLES. 


A dark cloud is hanging over the 
granite industry and unless matters 
are speedily adjusted a lockout of the 


men is probable by the end of the 
week. 
The trouble all arises over the 


strike of the union men employed at 
the yard of D. E. Cameron at South 
Quincy, or rather of the union men re- 
fusing to work at the Cameron yard 
with a man who was under discipline 
of the union. 

It appears that some time recently 
Messrs. Cameron ‘put a man to work as 
foreman who it is alleged was not 0::- 
ly in arrears to the union for dues but 
had been fined which fine remains un- 
paid. Immediately there were mut- 
terings of discontent. Then the man 
in question was admitted to the firm. 
When the union tried to collect of 
him the amounts due they were giver 
the daugh. 

Under rule 25 of the agreement be- 
tween the Manufacturers and Union 
each association has a right to ¢'-ci- 
pline its members. One of the meth- 
ods of the union to discipline its 
members is to impose a fine for work- 
ing with a non-union member. Thu: 
it was in this case. If the men a: 
Cameron's yard had continued to work 
with the man in question they would 
be fined. Rather than be fined they 
left work. 

Then it was that the Granite Manu- 
facturers’ Association took up the mat- 
ter and at a lively meeting, it is said, 
to have voted to give the Union until 
next Tuesday morning to order its 
men back at the Cameron yard ra 
lockout would be declared on ali Asso- 
ciation yards. 

The trouble in this case is one that 
has been brewing for some time and 
that it has not come to a head before 
is somewhat of a sunprise. 

It has been a growing evi', en- 
couraged by the jobbers in Boston, to 
get cutters to go into business for 
themselves. These men as a rule are 
those who have had trouble with their 
union and are men without financial 
standing. Once in business «under 
their own name in some back yard 
they ignore the union and are as radi- 
cal non-union men as can be found. 

The union evidently has been trying 
to reach these men in some way but 
have not been able to up to the pres- 
ent time as they have been admitted 
to the Manufacturers Association and 
are to a certain extent protected. 

In the strike at D. E. Cameron’s 
yard however the matter has been 
brought to a head. 

There are said to be many manu- 
facturers who side with the Union in 
the stand that it has taken and in 
case a lockout is declared will refuse 
to lockout their men. 

The man who is said to have been 
the cause of the trouble is Richard 
Clark. Wednesday it was said by 
Alexander Russell president of the 
union that Clark had paid his fine and 
that the men had returned to work. 

There are still some matters remain- 
ing to be adjusted but they will prob- 
ably be settled without further 
trouble. Cameron & Co., employed 
nine men.

' STATE HOUSE LETTER, 


—_—— 


Boston, March 17, 1909. 


Before this letter will be read by/# 
some of its readers, the legislature/# 


will have settled the fate of the con- 
stitutional amendment for prohibition 
of the liquor business. But there is 
not the slightest indication that it 
will get even a majority of the House, 
whereas a two-thirds’ vote is neces- 
sary for its second stage and there 
is precious little interest in the cor- 
ridors upon the subject. It does not 
count for a live issue here this year. 
no matter what prestige it may have 
gained by the unexpected majority 
report in its favor by the committee on 
constitutional amendments. If there 
were any faith on the part of the 
prohibitionists that they were going 
to win, there would be a flutter of 
excitement in the reading room and 
there would be that expectancy which 
attends important ™easures which are 
in doubt. But this is strikingly ab- 
sent. 

The truth is that it was not ex- 
pected that there would be any such 
favorable report by the committee. If 
this had been anticipated, there is no 
doubt that there would have been 
such a display of activity as would 
have informed the committeemen that 
they must have more regard to the 
political situation. The republican 
managers have got the perplexing is- 
sue just where it is least dangerous 
to them. If the republicans were 
straight prohibitionists as a party, 
there is little doubt that the demo- 
crats would be the party permanent- 
ly in power in Massachusetts. Hence 
it is important that there’shall be no 
danger that the state will be demo- 
eratic and the republican party must 
be made _ prohibition-proof. Hence 
the safest course is to leave the is- 
sue just where it is now, as a mat- 
ter of local option. That keeps it out 
of state politics. Besides, it is easy 
to make a strong argument that this 
course is the very best for pro™o- 
tion of temperance sentiment. 

Next Tuesday will come the vote 
upon constitutional woman suffrage, 
and that is likely, also, to get a 
hard bump. Of course the women 
will turn out in mass, but the move- 
ment has reached the stage now where 
the opposition on the part of the wom- 
en sizes up well compared with the 
support by the women, and ‘that tends 
to justify the masculine conserv- 
atism. There are no indications that 
the spectacular demonstration of 
woman suffrage speeches from the 
steps of the state house and from 
the Charles street mall of the com- 
mon has had the effect of convert- 
ing the members to favor the amend- 
ment. 

It looks as if this House were rather 
conservative. It did not show any 
favor yesterday to the bill to provide 
that juries which find a persion guilty 
of murder in tthe first degree may 
qualify their verdicts by the words 
“without capital punishment.” The 
argument that was the law of United 
States and in 17*°of our states did 
not carry much weight and the Dill 
wes snowed under by 54 in its favor 
to 146 against it, and eight pairs. 
That was a very surprising adverse 
vote considering that there were 11 
of the committee on judiciary in fa- 
vor of the bill to only five against 
it. The argument seemed to carry 
weight with the House that this bill 
would make the penalty for murder 
wholly uncertain, for it would not 
depend upon the law, but upon the 
opinion, or even whim of the jury. 
That is, the jury would no longer 
be held to their present duty of de- 
ter’‘nining what were the facts, but 
they would have also judicial duty of 
imposing the penalty, which is radi- 
cally contrary to the spirit of our 
institutions which separate carefully 
the functions of the jury, the judge 
and the executioner, so that each per- 
son in the chain acts strictly ac- 
cording to law and cannot act other- 
wise. There was a high grade of 
speaking for and against the bill, 
better than the argu™ents, but the 
outcome proves that the tendency of 
thought, as far as the representatives 
reveal it, is against the abolition. For 
it was only a few years ago that a 
bill for the straight abolition of capi- 
tal punishment had only two less in 
the House than its opponents. 

It will not fail to attract attention 
that military service in the Philip- 
pines still fails to command the ad- 
miration or sympathy, to any express- 
ible extent, of our people. Once more 
there has been-made a unanimous re- 
port against giving, medals to the men 
who have served in the Philippines, 
and the proposition, to stretch the 
veteran exemption Jaws so as to in- 
clude the soldiers of the war with 
Spain has, for the first time since 
the close of that «war, proved so 
weak and without public swpport that 
it has failed to be presented to the 
legislature. It always encountered 
strong and successful opposition and 
the fact that the first veterans’ ex- 
emption law is now seen to have been 
a mistake due to a commendable mo- 
tive tends to prevent a repetition of 
it in the case of the men in our 
war with Spain. 

Per contra, there has co™e unan- 
imously from the committee on fed- 
eral relations a series of resolutions 
strongly in favor of promoting peace 
and arbitration as against a great 
national navy and the attitude of 
Masachusetts in support of world 
progress on this line is thus strongly 
demonstrated. Back in 1903, when 
the resolution for a regular inter- 
national congress had been passed 
unanimously by House and Senate, 
the Senate, after debate, turned down 
with only five votes in favor a resolu- 
tion for a big navy, and the con- 
clusive argument was that such a 
resolution was inconsistent with their 
resolution just adopted for a world 
legislative body. And, at that time 
Senator Lodge was a big navy man, 
too. So Massachusetts is strongly 
committed to peace, arbitration and 
the political organization of the world 
into one body, which is precisely 
what the world legislative proposition 
points to and what the second Hague 
conference, following the lead of 
Massachusetts, has officially favored 
by recommending the calling of the 
third conference. 

The committee on election laws has 
reported leave to withdraw on all the} 
14 different propositions for direct| 
nomination of political candidates. | 
Such a sweeping report will be sure | 
to call out vigorous dissent, but the 
majority will probably carry their | 
side through triumphantly.

INTERESTING ADDRESSES. 


John Ryan, principal of the Lyman 
School for boys, addressed the Jocal 
council Knights of Columbus Sunday 
afternoon, and a more interesting 
talk could not have been desired. Be- 
sides Mr. Ryan there were addresses 
by two others not down on the pro- 
gram, namely, Thomas M.. Devlin, 
agent of the State Board of Charity, 
and Judge Albert E. Avery of the 
East Norfolk district court. 

Mr. Ryan took for his subject “The 
criminal tendencies of boys,” saying 
that the girls were what the boys 
made them and that if the boys were 
made right the girls would not go 
wrong half so quickly. He then pro- 
ceeded to tell the working of the 
school and the kinds of boys that 
were there and why they were there. 
lt is the environments that cause boys 
to go wrong said Mr. Ryan. Many 
people, he said, say that some chil- 
dren are born bad. That is a terrible 
thing to say about any child, contin- 
ued the speaker, for we are all born 
into this world pure and holy, al- 


though we may have the germ 
of evil in us. This germ ‘how- 
ever, Will not flourish and grow 


without fertile soil and if the child is 
surrounded with evil, the germ is 
sure to flourish. 

Another point brought out by Mr. 
Ryan was, that this desire to do 
wrong and to be up to something al! 
the time, was not a new desire found 
only in the boys of the present age. 
Mr. Ryan related many incidents of 
great men of years ago who had al- 
ways been in trouble when boys and 
who, as history shows, had turned out 
to be the best of citizens. 

Mr. Ryan urged every member of 
the Knights of Columbus to take a 
personal interest in at least one boy 
who was going wrong and endeavor, 
by good example and advice, to put 
him on the road to success. No 
greater or better work can be done 
than this of uplifting the boys ho 
have been so unfortunate as to go 
wrong. 

It is not the boy who is to blame so 
much as society and the surround- 
ings, both at home and on the street, 
said Mr. Ryan. “And,” he continued, 
“when you men hear a boy on tthe 
street cursing and swearing, if you 
take him aside and talk to him ser- 
iously, he will soon realize his wrong 
and very soon there will be a big 
change in the boy in general. 

Mr. Ryan received a great burst of 
applause as he concluded and was 
extended a rising vote of ‘thanks. 
When the stood up to thank the mem- 
bers ‘the told something of his own 
life. He is a local boy, having lived 
in North Weymouth and Holbrook 
nearly all his life. He is a splendid 
example of a self-made man, having 
worked hard to pay his way through 
Boston University. He then taught 
school in New Hampshire and Maine 
until he was appointed to his present 
position. 

Thomas M. Devlin of the State 
Board of Charity then spoke to the 
members. He came to hear Mr. Ry- 
an and was not prepared to speak. 
This did not stop him, however, and 
he proceeded to give an interesting 
talk on his duties as agent. He takes 
up the work where Mr. Ryan leaves 
off, looking after the boys when they 
leave the schcol. 

He said there were three causes 
for the present evils among boys 
namely the cheap dance halls, the 
moving picture shows and the pool 
rooms. More wrong is concocted in 
pool rooms in the afternoon he said 
than anywhere else, and the plans are 
carried out at night. If boys are 
kept away from Saturday night danc- 
es, it means a general uplift among 
both boys and girls. 

He related many incidents that he 
has experienced in investigating the 
homes of some of the boys. He said 
that often the parents try to shield 
their boys, thereby encouraging them 
to do wrong. He heartily seconded 
Mr. Ryan’s urgent appeal to K of C. 
men to take up the work of helping 
boys. 

He too was given a rising vote of 
thanks. Both Mr. Ryan and Mr. 
Devlin are Knights of Columbus men 
and are enthusiastic over the general 
movement to have Knights help in 
this work. 

Judge Avery, who had also come ‘to 
listen, was called upon to say a few 
words. He responded, saying that he 
was glad he came to hear Mr. Ryan 
and that he had learned a lot that he 
didn’t know before. He said he was 
glad to know that there was such a 
competent man at the head of the 
Lyman School. 

Judge Avery said, like Mr. Ryan, 
that it was society that caused the 
boy to go wrong. “Why don't ‘they’ 
do this, and why don't ‘they’ do that,” 
said the judge. “The whole trouble 
is that ‘they’ are ‘we,”, he said. Why 
don't we do this? That is the point. 

A great reception was given Judge 
Avery when he arose, the applause 
lasting for several minutes. Great ap- 
plause followed his address, too, and 
he was given a rising vote of thanks. 

Several questions were asked by 
those present, and valuable points 
were brought out. 

Judge Avery, City Solicitor “Mc- 
Anarney, T. J. Carey and others 
asked questions and these were an- 
swered clearly by Mr. Ryan and Mr. 
Devlin. 

Altogether it was an afternoon well 
spent and a treat that one seldom 
gets. 


ELECTS OFFICERS, 


The annual meeting of the Wash- 
ington street church was held March 
12th. After singing “Blest be the 
Tie that Binds,” Deacon Bonney led 
in prayer. Then reports of the clerk 
and the C. E. societies were given. 
Mrs. Percy Holman reported the 
prosperous condition of the mission- 
ary society and Mrs. Rollin New- 
comb spoke of the continued success 
of the Ladies’ Aid society. Deacon 
Charles Sherburne read an interest- 
ing report of the Sunday school, 
which has a present membership of 
$25. Miss Amey Newcomb, the 
treasurer of the school reported all 
bills paid and money in the treasury. 
The church treasurer, E. M. Free- 
man reported on the benevolent 
activity of the church and shows a 
surplus in the church treasury. The 
clerk of the church, T. B. Pollard, re- 
ported 32 additions during the year.

A petition was received from the 
Old Colony street railway Co., for ap- 
proval to operate a trolley freight on 
all lines in Quincy except on Ran- 
dolph avenue between the Milton and 
Randolph lines.

Referred 
to Committee on Streets. 

Councilman Smith presented a 
petition for the acceptance of Barry’s 
lane.

Several applications for minor li- 
censes were received including one 
from Stephen E. Wilson for an auc- 
tioneers license. This was laid on the 
table until later in the evening when 
it was granted. 


GAS MAINS. 


A public hearing was held at 7.45 on 
the petition of the Citizens Gas Co., to 
lay mains. 

Mr. Nichols of 
peared in favor. 

In reply to questions by Councilman 
McDevitt Mr. Nichols said about 15 
miles of main was laid in 1908. Men 
employed laying mains were paid $1.75 
per day. The company had not been 
able to get all the men wanted in 
Quincy and had to employ outside 
help. 

In reply to question by Councilman 
Whiton he said the company had ex- 
pended $375,000 in dmproving the 
plant and bringing it up to date. The 
deficit of the company for the year 
ending June 30, 1908 was about $8,- 
000 and the deficit for the seven 
months ending Feb. 1. 1909 was about 
$250. There was every indication 
that the company would soon be on a 
paying basis. 

In reply to a question by Council- 
man Abele Mr. Nichols said the street 
lights for which $25 were charged 
burned every night and were on 
isolated streeta and the $16.50 lights 
burned on the moonlight schedule. 

In reply to Councilman Richards he 
said the charge for gas in Milton was 
80 cents. In some ways he considered 
Quincy as good a field as Milton. 

The company came to Quincy at the 
request of citizens to build up the old 
plant and put it on its feet. He 
thought the company should be en- 
titled to a fair return for the money 
invested. 

Councilman Gilson asked about the 
number of miles of mains laid in 
other years. 

In reply to his question Mr. Nichols 
said he had never been authorized to 
make any rates in Quincy. 

In reply to Councilman Gardner he 
said the President of the company 
had said as soon as the plant was on 
a paying basis the price would be re- 
duced. 

Councilman McDevitt 
a citizen in opposition. 

Councilman Bryant raised the point 
of order that it was not the proper 
time for the Councilman to discuss it. 

The president ruled that while per- 
haps not in good form the gentleman 
had a right to appear as a citizen. 

Councilman McDevitt then spoke 
against granting the petition. It was 
not right, he said, for the company to 
employ outside help. There were four 
thousand unemployed men in Quincy. 
He also quoted other cities where $2 
per day was paid and gas was sold 
for 80 cents. 

Councilman Nowland asked if the 
speaker knew of any citizen who had 
been refused work. 

Councilman McDevitt did not give 
any direct answer except to say it 
was hard for men to go looking for 
work. 

Mr. Sodergren of Atlantic opposed 
because he had not been able to get 
his house connected. 

The hearing was then closed. 

Councilman McDevitt moved to lay 
the order on the table but later with- 
drew it. The order was then recom- 
mitted. 

At 8 o'clock a public hearing was 
held on the petition of the Electric 
Light Co. to locate poles. 

Supt. Austin appeared in favor and 
in reply to question said that the 
poles were already in by permission 
of the Commissioner. That the com- 
pany had attachments to 3000 trees 
which had been made to protect tthe 
trees,

A NEW STEAMER. 


The Finance Committee reported a 
substitute order for $5,000 for the 
purchase of a new steamer and au- 
thorizing the Mayor to sell the old 
steamer. 

Councilman Whiton nioved to amend 
by making the amount $5300 that 
rubber tires might be had for the 
wheels. 

A discussion followed on the merits 
and demerits of rubber tires. 

Councilman Whiton argued that 
rubber tires were more economical 
and Councilman Bryant that as most 
of the streets were not paved that 
steel tires would be the best. 

Chief Williams called before the 
Council said he favored rubber tires. 

Councilman Gilson asked about re- 
pairs to the Wollaston truck and the 
Chief said that since the accident less 
than $25 had been expended on the 
rubber tires. 

Councilman Cherrington favored the 
amendment. The Fire Committee had 
gone into the matter thoroughly. It 
seemed to him that it was for the 
Finance Committee to see if the city 
could afford to expend the money and 
not go into the question. If they did 
do that the fire committee might as 
well be abolished. 

Councilman Freeman opposed the 
amendment. 

Councilman Flynn believed from 
what he had learned that an engine 
with rubber tires could be purchased 
for $5000. 

After some further discussion dur- 
ing which Councilmen Gardner, 
Abele, Whiton, Nowland and Bryant 
spoke the amendment was defeated. 


The rules were then suspended and 
the order passed to be ordained, 
Counciiman Bean voting no.

Corn Bread. A very nourishing 
| corn bread is made with a cupful of] 
| corn meal, two cupfuls of cold boiled 
rice, one cupful of milk, one egg, half 
a teaspoonful of salt, a tablespoonful 
of sugar, butter the size of an egg, and 
ja teaspoonful of baking powder. Mix 
}corn meal, sugar, salt and baking 
powder together; add the other in- 
gredients after melting the butter and 

putting the rice through the colander 
Bake half an ‘hour. 

Oreamed Fish. One-quarter cup cold 
| cooked flaked fish, one-quarter cup 

milk, one teaspoon butter, three drops 
onion juice, one teaspoon flour, salt. 
Melt butter add flour, mix well, then 
add milk, and stir and cook until it 
boils. Season with onion juice and 
salt, add fish and reheat. 

Chocolate Sandwiches. Grate the 
unsweetened chocolate, then sweeten 
to taste with sugar. Melt a little but- 
tar in a small saucepan, add the choco- 
late to it, then take from ‘the fire and 
cool. Moisten with a very little 


cream, plain or whipped, and spread 
between thin slices of white bread.

LETTER FROM THE CAPITAL. 


Washington, March 20, 1909. 

The new tariff measure which takes 
its name, the Payne bill, from Chair- 
man Payne of the Ways and Meags 
committee, taken as a whole, makes 
provision for a material reductioa of 
the duties imposed by the Dingley law, 
and experts predict that it will at the 
same time produce an important in- 
crease of revenue. It is estimated by 
the framers of the bill, that its reve- 
nue producing power will be )00,- 
000 from imports, and $275,000,000 
from internal revenue, makin an in- 
crease in the government's 
revenue of $10,000,000. 

The provision for a graduated in- 
heritance tax, similar to that of New 
York, is the most striking innovation 
and the system of maximum and mini- 
mum duties whereby the principle of 
reciprocity is to be carried out prac- 
tically automatically, is another inno- 
vation. To make up the needed reve- 
nues ,among other provisions, luxuries 
have been transferred to the dutiable 
list, such as perfumes and bishly 
fumed soaps, and a long iist of : 
have been taken from the free 
put upon the dutiable schedules. 

It is expected that general debs 
on the Payne Dill will begin in th 
House on Tuesday next, as the minor- 
ity members of the committee 
Ways and Means have been 
until that day to file their reports, 
and the present indications are that 
party lines will be eliminated during 
the consideration of the Dill.

President Richards then spoke of 
the granite industry and told how it 
was handicapped by ‘the railroad be- 
cause there was no competition. 
There was competition at one time 
but since that had been withdrawn the 
rates had been greatly increased. The 
loss amounted to over $100,000 a year. 
Our wharves are rotting for lack of 
service. Quincy must go forward or 
go backward. It is for the citizens to 
say which. He then spoke of the mat- 
ter of encouraging new industries to 
locate here and the fostering of pres- 
ent industries. These matters are be- 
ing taken up by the Board of Trade. 

President Hobbs of the City Coun- 
cil, was then introduced as a repre- 
sentative of the Mayor who was un- 
able to be present on account of ill- 
hess. President Hobbs said that he 
Wished the could fittingly tell of the 
illustrious past and the glorious 
future of Quincy. He could not give 
the Board of Trade the keys of the 
city for the Mayor had them in his 
pocket. He would however give all 
a hearty welcome and ‘he trusted their 
stay would be as satisfactory to them 
as it was to the Board of Trade. He 
congratulated the Board of Trade on 
what it had accomplished and what it 
may accomplish. The city of Quincy 
is one of great possibilities. It is a 
bit of God’s country which has been 
lavished with great beauty. In clos- 
ing he said he could only say, Root! 
Root! Root! for Quincy. 

Hon. Joseph Walker president of 
the House of Representatives was 
then introduced. He said he was glad 
to be present for he liked Quincy. It 
was a town in which Massachusetts 
took pride. He was also glad be- 
cause it was a part of the good old 
county of Norfolk in which he also 
resided. Also because some of the 
best friends he had in the world came 
from Quincy. No man did more to 
place him in the speaker's chair than 
did Senator Hultman. Because of the 
importance of Quincy he had placed 
its two representatives on two of the 
most important committees of the leg- 
islature. He was one of the glorious 
minority in the legislature who 
favored female suffrage and he was 
glad therefor to see so many ladies 
present. His subject he said would be 
finances and municipal affairs. 

Our expenses he said are getting 
away from us. We have not that grip 
on our expenses we should have. The 
expenses of the commonwealth in 
fifteen years had grown from six mil- 
lion to fourteen million. Our revenue 
had increased from four and one haif 
to eleven million. Our expenses grow 
much faster than our wealth and pop- 
ulation. There is an increase in cost 
of living and shorter hours of labor all 
of which tend to increase our expendi- 
tures. Every year the commonwealth 
takes on a new burden, such as home 
for the consumtives, the blind, the 
cripples, gypsy nroth and the like. 
All of these involve an immense 
amount of money. The same is true 
of cities and the burdens are con- 
stantly being added to. More serious 
however is the increase in debt 
which we are facing. ‘The net debt 
has increased from seven to seven- 
teen millions during the past fifteen 
years. 

(We need to stop and think. The 
expenditures of money are for worthy 
causes, but if it goes on unchecked it 
is only a question of time before it 
will be said that Massachusetts is ex- 
travagant. It is a qnestion of good 
sense and judgment how fast to go. 
He did not belieye sufficient control 
was exercised over our expenditures 
and debt. The present method of de- 
termining the expenses is tha power 
that expends the money. They decide 
how much they should have. There 
is no one under whose eye these ex- 
penditures come. These things should 
be carefully congidered. The oily 
remedy is to place the responsibility 
where it belongs, on the Governor. 
All should be submitted to him for 
his aproval before they go to the leg- 
islature. He is the one who should 
be made responsible. 


The lack of control of borrowing 
money is bad. It is so easy to bor- 
row. If the amounts go into the tax 
levy every citizen is notified the 
money has been expended. We should 
put it there and pay as we go and 
not leave it to the next generation to 
pay. The unrestricted borrowirg of 
money is bad. We are inclined to put 
all that is possible into borrowing 
and not into the tax levy. What 
officgrs are afraid of is the tax levy. 
The temptation is to put too much 
into the debt. A $100,000 borrowed on 
a twenty year loan costs $136,750 at 
the low rate of 3 1-2 per cent. The

The commonwealth should 
audit these books every year. A strict 
supervision would then be had over 
cities and towns and if it was found 
that money was being borrowed for 
twenty year loans for current ex- 
penses, such as paving streets, the 
commonwealth should call the atten- 
tion of the citizens to it. The com- 
monwealth would compell municipali- 


ties to bring these things to light and 
the government to deal fairly and 
squarely with the citizens. With 


these things its citizens and politics 
would be fairer and squarer. 

The last speaker was Guy Ham 
who was termed the silver tongued 
orator. Mr. Ham opened his remarks 
with a few stories that immediately 
put his hearers in sympathy with him 
He said that he was in doubt what to 
talk about but had decided to speak 
of the department of justice and the 
secret service. He then told of the 
bringing of the idea of a grand jury 
from Great Britian. The grand jury 
was to inquire into matters and see if 
aman should be indicted. Then came 
the Attorney General of the United 
States and the department of justice. 
The country was divided up into dis- 
tricts and in each was a judge to en- 
force the law and an assistant United 
States District Attorney to assist in 
the prosecution. They had great 
power and there was no one to whom 
they’ were answerable until the 
partment of justice was created 
1871. 

He then told of the work of the dis- 
trict attorneys and how they had 
power and any stage of a case to 
writ on the back of a warrant "I will 


de- 
in 


not prosecute further” and the de- 
fendent was discharged. 

Taking up the secret service he 
said their work could not be com- 


pared with the ordinary police officer. 
Their duties were defined and limi- 
ed. They were engaged in looking 
up counterfitters and pension frauds. 
Every department has its own corps 
of secret service men, to protect the 
public. These men are skilled in the 
detection of crime. 

To illustrate their work he told of 
the work of post office inspectors who 
were able to trace and fix upon guilty 
parties, by the process of elimination. 
He then cited a case in Massachusetts 
where the mutulation of money order 
packages had been reported and told 
how by this process of elimi jon the 
crime had been fixed upon the guilty 
party. He also spoke of the work of 
the inspectors of the treasury depart- 
ment who ran down counterfitters. 

His talk was a particularly interest 
one and hearers a

clearer insight to the duties and 
work of the secret service men and 
the work of the United States Dis 
trict Attorneys.

HOUGHS NECK SCHOOL LOT. 


Petitions were received from 
Houghs Neck residents protesting 
against the Norteman lot and favor- 
ing the Cavanagh lot, also a petition 
favoring the Norteman lot. These 
petitions were referred to the Finance 
Committee. Later in the evening 
they were referred to the joint com- 
mittee on Finance and Public Build- 
ings. 

A petition was received from the 
Scandinavian Socialistic Labor Asso- 
ciation for a license to run a wrest- 
ling exhibition.

GAS MAINS. 


The Committee on Streets reported 
an order granting the Citizens Gas 
Light Co., permission to lay gas mains. 

Councilman McDevitt presented a 
minority report that the order be laid 
on the table until a reply is received 
\from the order requesting the Mayor 
to petition to company to reduce the 
price of gas. 

In support of the minority report 
Councilman McDevitt said he had 
been approached directly and indirect- 
ly by people interested in the Gas 
Company. The means used by corpo- 
ration is approaching public servants 
was very improper. He considered 
| his duty as a citizen paramount to any 
jother party. 

The gas sold Milton and Brookline 
is purchased from the New England 
Gas and Coke Co., for 45 cents and 
| sold to the consumers for 80 cents. 
|The Quincy company pay 45 cents and 
charges $1.50 making 233 1-3 per cent 
profit. If gas can be sold in Milton 
| and Brookline for 80 cents we are ina 
peculiar position. A company is 
about to start in Weymouth and will 
give that town one dollar gas. The 
methods used by the foreman in em- 
ploying labor should be refudiated. 

Councilman Richards said the gas 
j company had a good thing and it is a 
jquestion if we should furnish the 
tools for them. He did not want to 
block the company but wanted cheap- 
er gas. It was time some of these 
corporations were checked. 

Councilman Whiton said figures are 
not to be considered. The gas com- 
pany have no heart. The fact is we 
are paying $1.50 for gas and Milton 


80 cents. He hoped the company 
would be given nothing until they 
came to terms. 


Councilman Freeman said it was 
well to consider the situation in Quin- 
cy. The company here was a bank- 
rupt corporation with only twelve 
miles of mains when the present com- 
pany took it. They have expended 
$379,000 and are now $14,000 behind. 
The figures given the Gas Commission 
have to be sworn to. We have a right 
to go to the Gas Commission but with 
a company showing a loss he did not 
believe we could get a reduction. The 
more mains and the more consumers 
the company have the quicker will 
the reduction be made. 

Councilman Cherrington favored 
the minority report. This is the time 


to dicker with the gas company he 
said. 
Councilman Bryant said 25 or J0 


years ago we had not water supply 
and the people were so short sighted 
they said it would never pay. A pri- 
vate company put in a plant and the 
city lost money. 

The city petitioned the legislature 
and asked to put in its own gas plant 
but was refused. Then the present 
company took hold of the plant and 
voluntarily reduced the price to $1.50 
and said when it could afford to fur- 
ther reductions would be made. Give 
this company a chance to expand. We 
want to understand that it costs 
something to lay mains. The only 
way to get cheaper gas is to let this 
company expend all the money it 
wants in laying mains and then go to 
the gas commissioners. 

When we can show that they are 
earning a good sum and charging ex- 
horbitant prices the commission wiil 
say reduce your price. He thanked 
heaven that we had found men will- 
ing to develop the gas situation in 
Quincy. 

Councilman Gilson said it would do 
no harm to lay the order on the table 
until the Mayor had received a reply 
from the company. No company will 
reduce its price voluntarily. As long 
as they can get a certain price they 
will not reduce it. There was hard- 
ly any large corporation that made 
money at the start. 

Councilman Whiton said they came 
here to make money and have made 
it. It was all a bluff to say how much 
they were lossing. 

Councilman Nowland said it was 
simply a matter of common sense. 
Piping the city will enable them to 
make money and they will have to 
reduce the price. 

Councilman Flynn asked if anyone 


knew of a corporation that made any 
reductions unless they were obliged 
to. He did not believe in making any 


concession. 

A roll call was asked on the ques- 
tion. The minority report was then 
accepted by roll call by a vote of 16 
yes and 4 no as follows:

Councilman Nowland moved the 
motion be divided but later withdrew 
it.

Quincy schools were going behind. 
We have sewing classes for girls but 
nothing for the boys. We ought to 
make a start and appropriate $2000 
for the boys who are now learning 
almost nothing. If some boys were 
in a work shop they would be learn- 
ing a great deal. 

Councilman Bryant said the School 
Committee did not ask for this. They 
had been given within $500 of what 
they asked. The Committee had to 
cut every department to keep within 
the $12 limit. 

Councilinan Whiton said there was 
no doubt it would be a good thing 
but we simply could not afford it. If 
there was any place $2,000 could be 
cut he would like to know where. 

Councilman McDevitt suggested 
that it could be taken from the Police 
department. 

The motion te amend was lost. 

Councilman McDevitt then moved to 
add the sum of $2500 to street light- 
ing. 

A discussion then followed during 
which the Auditor was requested to 
give the estimated amount of receipts. 
These were something like $50,000 of 
which the Finance Committee had 
taken $28,000 in making up its budget. 

In reply to a question the City So- 
licitor said the Committee had no 
right to use all of the receipts. 

Assessor Adams in reply to a ques- 
tion said the assessors by law had a 
right to take all of the receipts to re- 
duce the tax rate. 

The motion to amend was lost. 

Councilman McDevitt then moved 
the appropriation for special police 
be reduced $2000. 

This motion after 
was lost.

That the majority of the residents 
of Houghs Neck are not in favor of 
the Norteman lot for the site of the 
proposed school house was shown by 
the way they spoke to the members of 
the finance committee who visited the 
Neck on Sunday. . 

Apparently the residents were not 
aware of the intention of the finance 
committee to.view the land Sunday 
but when the news was circulated that 
Councilman Bryant, Whiton, Nowland, 
Gilson and Bishop were at the Neck 
about fifty men gathered at the Norte- 
man lot and expressed themselves 
freely on the matter. 

It would have been as easy to find a 
needle in a haystack as to find a maa 
that favored the Norteman lot. Every 
one seemed to have been in favor of 
the lot on Cavanagh’s Farm with the 
exception of Henry W. Frenvh who 
stood out in favor of the Nurteman 
lot. The finance committee looked 
over the Cavanagh property. John T. 
Cavanagh was present and made the 
following proposition to the com:nit- 
tee. “Have the city engineers take off 
whatever land you want on my farm 
and if we cannot come to terms I 
will allow you to choose three dis-in- 
terested men and let them make a 
price and I will abide by their deci- 
sion.” 

Petitions have been circulated in 
every section of the beach and have 
been signed by nearly every resident, 
they were addressed to the finance 
committee and were presented to 
them Monday.

Suitable cottages 
are not very easy to obtain as many 
of them have been turned into winter 
houses and the tenants have secured 
them for year round residences.

THIRD COOKING LECTURE. 


The third of Mrs. Janet McKenzie 
Hill’s demonstration lectures on cook- 
ing under the auspices of the Wollas- 
ton Kindergarten committee, was 
given Monday afternoon in Brasee 
hall. The attendance is growing each 
week, over a hundred ladies being 
present Monday. 

Mrs. Hill began her lecture by say- 
ing the first salad was simply dressed 
with salt, afterwards vinegar or other 
acid was used, then the oil. The Eng- 
lish make a good salad, but cross the 
channel and the Frenchman gives you 
the daintiest of dishes, with the Italian 
you will fare no less well, better per- 
haps. In Germany there may be less 
play of fancy in the choice of mate- 
rials they far excel in their dressing 
and ‘tthe mixing of them, but Hungary 
is the true home of the salad. From 
“The feast of Autolycus” she read in 
part—“Of every woman worthy of-the 
name, it is the duty to master the 
secret of the perfect salad, and to pre- 
pare it for her own—and man’s— 
greater comfort and joy in this life 
and—who knows?—salvation in the 
next. This secret is all in the dress- 
ing. It is easy to buy lettuce, cucum- 
bers or tomatoes, but to make of them 
a masterpiece there’s the rub.” 

Tomato salad Macedoine style, con- 
tained several ingredients including 
capers, olives, green string beans and 
with gelatine was formed in little 
moulds, and each on a lettuce leaf 
with a cooked salad dressing was pro- 
nounced by all the best they ever 
tasted—a delicious concoction. Mrs. 
Hill explained in detail the making of 
both, and why the butter should not 
be cooked. How to use a clove of 
garlic the use of which made you 
wonder why you liked some salads 
better than others. 

The Potato Salad was a revelation 
compared with potato salad served by 
the majority. The surface was divid- 
ed into four sections by means of thin 
slices of olives and the spaces filled 
with finely chopped cooked beets, sift- 
ed yolks of boiled eggs shredded 
whites of eggs, and chopped green 
pickles, a harmonious blending of 
hues. Some salads will not stand 
“fatiguing” but you can mix and mix 
potato salad until you are fatigued 
yourself, then will every mouthful be 
a special plea for gluttony. The on- 
ion must not be omitted it is as es- 
sential as ‘the oil but it must be chop- 
ped finer than fine and she also told of 
numerous other things that could be 
used ‘herring, anchovies, ete. Mrs. 
Hill made a Mayonnaise Dressing, 
which made her way, there is no dan- 
ger of the mixture curdling and is 
far easier to make than the usual way 
of drop by drop. She said there were 
more than a thousand ways of dress- 
ing a potato salad, each better than 
the last. 

Stuffed Beet Salad.—The little beet 
cups filled with chopped cucumber 
mixed with French dressing, a little 
mayonnaise on each and decorated 
with figures cut from beets, and each 
set in a crisp lettuce leaf, were as de- 
licious to taste as they looked. She 
also expiained how celery, cabbage 
and radishes could ‘be used to serve 
with fish. 

The Prune and Pecan nut salad and 
Cream dressing was an exquisite com- 
bination and would make a far better 
and wholesome dessert than the pie 
or cake usually served. Mrs. Hill said 
the Germans use sour cream as often 
as sweet cream and why not? With 
a french dressing this salad could be 
served with roast meats. 

The Spanish Salad was another new 
idea in salads which any who enjoy 
cream cheese would relish. Every one 
liked the lucious Pineapple salad de- 
<orated with pimento and served with 
mayonnaise. Mrs. Hill said a salad 
should always be cold, the light ones 
with dinner and the heartier salad for 
luncheon or supper. Of green salads 
the name is legion and they sharpen 
the dullest appetite, and she made a 
special plea to have them every day 
especially for the children, keeping 
the pie and cake for company. Chil- 
dren as a rule do not like animal fat, 
oil costs no more than butter and 
makes good bone and flesh, then give 
them a pure vegetable oil. Mrs. 
Pinkham called the ladies attention to 
the different electrical appliances 
and the fireless cooker in which she 
had cooked at one time both oat meal 
and onions. 


NEW INDUSTRY. 


For some weeks the Committee of 
Industries and Trades of the -Board 
of Trade have been considering the 
introduction of a new industry to our 
city. 

Last week the Chairman of the 
committee, Walter E. Piper, called a 
joint meeting of the Committee on 
Ways and Means and the Committee 
on Industries and Trades. As a_ re- 
sult of that meeting, a special meet- 
ing of the Board of Trade was called 
Monday evening, at which meeting the 
report of the joint committees was 
accepted, and ratified, the Board of 
Trade voting to introduce the new 
industry to Quincy on the plan that 
was used by the Weymouth Board of 
Trade in locating the Keith Company 
at East Weymouth. 

The Committee on Ways and Means 
being impowered to raise funds by 
subscription to make up the neces- 
sary funds guaranteed by the Board 
of Trade. 

The company which -has accepted 
the proposition of the Board of Trade 
to locate in our city, is known as the 
S. H. Couch Company Inc., manufac- 
turers of telephone apparatus, doing 
business at No. 156 Purchase street, 
Boston. 

This is a live, up-to-date concern 
that employs one hundred and twen- 
ty-five men, all high class workmen, 
and the President, S. H. Couch and 
his brother, William Couch are both 
residents of Quincy, residing at Wol- 
laston. 

Land has been secured and plans 
are made for the building. The plant 
is estimated to cost about ten thou- 
sand dollars and is expected to be 
ready for occupancy about Sept. 1st. 

Several prominent business men of 
Quincy square have already sub- 
scribed $100 towards raising the nec- 
essary money and many others have 
expressed their willingness to do so. 
This is one way to help the Board of 
Trade, whose members have made a 
good start in inducing this company 
to locate in Quincy. 

Much credit is due Walter H. Piper 
and his energetic Committee on New 
Industries and Trades for securing 
this industry for Quincy.

INSPECT NEPONSET BRIDGE. 


The joint legislative committee on 
Roads and Bridges visited Quincy 
Monday to inspect the bridge between 
Quincy and Neponset. There is a bill 
before the legislature for a new 
bridge and the committee desired ‘to 
see for itself what condition the pres- 
ent bridge was in. 

In the committee were Senator Hib- 
bard chairman of the Senate commit- 
tee, Representative Nason chairman 
of the House committee, Senators 
Cowee and Failey, Representatives 
Malley, Holt, Sargent and Wright, 
Senator Abbott and Representatives 
Langelier and Mildram also accom- 
panied the committee. 

The committee were due at Nepon- 
set at 10.30 but it was an hour later 
before the four automobiles contain- 
ing the party arrived. They were 
met at the bridge by City Solicitor 
McAnarney who represented the 
City of Quincy in the absence of 
Mayor Shea who is confined to his 
home by illness. 

Unfortunately it was flood tide and 
the condition of the piers of the 
bridge could not be seen. Represen- 
tative Mildram the father of the bill, 
explained the condition of the bridge 
and the committee saw for itself that 
while the Quincy end was fairly wide 
and in good condition the Boston end 
was in bad condition and sadly in 
need of repair as well as being very 
narrow. 

While the committee were on the 
bridge teams from Randolph, Wey- 
mouth ani Quincy passed over as 
well as a large touring car showing 
the class of travel that used the 
bridge and formed an argumert as to 
why the expense of the new bridge 
should not be borne wholly by Quin- 
ey and Boston. 

After viewing the bridge the party 
made a visit to the new boulevard 
that starts from Atlantic street and 
runs along the Quincy shore. From 
Quincy the party were to visit West 
Roxbury and Columbia road.
